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SEALE 


The  name  is  derived  from  the  residence  of  its  bearers  at  a place 
so  called,  probably  from  the  French  word,  "salle",  meaning  room  or 
hall,  although  some  writers  hold  that  at  least  one  of  the  forms, 
Sayles,  was  taken  by  its  first  bearers  from  their  residence  at 
the  saylles,  or  hurdles.  In  Gould’s  "Names  and  Their  Origin"  it 
is  given  as  probably  coming  from  Inger,  which  means  the  Norse  for 
Ingar,  a sealer  who  called  the  seal  (fish)  after  himself.  The 
name  originated  from  a sealer,  or  seal  cutter. 

In  ancient  English  and  early  American  records  the  name  occurs  in 
the  various  forms  of  Sale,  Salle,  Salles,  Sayle,  Saylles,  Sailes, 
Sailles,  Seel,  Seal,  Seale,  Seales,  and  others,  the  last  three 
being  most  commonly  found  in  America  in  modern  times.  Mention 
is  made  in  0 ’Hart’s  "Irish  Pedigrees"  of  the  variety  of  names 
that  are  found  over  shop  doors  in  England,  and  that  London  di- 
rectories show  the  striking  names  of  all  colors,  qualities  of 
character,  a3  Cross,  Idle,  Jolly,  Sharp,  Noble;  all  parts  of 
the  body  as  Head,  Foote,  Whiskers,  Chin,  Bone.  There  are  enough 
names  of  animals  to  make  a good  sized  zoo,  including  "Seal". 

Also  there  is  Mr.  Spring,  Mr.  Summer,  Mr.  Fall,  and  Mr.  Winter. 

Records  of  families  bearing  the  name  with  the  above  spellings  made 
their  homes  in  the  early  dates  in  English  Counties  of  Devon,  York, 
Norfolk,  Warwick,  Lancaster,  Lincoln,  Derby,  and  Northumberland, 
as  well  as  in  the  city  and  vicinity  of  London.  These  lines  were 
generally  speaking,  of  the  yoeman  and  landed  classes  of  Great  Britain. 

Among  the  early  records  of  the  Name  in  England  are  those  of  Robert 
La  Seale,  of  the  year  of  1273;  Nicholas  de  la  Sale,  in  1292;  William, 
1292;  Robert  la  Sale,  bailiff  of  Norwich  County,  Suffolk,  in  1327; 
Ralph  de  la  Sale,  about  the  same  period;  John  atte  Sale,  about  13^7; 
Agnes  del  Sayles,  William,  Alanus  (Alan)  Sayles  of  Yorkshire; 

Willemus  (William),  Mageria  del  Sayles  of  Yorkshire;  Robert  Sayles 
of  Devonshire,  in  1379*  These  records  are  only  fragmentary. 

In  the  early  fifteenth  century,  one  John  Sale  of  Devonshire, 

England,  married  Maud,  daughter  of  John  de  la  Grave,  and  was  the 
father  of  another  John  who  married  Catherine,  the  daughter  of 
William  Ancell.  John  and  Catherine  had  a Robert  who  married  Alice, 
the  daughter  of  Simon  Britt  or  Brises,  they  having  a daughter  Ellinor. 
In  the  sixteenth  century  one  William  Sale  was  living  at  Hope  Carr 
Lancashire.  He  married  a Miss  Hilton  and  was  the  father  by  her 
of  at  least  one  son,  Gilbert,  who  married  Agnes,  daughter  of 
Roger  Umston,  and  had  issue  by  her  of  ten  children,  William,  John, 
Richard,  James,  Roger,  Ralph,  Thomas,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  and  Jane. 

Of  these,  William  married  about  l6o6,  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Neville  of  Yorkshire,  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Richard,  Gilbert, 

John,  and  Edmund.  Richard  Sale,  the  eldest  of  the  last  mentioned 
brothers,  married  Phillippa,  daughter  of  Christopher  Wyvile  and  had 
issue  by  her  of  Gilbert,  Richard,  John,  Anne,  and  Mary. 
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The  following  is  given  in  J.  B.  Paynes'  "Amorial  of  Jersey"  (by 
courtesy  of  Win.  Perry  Johnson):  "In  1292  Robert  Seele  or  Seale, 
of  the  Parish  of  St.  Brelade,  is  mentioned  in  a legal  document 
as  a landowner  and  a "gen  de  bien",  and  from  that  time  (and 
probably  much  earlier)  to  the  present,  some  members  of  this  family 
have  been  located  in  the  same  parish.  In  the  extente  of  1331 ^ 

Peter  Seale  is  mentioned  as  the  Seigneur  of  the  fief  au  prieur, 
for  which  he  owed  to  the  crown  eighteen  deniers.  Richard  Seale, 
on  the  authority  of  the  same  document,  owed  eight  sols  for  a 
bouvee  of  land  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Brelade. 

At  the  period  of  the  Rebellion,  this  family  remained  staunchly 
loyal.  John  Seale,  Constable  of  St.  Brelade,  was  one  of  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  proclamation  recognizing  Charles  II  as  King,  on 
the  reception  of  the  news  of  his  father's  execution.  A female 
member  of  the  house  shared  the  dangers  and  privations  of  the  siege 
of  Elizabeth  Castle,  prior  to  its  surrender  by  Sir  George  Carteret. 
During  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  Governor,  Lord  Cobham,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Seale,  then  rector  of  St.  Clement,  strenuously  and 
successfully  opposed  the  unconstitutional  desire  of  his  Lordship 
as  Dean  of  Jersey,  a native  of  France,  who  then  held  a benifice 
in  the  island.  Upon  his  return  from  London,  whither  he  had  gone 
the  better  to  represent  the  hardship,  he  was  publicly  thanked 
and  his  expenses  defrayed  by  the  states  for  having  30  ably 
defended  the  insular  privileges. 

The  Seigneurie  of  Samar es  was  presented  by  the  heiress  of  the 
Dumaresqs  to  John  Seale,  Esq.,  in  whose  family  it  remained  for 
two  generations  when  it  was  transferred  by  purchase  ^o  the 
Hammond  family.  A branch  of  the  family  settled  at  an  early  date 
in  the  County  of  Northumberland  and  to  this  section  was  granted, 
by  the  learned  Camden,  July  9,  1599 > the  arms,  which,  with  varia- 
tions, are  bom  by  every  division  of  the  family.  Polwhele,  in 
his  "History  of  Devon",  quoted  by  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  states  that 
"The  family  of  Sheale  or  Seale",  early  inhabited  Northumberland, 
whose  ancestors  distinguished  themselves  by  their  loyal  attach- 
ment to  the  Crown,  as  well  as  their  warlike  achievements.  In 
1426  Richard  Sheale  was  a chief  in  the  famous  Chevey  Chase  and 
the  head  of  that  memorable  action,  Their  Arms  were  bestowed  upon 
Robert  Seale  for  his  services  in  the  guard  of  the  Queen's  person. 

On  the  death  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  same  Robert  settled  in  Jersey, 
his  only  son,  Thomas,  marrying  Ann,  fourth  daughter  of  Colonel 
Philip  Carteret. 

A glance  at  the  annexed  tabular  pedigree  (which  has  been  carefully 
compared,  like  the  majority  of  the  others  in  this  work,  with  family 
documents  and  parochial  registers),  will  show  error  of  this  account.' 
Although,  from  the  rarity  of  the  name  in  England,  it  is  more  pro- 
bable that  the  Northumberland  Seales  descended  from  those  of  Jersey, 
it  is  absurd  to  suppose  the  present  baronet  comes  from  the  former, 
as  his  family,  from  a most  remote  period,  has  been  settled  and 
possessed  lands  and  a prominent  position  in  its  ancestral  parish 
of  St.  Brelade.  An  absence  of  documents  prevents  the  pedigree 
from  being  traced  to  the  12th  and  13th  century.

A few  months  before  the  close  of  the  reign  (1559-1603)  of  Quoen 
Elizabeth,  Robert  Seale  of  the  Northumberland  line,  settled  in 
Jersey.  Thomas  Seale,  the  only  3on  of  Robert,  was  married  to 
Anne,  sister  of  Sir  George  Carteret.  Thus  descended  the  John 
Seale  for  whom  was  purchased  in  1 644,  during  his  minority,  the 
"godly  heritage”  of  Mount  Boone,  Dartmouth.  One  Thomas  Seale 
was  exchequer  to  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Registered  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  Richard  Seale  of  Warwick- 
shire, in  157^ > and  John  Sayles  or  Seale  of  Yorkshire,  in  1577* 

A Seale  farmer  who  married  a Miss  Fuller,  died  in  1691,  leaving 
two  sons,  Edward,  who  became  a gunmaker  in  London;  and  Thomas 
Seale  who  married  Mary  Adnett,  they  having  William,  who  married 
Mary  Townsend,  and  they  in  turn  had  Thomas,  William,  and  Edward. 

In  a ’’Pedigree  of  the  Seale  Family  of  Queen's  County,  Ireland", 
a reprint  from  "Miscellanea  Genealogical",  compiled  by  J.  H. 

Fuller,  Esq.,  F.S.A. , M.R.R.I.A.,  and  printed  in  London  1918, 
two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  descendants  are  given  of  one 
Richard  Seale  of  Oldtown.  He  was  born  1689;  died  1737*  His  wife 
Margaret,  was  born  1693;  died  1729>  both  being  buried  in 
Cloneaugh  Churchyard.  All  in  this  line  had  large  Families, 
ranging  from  twelve  to  nineteen  children.  He  had  a grandson, 

Edward  Seale,  who  was  married  four  times,  one  wife  being  a 
Catholic,  while  another  was  a Protestant,  the  name  of  only  one 
being  given,  that  of  Mary  Medrith.  Among  several  other  children 
were  Richard  and.  John  by  the  Protestant  wife,  and  George  and 
John  Knight  by  the  Catholic  mother.  This  Richard  Seale,  and 
those  in  Scotland  are  thought  to  have  descended  from  the  Seale 
family  in  Northumberland.  Several  from  this  Irish  branch  came 
to  America. 
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Coat  of  Arms 

The  coat  of  arm3  varies  according  to  the  spelling  of  the 
name.  The  most  of  them  are  adorned  by  wolf  heads,  which 
would  indicate  their  origin  was  from  the  one  knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  for  aiding  in  driving  the  wolves  away:

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Seales  in  America 


Of  the  many  by  the  name  who  migrated  to  America,  only  a few  are 
given  here.  Edward  Seale,  at  the  age  of  23,  came  from  London  on 
the  boat  ’’Elizabeth  & Ann"  in  1635.  In  1644  he  was  living  in 
Rehobeth,  Mass.,  and  may  have  resided  at  Marblehead.  Although 
records  are  not  very  specific,  it  appears  that  he  had  by  his  wife 
Margaret,  Ephriam.  This  Ephriam  made  his  home  in  Boston,  Mass., 
and  by  his  wife,  Alice,  he  had  Samuel  and  Nathaniel.  By  his 
second  wife,  Mary,  he  had  Hepzebiah,  John  and  Thankful.  Obediah 
Seale  (Saile  or  Sale)  of  Boston  was  a freeman  in  l68l.  By  his 
wife  Sarah,  he  had  a child  Sarah  who  died  in  infancy,  and  then 
another  Sarah. 

John  Seales,  an  English  school  teacher,  came  from  England  to 
America  about  1870  and  settled  in  High  Bridge,  N.  J.  Among  his 
descendants  who  were  living  in  the  vicinity  about  the  end  of  the 
century  were,  John,  Daniel,  and  William.  A Daniel  and  John  of 
New  Jersey  are  generally  believed  to  have  descended  from  the 
teacher,  although  records  leave  room  for  the  possibility  of  them 
having  been  the  sons  of  John  Paul  Seale,  who  landed  in  Philadelphia 
in  1752  and  was  probably  of  German  descent. 

John  Sayles  (Saties  or  Seale)  settled  in  Providence,  R.  I.  some 
time  before  1645;  married  Mary  Williams  of  that  colony,  their 
childred  being  Mary  and  John.  John,  of  the  3ame  place  left 
issue  by  his  wife  Elizabeth,  of  Mary,  John,  Richard,  Daniel  (who 
died  in  infancy),  and  Thomas.  John  married  Elizabeth  Constock, 
1717>  having  issue  of  Mercy,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Phoebe,  John, 

Caleb,  David,  and  Iydia. 

William  Seal,  England,  settled  in  Birmingham,  Pa.;  married 
Aug.  31 , 1718 , to  Hannah  Gilpin,  dau.  of  Joseph  and  Hannah.  He 
died  17^2.  His  wife  and  two  childred  died  1746.  Issue  (l)

John  Seale,  b.  12-27-1827,  Village  of  Stock,  near  Chelmsford, 

County  Essex,  England,  came  to  America  1849,  locating  in  Indiana.

Among  the  first  of  the  name  in  the  South  were  my  ancestors,  the  three  Seale 
brothers,  Thomas  1st,  Joseph,  and  William,  Thomas  brought  with  him  two  sons, 
James  and  Thomas  2nd,  The  brothers  were  members  of  Prince  Rupert’s  Cavalry  in 
England,  fled  to  Scotland  during  the  rule  of  Cromwell,  sailing  from  there  to 
America,  They  descended  from  the  John  Seale  of  Northumberland  who  was  knighted 
by  Queen  Elizabeth  for  help  given  in  driving  away  wolves  that  had  become  so  bad 
they  destroyed  children  and  animals.  From  this  incident  the  Seale  coat  of  Arms 
that  bear  the  wolf  head  originated.  There  are  many  variations  of  it  and  some 
authorities  claim  the  change  was  due  to  the  different  ways  of  spelling  the  name. 
Northumberland  in  England,  where  the  early  Seale  families  lived,  is  situated 
near  the  Scottish  border.  Some  by  the  name  drifted  across  the  border,  others  to 
Ireland.  Emigrants  from  the  three  places  came  to  America. 

The  first  record  of  the  three  brothers  in  the  South,  place  Thomas  1st  in 
Charleston,  S.C.  in  1681.  William  died  without  issue.  No  record  is  found  on 
Joseph,  but  James,  the  son  of  Thomas  1st  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  and  it  is 
possible  that  some  of  his  descendants  were  among  the  great  wave  of  immigration 
which  rolled  southward  from  Penna.,  Mi.,  and  other  places  between  1756  and  1766. 
Carolina  was  granted  by  charter  to  Lord  Clarendon  by  Charles  2nd  in  1663.  It 
was  divided  into  North  and  South  in  1670.  In  1736  several  Scotch  families 
settled  in  Edgefield  District,  S.C.,  on  the  Saluda  side,  and  built  a Baptist 
church  which  was  known  as  the  Chestnut  Hill  church,

While  the  brother  William  left  no  issue,  tho  other  four  Seale  men,  Thomas  1st 
and  2nd,  Joseph,  and  James  probably  had  large  families,  enough  male  children 
to  well  stock  that  section  of  the  country  with  the  name.  With  time  they  began 
to  drift  further  southward,  then  westward,  even  to  foreign  countries,  but 
records  show  that  many  are  today  (1946)  found  in  the  original  haunts  of  their 
ancestors.  As  a rule  the  men  had  large  families  and  lived  to  advanced  years, 
of  near  or  past  ninety. 

Thomas  Seale  1st,  is  listed  among  the  early  settlers  of  Charleston,  S.C.  The 
firsi  record  of  him  is  found  in  Salley's  "Warrants  for  Lands  in  South  Carolina." 
(1692-1711).  An  exact  copy  of  writing,  spelling,  punctuation,  and  abbreviation 
is  given,  as  near  as  is  possible  on  a typewriter:  " Carolina  Ss/.  You  aro 
forthwith:  to  cause  to  be  admeasured  and  "laid  out"  unto  Thomas  Seale, one  town 
Lott  at  Charles  Towne  observing  all  the  rules  and  methods  already  established 
for  the  building  of  sd  towne  and  a certificate  fully  specifying  the  bounds  and 
number  thereof  you  are  to  returne  for  yor  so  doing  this  shall  be  yor  warrant: 

Dated  this  17th  day  of  Nov.  1681,  By,Govenor  Joseph  West.  Deputies, 

Percival, John  Smythexxxxxxx , Ja;  Moore.  To  the  Surveyor  Generali, Captain 
Maurice  Matthews  ".  In  1694  the  East  half  of  this  lot  (No.  52)  was  trans- 
ferred to  Martin  Cock,  attorney  for  Martha  Winckfield.  There  are  records  of 
other  properties  he  owned. 

In  Salley's  "Warrants  for  Lands  in  South  Carolina,"  page  187,  the  same  Governor 
Joseph  West  ordered  one  hundred  acres  of  land  to  be  laid  out  to  John  Stevens  for 
bringing  into  the  Colony,  Thomas  Seale,  his  wife  Penelope,  and  his  daughter 
Penelope,  Dated  12-12-1684.  At  that  time  it  was  customary  to  award  land  to 
those  who  brought,  or  influenced  the  coming  of  other  settlers. 
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Seale 


Davison1 s history  of  Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  records  another  Thomas 
Seale,  and  wife  Elizabeth,  who  sold  to  Wm.  Drake  two  hundred  acres  of 
land  that  had  formerly  been  owned  and  run  by  Anthony  Seale,  Jr,,  but 
was  then  a part  of  the  six  hundred  acres  granted  to  Thomas  Seale  on 
11-14-1785.  Again  this  Thomas  Seale  and  wife  Elizabeth,  sold  to  Andrew 
King  four  hundred  acres  on  Rocky  Creek,  the  original  grant  to  said 
Thomas  Seale  being  dated  11-17-1785,  Ctoring  to  these  dates  this  could 
hardly  have  been  either  of  the  first  Thomases,  but  some  of  their 
descendants , 

The  above  Anthony  Seale,  Jr,,  paid  taxes  in  Wilkes  County,  Georgia 
between  1785  and  1792,  possibly  longer.  The  Anthony  Seale  in  Virginia 
was  probably  his  father,  as  he  was  known  as  Senior.  He  was  Justice  of 
Peace  in  William  County,  Va.  in  1738.  In  1777  the  Parish  of  Drysdale, 
in  the  counties  of  Caroline  and  King  & Queen  Counties,  Va.,  was  divided 

into  two  Parishes,  beginning  at  the  line  of  the  property  of  Anthony  Seale. 

From  this,  and  other  records,  it  appears  that  there  might  have  been 
some  connection  between  the  two  Anthonys,  and  those  in  S .C . 

Those  listed  as  emigrants  by  name  of  Seale  in  Virginia  are  Henry  1637, 
Mary  1652,  William  1652,  Henry,  and  a Thomas  1715  who  died  about 

1750.  He  is  found  in  the  Will  Book  No.  2 of  the  records  of 

Frederick  County,  Va.  as  follows,  nA  just  and  true  inventory  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  Thomas  Seale,  deceased,  appraised  by  subscribers 
this  17th  day  of  Nov.  1750.  Signed  by,  Thomas  Proven,  James  Haworth, 

Jesse  Pugh.  As  the  court  continued  and  held  for  Frederick  County  on 
Wednesday  2-12-1752  this  appraisement  of  the  estate  of  said  Thomas 
Seale,  deceased,  being  returned  into  court  by  George  Hollingsworth, 
the  administrator,  was  admitted  to  record." 

Uiy  great-great  grandfather,  Thomas  Seale  was  living  in  Bertie  County, 
Edenton  District,  N.  C.  according  to  1790  census.  When  his  son 
Joshua  was  born  in  1765  ho  was  living  in  Mecklenburg  County,  N.C.  He 
also  lived  in  S.C.  and  possibly  in  Virginia.  According  to  old  letters 
he  had  five,  if  not  more,  children,  Enoch,  Joshua,  Elias,  James,  Daniel, 
Thomas.  With  him  our  line  fails  to  connect  with  our  emigrant  Thomas 
Seale,  since  we  are  unable  to  find  his  father.  Some  claim  that  he  was 
Thomas  2nd  who  -was  not  grown  when  his  father  brought  him  to  America. 

While  most  of  the  Seale  men  of  those  days  lived  to  pass  the  ninety  year 
mark,  that  does  not  figure  out  right,  if  they  landed  here  in  1670. 

There  probably  is  a generation  missing  here.  Of  the  children  of  this 
Thomas,  Enoch  and  his  wife  Mary  paid  taxes  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  between 
1785  and  1792*  Joshua  (p.  55)  settled  in  Texas;  Thomas  (1758-1827)  p#61; 
James  of  Butler  County,  p.  14;  Daniel  lived  in  Mss.  and  Ala.  One  old 
letter  refers  to  our  first  Thomas  as  purchasing  his  first  negro  man 
slave  for  three  hundred  dollars  worth  of  deer  skins.  Furs  and  hides 
were  legal  tender  at  that  time.  Another  letter  refers  to  one  of  the 
Seale  men  as  having  a wolf  head  carved  on  his  walking  cane. 
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James  Seale 
1773-1864 

James  Seale,  my  great-grandfather,  was  born  in  Fairfield  District,  South 
Carolina  in  1773,  and  died  in  Butler  County,  Alabama  about  1864.  He  was  the 
son  of  Thomas,  and  had  as  brothers,  Enoch,  Joshua,  Daniel,  Thomas,  and 
Elias,  possibly  others.  He  married  Rachel  Kelly  of  N.  or  S . Carolina,  she 
dying  before  he  moved  to  Ala.  He  was  married  three  times,  but  name  of  the 
first,  the  mother  of  his  children,  is  the  only  one  given.  He  moved  to 
Georgia  where  he  registered  in  1791  in  Wilkes  County,  as  agent  to  sell 
slaves  for  Peter  Seale*  About  1818,  he  and  his  children  joined  a caravan 
moving  to  Alabama,  all  in  covered  wagons,  being  among  the  first  settlers 
in  Butler  County,  near  what  is  now  Greenville. 

Two  small  groups  arrived  ahead  of  them,  the  first  being  from  Georgia,  the 
party  consisting  of  eleven  men,  eight  of  them  having  their  families/ 
fifty  horses,  twelve  wagons  loaded  with  bedding,  clothing,  cooking 
utensils,  tools,  and  food  to  last  a year.  Hot  only  the  county,  but  the 
whole  country  was  a wilderness.  Alabama  was  not  admitted  into  the  Union 
as  a state  until  the  first  session  of  legislature,  which  was  held  Nov. 

1819  when  Wm.  W.  Bibb  was  inaugurated  as  Governor.  The  County  was  formed 
from  Conecuh  and  Monroe,  being  first  given  the  name  of  Fairfield  from  the 
District  of  the  same  name  in  S.C.,  because  so  many  of  the  first  settlers 
came  from  there.  It  was  later  changed  to  honor  <4f  Captain  Butler  who 
was  killed  at  Butler  Springs  by  the  Indians. 

Greenville  was  first  known  as  Buttsville,  having  been  named  for  Captain 
Samuel  Butts  of  Georgia,  who  was  killed  while  fighting  the  Indians  in 
1814.  Later  it  was  changed  by  a petition  to  the  legislature  by  the 
many  settlers  who  had  come  from  the  place  of  the  same  name  in  S.C. 

The  first  court  house  in  Greenville  was  built  after  1822  and  was  con- 
sumed by  fire  in  1852,  with  a loss  of  all  public  records.  The  first 
session  of  court  held  in  the  county  was  under  some  large  oak  trees 
at  Fort  Dale,  logs  being  used  as  seats.  Judge  Anderson  Crenshaw,  Presiding. 

In  the  forest,  where  the  rich  soil  had  never  been  cultivated,  each  man 
cleared  a spot  of  land,  erected  a cabin  for  protection  against  the 
weather,  wild  beasts,  and  Indians.  The  rude  cabins  were  made  of  logs 
held  together  by  poles  and  wooden  pegs,  there  being  no  nails  then. 

At  first  the  floors  were  of  dirt  packed  hard  by  pounding  with  a maul, 
then  dried.  Later  floors  were  improved  by  "puncheons,"  which  were 
logs  split  by  hand,  placed  on  floor,  split  side  up.  Chimneys  were  made 
of  logs,  sticks,  and  rocks  where  available,  held  together  with  mud. 

For  many  years  the  spinning  wheel  and  the  loom  were  the  main  pieces  of 
furniture.  The  family  wash  was  done  at  the  spring  or  nearby  creek,  from 
which  all  water  for  household  uses  was  brought.  All  cooking  was  done  on 
the  fireplace.  At  first,  cotton  was  grown  for  home  use  only,  to  make 
bedding  and  clothing.  At  first  the  seed  were  removed  by  hand,  carded,  then 
spun  into  thread  before  it  was  ready  for  the  loom  to  make  it  into  cloth. 
Within  a few  years,  after  transportation  made  it  easy  to  reach  the 
markets,  and  the  advent  of  slaves,  cotton  became  the  main  produce. 

Some  planters  owned  as  many  as  two  hundred  slaves.

Butler  County,  Alabama 


1773-1864 


After  the  cabins  were  built  and  a patch  of  com  planted  around 
them,  the  men  spent  most  of  their  time  exploring  their  new 
territory,  hunting  and  trapping  game,  always  in  groups  lest 
wild  beasts  or  Indians  would  pounce  upon  them  from  the  thick 
growth  in  the  woods.  Their  main  source  of  food  for  a long  time 
was  from  game,  there  being  an  abundance  of  wild  turkeys,  squirrels, 
rabbits,  opossums,  racoons,  deer,  and  bird3  of  all  kinds.  Then 
there  were  b^rs  of  all  sizes,  wildcats,  and  other  animals,  their 
noises  bringing  terror  to  the  hearts  of  men,  women  and  children. 

The  village  of  Goblersville  was  given  this  name  from  the  fact 
that  large  droves  of  wild  turkeys  frequented  the  beautiful  grove 
of  oak  trees  in  the  Fall  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  on  the  acorns 
which  were  in  abundance.  The  farmers  had  turkey  with  little 
effort  every  day  while  the  acorns  lasted.  When  a post  office 
was  established  the  name  was  changed  to  Monterey. 

The  sight  of  the  little  patches  of  com  of  the  white  man,  and 
the  sound  of  his  ax  meant  to  the  Indians  the  destruction  of  the 
happy  hunting  ground  that  had  been  their  fathers*  before  them. 

Often  they  were  seen  darting  around  in  the  woods  like  the  wild 
animals  but  beyond  stealing  of  horses  they  gave  little  trouble 
until  the  massacre  of  the  Ogly  family  on  March  13,  1818,  and 
Captain  Butler  a week  later.  They  first  showed  signs  of  hos- 
tility by  stopping  William  Ogly  as  he  was  in  his  ox-cart  going 
to  Claiborne  to  purchase  supplies.  However,  they  permitted  him 
to  pass  without  injury,  but  he  became  uneasy  about  the  safety 
of  his  family,  purchased  some  corn  from  a neighbor  and  returned 
home,  only  to  find  that  the  Indians  had  been  there  threatening  them. 

While  on  the  road  he  met  Elias  Stroud,  who  had  his  wife  and  child 
with  him,  and  persuaded  them  to  go  home  with  him.  After  supper, 
when  the  children  were  in  bed,  they  were  sitting  around,  the  fire 
visiting,  when  suddenly  the  Indians  swarmed  the  place,  killing 
Mr.  Ogly  before  he  could  fire  his  gun.  Mrs.  Ogly,  with  the  aid 
of  their  dogs  fiercely  fighting  the  Indians,  managed  to  escape 
from  the  house  and  hide  in  a nearby  cane  brake  in  a ravine  where 
she  could  hear  the  screams  of  her  children  as  they  were  being 
scalped  alive.  Mrs.  Stroud  also  managed  to  get  out  of  the  house 
but  was  so  badly  injured  that  she  died.  Mrs.  Ogly  and  one  child 
were  the  only  survivors.  The  hair  of  the  daughter  who  was 
scalped  grew  again  but  it  was  never  of  its  natural  color  and 
she  never  regained  her  mental  balance  after  the  3hock,  even 
though  she  lived  several  years.  Mrs.  Ogly  was  married  again, 
to  John  Dickerson  of  Maningham,  they  having  several  children. 

The  Ogly  home  was  located  about  four  miles  East  of  Maningham. 

Expecting  further  attacks  from  the  Indians,  all  families  were 
assembled  in  the  forts  for  protection  until  the  Indians  were 
driven  out  by  the  troops.  About  a week  after  the  Ogly  massacre, 
Captain  Wm.  Butler,  in  company  with  four  others,  attempted  to 
deliver  a message  through  the  woods  that  were  full  of  mad  Indians, 
from  Fort  Bibb  to  Fort  Dale,  when  all  but  one  were  killed,  their 
bodies  mutilated,  a couple  of  miles  from  Butler  Springs.

Butler  County,  Alabama 
1773-1864 


The  year  of  l8l8  was  the  hardest  for  the  settlers  as  they  were 
confined  to  close  quarters  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  making 
it  difficult  to  secure  food,  the  men  aiding  the  soldiers  in 
driving  away  the  Indians.  However,  some  food  was  grown,  the 
men  taking  turns  in  plowing  and  hoeing  while  others  stood,  guard 
with  their  guns  around  the  field  ready  for  any  sudden  attack. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Indians  were  driven  out  and  all  re- 
turned to  their  cabins  and  resumed,  their  usual  activities. 

When  the  news  was  spread  abroad,  that  the  Indians  had  left  the 
County,  settlers  began  to  flock  in  from  other  states,  many 
bringing  slaves,  and  with  their  advent  planters  began  the  cul- 
tivation of  cotton  on  a large  scale. 

All  land  belonged  to  the  government  and  those  wishing  to  home- 
stead selected  their  location,  began  making  improvements,  and 
made  the  hazardous  trip  of  about  sixty  mile3  to  Cahaba,  where 
the  government  land  office  was  located,  in  order  to  file  their 
claim.  later,  on  certain  days,  land  wa3  sold  at  public  auction 
which  gave  each  man  a chance  to  bid  on  his  land,  some  getting 
it  for  as  little  as  fifty  cents  per  acre.  By  this  system  many 
lost  their  places  with  all  the  improvements  to  a higher  bidder. 

On  one  occasion  a man  who  had  seen  a hard  working  neighbor  lose 
his  place  this  way,  crawled  upon  a barrel,  holding  his  gun,  and 
made  the  announcement  that  he  would  3hoot  any  man  who  bid  against 
him  when  his  place  wa3  put  up  for  auction.  He  had  no  opposition 
and  got  his  land  for  fifty  cento  per  acre.  In  a few  years  the 
price  was  regulated  so  that  all  land,  good  and  bad,  sold  for  $1.25* 

Trails  were  converted  into  roads  for  vehicles;  then  came  the 
stage  coach  routes  which  were  replaced  by  a railroad  between 
Montgomery  and  Mobile,  the  two  largest  cities  in  the  state. 
Greenville,  being  situated  on  the  railroad  (about  forty-five 
miles  from  Montgomery),  gave  the  planters  the  advantage  of  rapid, 
transportation  to  the  markets  for  their  timber,  hides,  cotton, 
corn,  and  other  produce.  The  first  mail  between  Montgomery  and 
Mobile  was  carried  by  a man  on  horseback  who  made  a trip  every 
week.  When  the  roads  were  improved  it  was  carried  in  a horse 
drawn  wagon. 

With  the  demand  for  better  houses  there  appeared  sawmills  to  cut 
lumber  from  the  pine  forest.  Then  came  the  cotton  gins,  grist 
mills,  tanneries,  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  and  other  signs  of 
better  living  conditions.  Up  to  that  time  corn  had  been  ground 
into  meal  by  a hand  mill  in  the  home,  or  pounded  in  a vessel 
made  by  burning  a hole  in  a large  tree  stump. 
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James  Seale 
1773-1864 


With  modern  improvements  and  better  transportation,  prosperous  and 
happy  days  were  enjoyed  for  many  years.  Money  was  plentiful,  every- 
thing cheap,  and  it  did  not  cost  much  to  live.  Then  along  came  the 
war  of  1861-65  and  wiped  out  almost  everything  the  pioneers  had  built 
at  such  great  sacrifice.  With  their  men  at  war,  the  women  bravely 
held  their  homes  together,  producing  food  and  clothing  under  most 
difficult  circumstances. 

In  passing  through  the  enemy,  soldiers  pillaged  everything,  taking  the 
last  horse  or  mule  from  the  plow,  corn  from  the  barn,  meat  from  the 
smokehouse,  jewelry,  silverware,  the  last  penny,  destroying  what  they 
could  not  take,  often  burning  the  house.  When  the  war  weary  soldiers 
returned  home,  they  found  conditions  deplorable,  business  ruined,  no 
one  having  any  credit.  However,  after  a few  struggling  years, 
prosperity  began  to  return. 

War  almost  destroyed  in  four  years  what  it  had  taken  the  best  part 
of  one  generation  to  build  at  a great  sacrifice,  in  driving  the 
Indians  out,  pushing  the  forest  back  in  order  to  make  way  for 
civilization.  Then  it  took  another  generation  to  remove  the  havoc 
wrought  by  the  war.  In  clearing  the  wilderness  of  the  Indians,  the 
early  settlers  of  Butler  County  were  fortunate  in  having  no  further 
serious  casualties  caused  by  the  Indians,  than  the  murders  of 
Captain  Butler  and  the  Ogly  family.  The  fate  of  the  Ogly  family 
might  have  been  that  of  mine,  or  any  of  the  other  settlers,  as 
my  great  grandfather  did  not  live  a great  way  from  the  scenes  of 
both  crimes. 

James  Seale  homesteaded  a few  miles  from  Greenville  and  not  a great 
way  from  Butler  Springs.  He  first  settled  on  Cahaba  Government  land, 
later  acquiring  other  properties.  Then  as  his  sons  became  of  age, 
they,  too,  homesteaded  as  near  as  possible  to  their  father.  Altogether 
the  Seale  holdings  were  extensive  in  land  and  slaves.  About  1856,  the 
properties  and  slaves  of  James  was  valued  at  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
which  was  considered  much  wealth  at  that  time. 

He  and  one  of  his  sons  were  in  the  party  that  helped  select  the  site 
upon  which  Greenville  was  built.  Had  he  lived  nine  days  more,  he 
would  have  been  ninety-one  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
was  buried  in  Butler  County.  One  of  his  granddaughters  who  remembered 
him  well  left  the  following  description  of  him.  "He  was  a man  of 
distinguished  and  dignified  bearing,  made  a striking  appearance  when 
dressed  in  his  satin  breeches,  gold  buckles  on  his  shoes,  with  his 
snowy  white  hair."  He  always  carried  a gold  headed  walking  cane 
which  contained  a dagger  that  could  be  removed  by  unscrewing  the 
head  of  the  cane.  This  cane  is  now  in  the  possession  of  one  of  his 
descendants,  Mrs.  Jesse  A.  (Bertha  Seale)  Cheatham,  Greenville, 

Alabama.  He  died  a short  time  before  his  third  wife,  and  several 
years  after  his  son.  Ransom.

After 
the  death  of  Mr.  Bates,  his  wife  Mary  continued  to  live  on  the  place, 
with  the  help  of  the  slaves  and  her  youngest  son,  James  Jefferson 
Bates.  Their  five  children:

From  her  father  she  learned  that  his  mother 
never  weighed  over  85  pounds,  and  that  he  was  over  eighteen 
before  he  weighed  one  hundred.  She  furnished  the  record  on 
the  Bates  family  in  1945.

Anderson,  son  of  Rachel  Kelly  and  James  Seale  was  born  in  S.  C.  in  1798. 
His  father  lived  in  Georgia  several  years  before  locating  in  Butler 
County  near  Greenville,  Ala.  Ho  died  in  1890  and  was  buried  on  his  home 
place.  When  old  enough,  he  and  his  brother  William  (Billy)  Henry  home- 
steaded on  property  adjoining  that  of  their  father.  Ransom  located  near 
Butler  Springs.  He  and  his  brother  "Billy"  were  near  neighbors  and 
closely  associated  all  of  their  lives,  both  living  to  be  over  ninety 
years.  Anderson’s  first  wife  was  Polly  Armstrong  (see  Armstrong  record), 
the  mother  of  all  of  his  children.  The  second  wife  was  Jane  Rogers. 

By  the  time  the  war  came  along,  he  had  accumulated  many  slaves  and  much 
property.  The  original  copy  of  one  of  his  deeds,  done  on  sheepskin, 
is  still  in  possession  of  some  of  the  descendants,  which  is  as  follows:

Whereby,  it  appears 
that  full  payment  has  been  made  by  the  said  Anderson  Seale,  according 
to  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  Congress  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  1820, 
entitled,  "An  Act  making  further  provision  for  the  sale  of  public 
lands,"  for  the  west  half  of  N*E,  quarter  of  sec.  17  in  township  ten  of 

range  14  in  the  district  of  lands  subject  to  sale,  according  to  the 

official  plot  of  survey  of  the  said  lands  returned  to  the  General 
Land  office  by  the  Surveyor  General,  which  said  tract  of  land  has  been 
purchased  by  said  Anderson  Seale.  Know  ye ***♦********,  and  to  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever.  In  testimony  whereof,  I,  Andrew  Jackson, 
President  of  the  U.  S,  of  America,  have  caused  these  letters  to  be  made 
patent,  and  the  seal  of  the  General  Land  office  to  be  hereunto  affixed. 

Given  under  ray  hand,  at  the  city  of  Washington,  the  20th  day  of  Nov. 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty -five 
(1835),  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  Uf  S.,  the  sixtieth.

When  he  enlisted  in  the  war.  May  8,  1862,  his  oldest 
son  was  about  a year  old  and  another  son  was  born  in 
about  five  months.  He  wa3  attached  to  the  17th 
Regiment  of  the  Alabama  Infantry  and  was  mustered 
out  May  6,  1865.  When  the  war  ended  he  was  at  home, 
having  stopped  over  while  on  his  way  to  rejoin  his 
company  after  having  been  sick  in  the  hospital.

After  the  war  he  located  in  Brenham,  Texas,  hut  returned  to 
Ala.  in  three  or  four  years  where  he  operated  a large 
farm,  sawmill,  gin,  and  blacksmith  shop.  Some  of  the 
first  lumber  cut  in  the  mill  was  used  to  build  his  home 
and  a church.  It  was  in  a small  community,  the  nearest 
church  being  four  miles.  All  of  the  younger  children  in 
the  family  attended  school  here,  which  was  taught  at 
different  times  by  a maternal  uncle  and  our  two  older 
brothers.  The  two  oldest  sons  were  educated  at  Monterey, 
Highland  Home,  and  the  Southern  University,  Greensboro,  Ala. 

A fire  started  by  a discharged  employee  destroyed  completely 
the  mill,  shop,  and  gin,  and  a year  later  his  home  was 
burned.  Twice  he  had  seen  the  fruits  of  his  labors  wiped 
out  by  fire  and  war,  and  he  had  very  little  with  which  to 
make  a new  start. 


Moving  to  Brewton,  Alabama,  he  was  employed  at  a sawmill 
until  he  was  able  to  have  his  own  blacksmith  shop,  with 
which  he  did  well.  During  that  time  he  invented  an  all 
metal  wheel  for  traveling  conveyances,  to  be  used  with  or 
without  rubber  tires.  Patent  issued  IO-28-I89O.  A copy 
of  the  two  page  description  of  patent  with  drawings  is  in 
the  possession  of  the  family  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Lida 
Belle  (Seale)  Alston,  Greenville,  Texas.  Patent  sold  to 
the  Alabama  Metal  Wheel  Company.  His  children:

In  1889  he  was  admitted  into  the  Alabama  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South;  retired  on 
account  of  ill  health  in  1932.  He  served  as  pastor  of 
many  churches  in  South  Alabama  and  Florida  (the  western 
part  of  Florida  being  in  the  Alabama  Conference),  with 
only  two  vacations  during  the  time,  of  one  month  each. 
One  was  spent  with  his  brothers  and  sisters  in  Texas, 
the  other  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  taking  the  mineral 
baths,  and  attending  a conference  on  church  work. 

After  retirement  he  located  at  his  home  place  at 
Beacon  Beach,  Florida,  insisting  on  keeping  a meeting 
place  for  his  children,  all  of  whom  had  married  or 
left  home.  They  were  very  faithful  in  visiting  him 
as  long  as  he  lived,  even  though  some  lived  several 
hundred  miles  away.  As  he  was  on  the  beach  front,  he 
had  several  cottages  to  rent  to  summer  tourists,  but 
during  his  last  year  he  moved  into  town,  Panama  City, 
so  ho  could  be  near  his  doctor.  Among  the  twelve 
ministers  who  attended  his  funeral  services  held  at 
the  church,  one  was  Episcopal  and  another  Baptist, 
both  of  whom  had  a part  in  the  services,  the  rest  were 
Methodist. 

From  the  Journal  of  the  Alabama  Conference:  "The 
official  report  of  the  105th  session  of  the  Alabama 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
held  in  Marianna,  Florida,  Nov.  18-21,  1937>  Bishop 
Sam  R.  Hay,  presiding.  At  the  opening  session,  after 
roll  call,  with  all  members  standing,  names  of  those 
ministers  who  had  died  during  the  year  were  read  as 
follows:  James  A.  Seale,  A.  L.  Sellers,  L.  T.  Reynolds, 
and  M.  R.  Evans.  At  the  memorial  services  held  on  the 
third  day,  tributes  to  each  wore  read,  one  of  which  was: 

Jones  Anderson  Seale;  '0,  can  it  bo  thou  art  gone  to 
be  in  thy  eternal  home?'  are  the  words  which  portrayed 
my  feelings  on  receiving  news  that  Rev.  Seale  had  de- 
parted from  this  life.  To  say  that  he  was  one  of  my 
closest  friends,  mildly  expresses  the  tie  of  love  and 
friendship  which  united  us  as  ministers  of  a common 
cause.  He  wa3  my  father  in  the  ministry  and  I con- 
sidered it  a great  honor  to  be  looked  upon  as  his 
'son  in  the  gospel'.

This  friendship  began  when  I was  a boy  in  my  teens. 

Well  do  I remember  the  first  time  I 3aw  him.  My  heart 
at  once  responded  to  his,  which  was  ever  warm  with  love 
for  God  and  his  fellowman.  As  our  acquaintance  ripened 
into  friendship,  he  showed  an  ever  increasing  interest 
in  me.  Many  hours  we  spent  together  in  heart  to  heart 
talks.  In  these  personal  contacts  he  came  to  have  a 
deep  insight  into  my  nature,  which  resulted  in  an 
understanding  sympathy  of  my  trials  of  boyhood,  fore- 
seeing evils  that  threatened,  saving  me  from  many 
temptations. 

To  strengthen  my  spiritual  life  he  put  me  to  work  in 
the  church,  conducting  mid-week  prayer  service,  teaching 
in  Sunday  School,  and  finally,  following  me  into  the 
field  one  day,  he  told  me  he  wanted  me  to  be  the 
Sunday  School  Superintendent.  When  I first  felt  the 
call  to  preach,  he  knew  it  by  the  time  I did;  meeting 
me  at  tho  church  door  one  Sunday  morning,  he  said: 
"Luther,  tho  Lord  has  called  you  to  preach". 

This  interest  in  me  was  only  an  example  of  his  interest 
in  others.  All  young  people  found  in  him  a true  friend, 
loving  him  because  he  made  them  feel  the  love  he  had 
for  them.  Indeed,  no  one  was  neglected.  Often  on  hot 
Sunday  afternoons  he  walked  miles  to  fill  a preaching 
appointment,  visiting  the  sick,  the  needy,  and  those 
in  distress.  He  knew  all  in  his  church  as  well  as 
those  in  the  community  in  which  he  labored,  and  was 
loved  by  those  in  every  walk  of  life. 

Humanity,  faith,  charity,  cheerfulness,  were  his  four 
outstanding  traits  and  no  child  of  God  was  ever  more 
humble.  He  went  uncomplainingly  to  many  a hard  appoint- 
ment. His  faith  made  him  a strong  preacher  of  per- 
suasive, soul -warming  sermons  and  a courageous  servant 
of  God  and  the  church.  He  learned  to  bear  with  cheer- 
fulness his  trials,  hardships,  difficulties,  disappoint- 
ments, and  temptations.  On  the  3rd  day  of  March,  1937> 
the  end  came  to  his  long,  useful  life.  His  ever  faith- 
ful wife  and  devoted  children,  together  with  the  writer 
were  all  around  his  bed  in  their  little  white  cottage 
home.  The  setting  sun  was  throwing  its  molten  gold 
upon  his  bed  when  his  manly  spirit  left  the  tired  body 
for  a better  home  beyond  the  sunset's  radiant  glow.

My  father,  William  Joseph  Melton,  merchant  and  planter  in  Pine 
Apple,  Wilcox  County,  Ala.,  had  quite  a collection  of  records  on 
our  families  of  Seale,  Melton,  and  Murphy,  and  others  of  pioneer 
days,  all  of  which  were  destroyed  when  his  store  was  lost  by  fire. 
However,  I remember  many  of  the  things  as  told  by  my  mother,  Clara 
(Seale)  Melton,  and  my  grandmother,  Ellen  (Murphy)  Seale.  I wa3 
the  youngest  child  in  my  family,  and  so  were  both  of  them,  who 
lived  to  be  over  eighty.  From  them  and  other  older  relatives  I 
heard  much  about  them  being  among  the  first  settlers  in  Butler 
County,  Alabama,  near  what  is  now  Greenville.  As  a child  I was 
fascinated  with  the  stories  about  the  Indians  and  the  noises  made 
at  night  by  the  wild  animals. 

Ransom  Seale  I,  - 1799-1864,  son  of  Jame3  Seale  and  Rachel  Kelly 
was  born  in  Fairfield  District,  S.  C.,  and  was  about  fourteen  when 
ho  came  to  Butler  County  with  his  parents.  Buried  at  Butler  Springs. 
When  old  enough,  he  homesteaded  on  land  adjoining  that  of  Wilson 
Murphy  at  Butler  Springs,  both  homes  being  situated  near  the  Springs 
which  were  on  Government  property.  The  Springs  were  discovered  by 
some  girls  while  wading  in  the  creek.  Two  daughters  of  Wilson 
Murphy  were  in  the  party,  one  being  Susan  Murphy  who  later  married 
John  Clark,  and  Ellen  Murphy,  who  married.  Ransom  Seale.  The  Springs, 
four  in  number,  bubbled  up  at  the  edge  of  the  water  in  the  creek, 
and  were  named  for  Captain  Butler  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians 
near  there.  When  the  water  was  discovered  to  have  mineral  prop- 
erties, the  first  of  the  sick  who  came  to  drink  it,  boarded  at 
the  Wilson  Murphy  home. 

John  Murphy,  who  might  have  been  the  father,  older  brother,  or 
uncle  of  Wilson,  helped  in  the  development  of  the  community  around 
the  Springs,  which  became  quite  a he&lth  resort,  but  lost  its 
popularity  after  the  War.  John  Murphy  died  in  1844.  The  Murphy, 
Carter,  and  Seale  families,  with  others,  arrived  in  Alabama  in 
the  same  party,  the  families  being  closely  associated  for  two 
generationa. 

Ransom  Seale  sold  his  place  before  the  War  and  went  to  Texas  but 
did  not  stay  very  long.  He,  like  many  others  who  did  not  stay, 
gave  as  an  excuse  that  the  country  was  too  wild  for  women  and 
children.  Returning,  he  bought  a place  in  Pine  Apple,  Wilcox 
County,  about  thirty  miles  from  Greenville.  Witnesses  to  the 
transaction  of  the  deal  told  of  seeing  him  hand  over  a split  oak 
basket,  piled,  high  with  gold  in  exchange  for  the  deed,  to  the 
property,  the  gold  having  been  given  him  by  his  father.  A short 
time  later  he  died  and  the  place  was  bought  by  my  father.  Win.

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William  Henry  Seale 
1807-1901

William  (Billy)  Henry,  son  of  James  Seale  and  Rachel,  was  born 
in  Fairfield  District,  South  Carolina,  April  28,  1807,  and  with 
his  parents  moved  to  Butler  County,  Alabama,  when  he  was  ninp 
years  old.  Homesteaded  on  land  adjoining  that  of  his  older 
brother,  Anderson,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life,  and  was 
buried  there  in  1901.  He  was  married,  on  Nov.  16,  1826,  at  the 
Reuben  Davis  place  two  and  one-half  miles  southeast  of  Greenville, 
to  Rulincy  (Lincy),  dau.  of  Aaron  and.  Sarah  Hilson.  She  was  bom 
in  Milledgeville,  Georgia,  Nov.  14,  1807;  died  in  I883.  When 
she  was  about  ten,  she  moved  with  her  parents  from  Georgia  to 
Butler  County  in  I8l8.  They  arrived,  with  other  families,  all 
in  covered  wagons,  at  the  time  the  Indians  were  on  the  war  path, 
a week  or  two  after  the  murder  of  Captain  Butler  and  the  Ogly 
family.  All  were  safely  forted  within  the  stockade  at  Butler 
Springs,  being  very  fortunate  not  to  have  been  molested  by  the 
Indians. 

Their  house  was  built  of  chestnut  logs  with  an  open  hall.  The 
spring  from  which  water  was  obtained,  and  where  the  family  wash 
was  done,  was  situated  at  the  foot  of  a hill,  the  family  burial 
plot  being  in  front  of  the  place  about  one  hundred  yards  from  the 
house.  The  spring  is  still  in  use.  William  was  a great  fisher- 
man and.  hunter,  sharing  his  game  with  his  friendly  Indian  neigh- 
bors. The  squaws  were  allowed  to  do  their  washing  at  the  Seale 
spring,  and  were  helpful  to  Grandmother  in  many  ways.  I still 
have  the  recipe  for  making  lye  soap  as  they  taught  it  to  her. 

They  saw  and  helped  to  bring  civilization  to  the  wilderness,  the 
momentous  of  all  things  being  the  coming  of  the  railroad.  In 
his  later  years,  William  was  very  deaf,  using  a cow  horn  as  an 
aid  to  hearing.  Once  as  he  was  walking  the  railroad  track,  a 
train  knocked  him  down,  being  unable  to  hear  it.  The  engineer, 
thinking  him  dead,  stopped  his  train  and  was  amazed  to  find  him 
slightly  hurt  as  he  remarked,  pointing  to  the  engine,  "By  gad, 

I could  put  a bullet  through  her  for  hitting  me." 

When  he  was  94  he  joined  the  church  for  the  first  time,  being 
baptized  in  a creek  that  is  now  on  Brandon  Highway.  As  he  reached 
the  place  in  the  water  for  immersion  and  gazing  on  a knoll  on 
the  opposite  bank  of  the  creek,  he  casually  remarked,  "Many  years 
ago  I killed  a big  fat  buck  on  that  very  spot." 

The  place  in  which  I now  live  has  been  in  the  family  since  my 
parents  married  in  1874.  All  of  their  children  and  my  son  were 
born  and  reared  here.  Among  other  treasured  family  relics,  I 
have  (1)  one  of  the  first  sewing  machines  made;  (2)  several  bed 
coverlets  that  were  made  by  hand  from  the  wool  of  sheep  raised 
in  these  parts;  (3)  Grandfather's  turkey  call  whistle  that  he 
used  in  hunting  turkeys;  (4)  a walking  cane  that  belonged  to  his

father,  with  a dagger  in  it  that  can  "be  drawn  and  used  as  a weapon; 
also  his  hunting  horn;  (5)  a yellowed  paper,  more  than  one  hundred 
years  old,  on  which  he  wrote  records  of  all  his  children  and  other 

things,  which  has  been  in  our  Family  Bible  ever  since  I can  re- 

member; (6)  the  Family  Bible  of  my  parents;  (7)  Grandfather's 
flint  rock  for  starting  fires.  At  night  fires  were  banked  by 
covering  live  coals  with  hot  ashes.  Dry  leaves  were  kept  in  a 

basket  by  the  fireplace  with  which  to  start  the  fire  in  the 

morning.  If  one  had  near  neighbors,  it  was  easier  to  "borrow  a 
coal  of  fire"  than  it  was  to  get  a spark  with  tho  flint. 

Nine  of  his  old  land  deeds  are  in  my  possession;  five  of  them 
have  names  of  Presidents  of  the  United  States  on  them,  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  once  government  lands  and  wore  purchased  at 
different  times.  Some  are  written  on  sheepskin.  For  many  years 
he  guarded  his  deeds  by  carrying  them  in  his  saddle  bags,  as  he 
spent  most  of  his  time  on  his  horse.  My  parents,  at  different 
times,  purchased  his  properties,  some  of  which  remain  in  the  family. 

Only  two  of  their  children,  Thomas  and  Ransom,  were  buried  there 
by  their  parents,  both  of  them  being  grown  and  having  families. 
Others  buried  there  were  my  maternal  grandmother,  Catherine 
Hartsfield,  and  a few  neighbors  not  related  to  the  family.  The 
custom  of  each  family  having  a burial  plot  on  their  porperty  was 
brought  about  mainly  by  tho  difficulty  in  transportation;  then 
too,  people  seemed  to  want  their  dead  buried  near  them.  These 
burial  grounds  can  still  be  seen  here  and  there.  After  the  im- 
provement of  roads  and  the  coming  of  churches,  community  grave- 
yards were  established,  but  now  thoy  have  given  way  to  city 
cemeteries. 

The  rearing  of  his  ten  children  to  maturity  without  any  aid  from 
doctors,  nurses,  clinics,  specialists,  or  hospitals,  was  due  in  a 
large  measure  to  the  fact  that  they  came  from  a sturdy  stock, 
lived  a simple  life,  on  plain  food,  with  nothing  but  clean,  fresh 
air  to  breathe,  and  plenty  of  room  in  which  to  exercise.

This  record  on  Joshua  is  given  just  as  it  was  sent  in  by  his  great-grandson, 
Albert  Blount  Seale,  Beaumont,  Texas,  in  1936: 

"Among  my  numerous  correspondents  while  doing  Seale  research  have  been  two 
Seale  brothers,  merchants;  a Rev*  Mr.  Seale  of  the  Episcopal  church;  and 
Father  Lon  Seale,  a Catholic  Priest,  all  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  There  are. 
too  many  variations  in  the  spelling  of  the  name  "Seale"  to  mention,  but 
I have  received  letters  addressed  as  Seale,  Seal,  Seel,  Seels,  Sciel,  and 
others*  Seale  seems  to  be  the  one  most  commonly  used  in  America. 

One  man,  when  he  came  to  Texas,  dropped  the  last  "e"  because  ho  thought 
it  superfluous  as  did  most  of  those  who  were  Quakers;  another  added  an 
extra  "e"  on  the  end,  spelling  it  "Sealee,"  claiming  ho  was  entitled  to 
it  because  he  had  marriod  a relative  by  that  name.  Some  substitute  an 
"s"  for  the  last  "e",  while  others  use  the  same  spelling  as  used  for  the 
fish,  "Seal".  There  is  as  much  difference  of  opinion  about  which  branch 
of  the  family  came  first,  the  one  in  Northumberland,  England,  or  the  one 
of  St.  Brelade,  as  there  is  about  the  spelling  of  the  name.  But  regard- 
less of  the  spelling  or  what  part  of  die  world  they  came  from,  all,  no 
doubt,  had  a common  origin. 

The  first  trace  I find  of  them  dates  back  to  the  time  when  Brittany 
(which  now  belongs  to  France)  belonged  to  England.  There  is  a record 
of  one  Solomon  Seale,  who  was  six  feet  and  six  inches  tall,  weighing 
three  hundred  pounds,  who  was  a member  of  the  Body  Guard  of  Alfred 
The  Great  (871-901).  Many  are  found  in  the  old  records  of  England, 

Scotland,  and.  Ireland,  one  being  of  the  John  Seale  of  the  Northumberland 
branch  who  was  decorated  by  Queen  Elizabeth  for  his  help  in  driving 
away  wolves  that  became  so  bad  they  destroyed  cattle  and  children,  from 
which  incident  the  various  coat  of  arms  bearing  the  wolf  head  originated. 

During  the  California  "Gold  Rush"  in  1849,  my  father,  Elias  Thompson 
Seale  (page  57),  joined  an  emigrant  train  of  one  thousand  covered 
wagons  and  went  to  the  Gold  Fields,  leaving  from  St.  Joseph,  Missouri. 

While  there  he  became  acquainted  with  a Methodist  preacher  who  was 
from  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  was  acquainted  with  many  by  name  of  Seale 
in  Dublin  and  gave  my  father  their  addresses,  he  corresponding  with 
them  while  in  California,  and  later  after  he  came  home. 

When  my  parents  married  in  1859,  my  father  sent  a picture  of  himself 
and  bride  to  one  of  them,  Edward  Joshua  Sealle,  and  had  a letter 
acknowledging  receipt  of  picture.  In  June,  1927,  while  I was  away 
from  home,  a man  calling  himself  Thomas  Joshua  Seale,  claiming  to  be 
the  son  of  the  Edward  Joshua  Seale  of  Dublin  County,  Ireland,  came  to 
the  house,  and  not  finding  me,  he  went  to  Jasper,  Texas  and  saw  my 
brother  John,  telling  him  of  the  correspondence  between  our  father  and 
his  father  from  1851  to  1859,  that  his  father  was  living,  age  97  years 
old,  and  still  had  the  photograph  that  father  sent  him.

His  father,  Edward  Joshua  Seale,  was  a Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  he 
graduated  in  the  school  taught  by  his  father.  He  gave  brother  John 
his  father’s  address  in  Ireland,  also  his  own  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
stating  that  he  was  on  his  way  to  California  by  water,  having  landed  at 
Port  Arthur,  twenty  miles  from  Beaumont.  I wrote  to  his  father  but  the 
letter  was  returned  for  better  address.  We  then  tried  to  find  him  or 
his  family  in  Baltimore  but  were  unsuccessful. 

Recently,  I received  a letter  from  Rev.  Thomas  Haskins  Seale,  St.  Luke's 
Rectory,  Eldon  Terrace,  South  Circular  Road,  Dublin,  Ireland,  saying  that 
the  Post  Office  Department  had  asked  him  to  answer  one  of  ray  letters  of 
inquiry.  He,  too,  was  a son  of  the  Prof.  Edward  Joshua  Seale.  They 
claimed  that  there  was  a connection  between  our  branch  of  the  family 
and  theirs  which  also  had  its  origin  in  England  and  Scotland.  The  name 
of  Joshua  in  both  families  seem  to  point  in  this  direction. 

Another  record  shows  that  sometime  after  the  beheading  of  Charles  I 
(1649),  three  Seale  brothers,  Thomas,  Joseph,  and  William  who  were 
members  of  Prince  Rupert's  Cavalry,  concluded  that  it  was  best  to  put 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  between  them  and  Oliver  Cromwell,  lest  their  heads 
rolled,  fled  to  Scotland,  sailing  from  there  to  America. 

These  were  our  emigrant  ancestors.  The  first  found  of  them  is  a land 
record  in  Charleston,  S.C.  in  1681,  before  Carolina  was  divided  into 
North  and  South.  Following  this  date  many  are  found  in  old  land  records 
in  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  Virginia.  Thomas  brought  with  him  two 
sons,  James  and  Thomas  2nd.  James  settled  in  Pennsylvania.  The  Thomas 
Seale  listed  as  an  emigrant  settling  in  Virginia  in  1715  and  died  as  a 
very  old  man  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia  in  1750,  might  have  been  our 
Thomas  2nd.  William  died  without  issue,  but  the  rest  of  the  men  probably 
had  large  families. 

My  great-grandfather,  Joshua  Seale,  was  born  in  Mecklenburg  County,  North 
Carolina,  March  26,  1765,  and  died  in  Jasper  County,  Texas  in  1864.  At 
the  age  of  sixteen  he  was  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  a member  of  The 
North  Carolina  Volunteers  Infantry,  in  General  DeKalb's  Division.

and  vas  in  the  Battle  of  Camden,  S.  C.,  Aug.  l6,  1780.  After  that 
he  was  with  Col,  Francis  Marion’s  Rough  Riders,  riding  with  him 
until  the  end  of  the  War,  participating  in  all  of  his  battles, 
large  and  small,  including  the  Battle  of  Eutaw  Springs,  S.  C., 

Sept.  8,  1781. 

In  1797,  he  was  married  to  Elender  Haseltine  (Haselton)  who  was  bom 
Oct.  13,  1771*  in  Germany  and  was  six  months  old  when  her  parents 
came  to  America,  locating  in  North  Carolina.  In  1811  he  sold  all 
of  his  possessions  except  a few  slaves,  moving  them  with  his  family, 
which  consisted  of  his  wife  and  six  children,  to  Tennessee,  where 
he  remained  one  year.  In  1812  he  located  in  the  Territory  of 
Mississippi,  (which  was  admitted  into  the  Union  of  States  in  1817) 
where  he  purchased  a quarter  section  of  land  situated  on  the  West 
side  of  Pearl  River  in  Marion  County.  A certified  copy  of  the 
patent  of  this  land  and  a copy  of  the  deed  made  when  it  was  sold 
in  1826  remain  in  possession  of  some  of  his  descendants. 

About  I85O  he  moved  from  Jasper  County,  Mississippi  to  Jasper 
County,  Texas.  Elender  died  in  1863  at  the  age  of  92,  and  he 
died  the  following  year.  Both  of  them  were  buried  on  the  North 
bank  of  Indian  Creek  near  Bevilport,  Texas.  Of  their  fourteen 
children,  three  died  young,  other  eleven  and  their  issue  as  follows:

In  Jasper  County,  Texas.  With  his  father  moved  to  Miss,  in  1812. 

On  Feb.  8,  1815,  Joined  Captain  Spencer’s  Company  in  Marion  County, 
but  Andrew  Jackson  defeated  the  British  in  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans 
before  they  could  get  there.  He  had  Joined  in  place  of  his  father 
who  was  incapacitated  as  the  result  of  his  service  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War.  Feb.  5,  1818  he  ■was  married  to  his  first  wife, 
Susannah,  dau.  of  Elias  Philips  of  Marion  County,  Miss.  She  was 
bom  9-13-1799;  d.  9-12-1840,  the  day  before  her  fortieth  birth- 
day. A certified  copy  of  this  marriage  bond  is  in  the  family. 

Before  moving  to  Texas  he  married  the  second  time,  to  Eliza  Brent, 
they  having  five  children.  Only  the  names  of  the  12  children  by

It  took  six  months  to  make 
the  trip  from  Mississippi.  While  in  California,  he  re- 
ceived a letter  from  his  father  that  took  exactly  two  years 
to  reach  him. 

He  had  been  quite  successful  in  prospecting  for  gold,  so 
upon  the  advice  of  his  father,  he  sold  his  holdings  and 
started  for  Texas.  He  left  California  in  1855*  sailed 
around  Cape  Horn,  landing  in  New  Orleans.  From  there  he 
went  to  his  father  in  Jasper  County,  Texas,  the  return 
trip  consuming  as  much  time  as  the  overland  trip  going 
there.  A watch  case  that  he  had  made  from  some  of  the  gold 
he  found  is  in  the  possession  of  some  of  his  descendants. 

He  settled  in  Jasper  County  as  a merchant,  a farmer,  and 
part  owner  of  the  boat  "Laura”.  In  l86l  he  organized  and 
was  Captain  of  a Company  to  go  to  war.  In  1864  he  was  a 
Major  on  the  staff  of  General  J.  C.  Walker,  at  the  Battle- 
field of  Mansfield,  La. , and  other  battles.  Two  of  his 
brothers  belonged  to  the  same  outfit.  He  married  Emma 
Amanda  Blount  of  Jasper  County,  8-30-1859*  Their  ten 
children;  (1)  Albert  Blount,  (2)  Stonewall  G. , (3)  Ivanhoe 
P.,  (4)  Olive  A.,  (5)  John  H. , (6)  Lewis  Perry,  2nd

A record  concerning  the  early  history,  and  many  of  the  descendants  of  this 
Thomas  Seale,  was  furnished  by  Mrs.  N.  W.  (Julia  Eddings)  Boggess,  Demopolis, 
Alabama,  in  1944.  After  his  death,  a record  that  he  had  made  concerning 
his  five  wives  and  fifteen  children  was  passed  on  down  the  line  as  follows: 
first  to  his  son  Benjamin  Franklin  Seale  and  his  wife  Martha  Slay,  from 
them  to  their  daughter.  Miss  Lillian  Seale,  Isney,  Alabama,  from  her  to 
Thomas  Franklin  Seale,  attorney,  Livingston,  Alabama,  after  his  death  to 
Mrs.  Boggess. 

Tradition  in  this  branch  of  the  family  is  very  definite  about  him  having 
descended  from  one  of  the  three  emigrant  Seale  brothers,  Thomas,  Joseph, 
and  William,  but  the  line  has  not  been  definitely  proven  up  yet.  His 
father  was  the  Thomas  Seale,  Sr.  shown  in  records  as  living  in  Bertie 
County,  Edenton  District,  N.  C.  in  1790,  he  being  well  up  in  years  at 
the  time.  A deed  shows  that  Thomas,  Jr.  purchased  two  hundred  acres 
of  land  in  Camden  County,  Fairfield  District,  S.  C.  in  1791,  where  his 
son  Bluford  was  bora. 

About  1808  Thomas  served  as  a Grand  Juror  at  the  first  session  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Jones  County,  Georgia.  Marriage  records  show  that 
he  was  married  at  that  place  to  Leny  (or  Biny)  Mosely  of  Putnam  County, 
Georgia.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  helped  chase  the 
Indians  out  of  Alabama.  A tomahawk  that  he  carried  in  his  belt  during 
both  wars  is  still  in  possession  of  some  of  his  descendants.  He  and 
his  cousin,  Jarvis  Seale,  were  closely  associated  during  their  wars, 
moved  to  Green  (now  Hale)  County,  Alabama  at  the  same  time,  and  were 
neighbors  up  to  the  time  of  the  death  of  Thomas  in  1827.  He  was  a 
substantial  farmer.  Baptist,  and  Democrat,  After  his  death,  his 
widow.  Lucretia  (O'Neal)  Seale,  married  Jarvis  Seale. 

Rachel  Baxter,  his  first  wife,  was  a sister  to  Col,  Baxter  who  died 
while  fighting  with  Col.  Francis  Marion's  Rough  Riders  during  the 
Revolutionary  War  in  S . C.  She  was  probably  the  daughter  of  Eli  Baxter 
shown  in  records  of  Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  which  may  account  for  her 
naming  her  third  child,  Eli.

3-Elias  (Eli),  son  of  Thomas  Seale  and  Rachel  Baxter  was  born  in  S.  C.  1850 
Census  of  Texas  gives  him  as  living  in  Brazos  County  at  that  time  and  his 
age  as  fifty-seven*  Before  coming  to  Texas  he  lived  in  Alabama,  where 
several  of  his  children  were  born*  Three  of  his  brothers  and  a 
brother-in-law  came  to  Texas  at  the  same  time*  All  fought  for  Texas 
Independence,  all  of  the  brothers  being  killed,  and  he  and  Jim  Head 
were  awarded  a league  of  land,  each  for  their  service.  Jim  Head 
settled  in  Limestone  County,  where  the  community  of  Head’s  Prairie  was 
established.  "Major"  Eli  Seale,  as  he  was  generally  called,  settled 
in  Brazos  County. 

Records  on  file  in  the  library  in  Austin,  Texas,  show  that  he  served 
under  the  command  of  Captains  Burnett  and  Lynch;  was  Captain  of  The 
Texas  Rangers  in  1836;  served  as  Minute  Man  in  1841.  In  signing  as 
power  of  attorney  for  one  John  Patrick  9-2-1832,  he  signed  as  owner 
of  lands  in  Brazos  and  Robertson  Counties,  Texas.  Records  in  the 
land  office  in  Austin,  show  that  he  held  on  various  occasions,  large 
tracts  of  land  that  amounted  to  more  than  a league.  In  tax  records, 
his  wife  is  shown  at  one  place  as  Susanna  Davis,  in  another  place  it 
appears  as  Sarah.  He  was  either  married  twice  or  Susanna  was  some- 
time called  Sarah.  His  children  in  1850  were:  Joseph  A.,  age  28; 
Christopher  Columbus,  age  25  years;  Thomas,  24;  Augustus,  19; 

Bradford,  17;  Mary,  15;  William  W.,  9.  Other  children  we re  probably 
born  after  this.  Of  these:  > 

Christopher  Columbus  Seale  was  born  8-15-1021,  in  Greene  County, 

Alabama.  He  was  in  the  cattle  business  with  his  father  until  1864, 
when  he  entered  the  mercantile  business  with  H.  Mitchell  in  Old 
Booneville,  Texas,  later  he  was  in  the  same  business  alone  but  sold 
out  so  he  could  devote  more  time  to  his  stock  raising.  During  1859, 
he  was  Tax  Assessor  and  Collector  for  the  state  and  county.  On  July 
30,  1850,  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  Henry  of  Robertson 
County,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  popular  families  among  the  early 
settlers.  Their  children  as  given  in  the  1880  Census,  Brazos  County, 
Texas,  Christopher  Columbus,  age  21;  Robert  Henry,  age  19;  Cora, 
age  17;  Georgetta  Zonetta,  age  14;  Kate  (Katherine),  age  12;  Elizabeth 
(Lizzie),  age  9;  Frances  (Fanny),  age  6;  Minnie,  age  3.  Others  might 
have  been  born  after  this.  Of  these  children: 

Frances  (Fanny)  Seale  was  born  7-12-1878,  in  Brazos  County,  Texas. 

Married  1-18-0L898  to  Howard  Baldwin  Granberry,  Physician  and  Surgeon 
of  Austin,  Texas,  son  of  Stephen  Collier  Granberry  of  Miss,  and 
Alabama,  and  Ann  Hemphill  of  Texas.  In  addition  to  his  extensive 
practice.  Dr.  Granberry  was , for  more  than  forty  years,  surgeon  for 
two  railroads,  which  positions  ho  held  until  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1942.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  District  and  County 
Medical  Societies;  Railway  Surgeons;  Nu  Sigma  Nu;  Mason;  Democrat; 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  church  where  he  wa s an  elder  for  many 
years.

Howard  Baldwin  Granberry,  Jr*,  Physician  and  Surgeon,  Austin,  Texas 
was  born  3-9-1900.  Educated,  University  of  Texas;  Tulane  Medical 
School,  New  Orleans,  La.;  universities  and  hospitals  in  Paris, 

France;  Dublin,  Ireland;  Beyrut,  Syria;  Bern,  Switzerland;  Berlin, 
Germany;  and  Vienna,  Austria.  Ship’s  Surgeon  for  the  United  Fruit 
Company.  Upon  returning  to  Austin  he  was  associated  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  with  his  father.  He  is  the  deviser  of  many  Granberry 
Fracture  Appliances  and  Surgical  Instruments.  Member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health;  Presbyterian  church;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution; 
Kappa  Alpha  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  Fraternities;  Scottish  Rite  Masons.  Unm. 

While  he  is  one  of  the  leading  and  busiest  doctors  in  the  state,  ho 
takes  time  for  recreation  in  hunting,  shooting,  salt  water  fishing, 
photography,  and  is  the  owner  of  the  "Happy  Acres  Kennels",  registered, 
which  has  several  champions.  It  also  has  shooting  ranges,  trap 
courses,  skeet  courses,  and  a game  preserve  where  he  breeds  many 
varieties  of  quail,  deer,  elk,  antelope,  and  other  game.  Another  of  his 
hobbies  is  the  collecting  of  works  of  art,  some  of  which  he  brought 
back  from  Europe.  City  Residence,  912  West  6th  Street.  Austin,  Texas. 
Country  Home,  "Granberry  Lodge,"  Manchacha,  Austin. 


Robert  Henry,  father  of  Elizabeth  who  married  Christopher  Columbus 
Seale  (q.v.)  was  born  in  Ireland  and  was  a nephew  of  the  then 
Lord  O’Hara  of  Ireland.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Downing  who  was 
born  in  London,  England.  She  was  of  the  Downings  who  were  Parliament 
Members,  and  a niece  of  Lord  Downing.  She  and  Robert  Henry  were  mar- 
ried in  London  and  came  to  America  on  their  wedding  trip.  They 
stopped  for  a time  in  South  Carolina  and  came  to  Texas  about  1832. 

Their  beautiful  Home  in  Brazos  County,  known  as  "Red  Top"  was 
situated  on  a league  of  land  that  had  been  granted  to  him  by  the 
Mexican  government  and  has  always  remained  in  the  family.  During 
his  life  time  Robert  lived  under  the  rule  of  the  Irish,  South  Carolina, 
Mexico,  Confederacy  of  the  United  States.  He  served  in  the  War  for 
Texas  Independence,  was  present  at  the  burial  of  James  W.  Fannin, 
and  with  Sam  Houston’s  men  at  the  battle  of  San  Jscinto  in  1836. 

(See  Certificate  No.  1178,  State  Library,  Austin,  Texas). 

In  the  "Pioneer  Women  of  Texas"  by  Pickerell,  is  found  a story 
of  Elizabeth  Downing  who  married  Robert  Henry.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  she  was  much  smaller  than  the  average  woman,  she  shewed 
great  courage  when  serious  danger  threatened.  Once  when  she  was 
alone,  word  came  that  the  Indians  were  on  the  war  path  coming  her 
way,  and  for  all  to  get  to  a place  of  safety.  As  the  Indians 
seldom  crossed  the  river,  she  placed  her  two  babies  and  a bag  of 
gold  that  she  had  brought  from  England,  in  a wagon  and  drove  at  a

mad  pace  to  the  river.  There  she  unhitched  the  team,  rode  one  horse 
scross  the  water,  taking  the  oldest  child  and  the  gold.  Leaving  them 
with  friends  who  had  already  crossed,  she  swam  back  and  brought  the 
other  horse  and  the  baby. 


5-Bluford,  the  fifth  son  of  Thomas  Seale  and  Rachel  Baxter  was 

born  in  Edgefield  District,  S.C.  1791.  He  moved  with  his  father  to 
Ga#,  and  went  from  there  to  Alabama  to  help  fight  the  Indians  under 
command  of  Generals  Floyd  and  Coffee.  He  participated  in  the  battle 
of  Horseshoe  Bend,  a nU"  shape  bend  in  the  river  giving  it  that 
name.  The  Indians  had  breastworks  made  of  logs  and  brush  on  the 
landside,  intending  to  escape  by  water  if  overcome  in  battle,  but 
were  greatly  surprised  when  attacked  by  land  and  water. 

Several  thousand  prisoners  were  taken  and  later  transferred  to 
the  Indian  Reservation  in  Oklahoma.  Many  escaped  into  Florida 
and  joined  the  Seminole  Tribe.  Their  leader  Chief  Weatherford, 
escaped  but  about  a month  later  rode  into  the  camp  and  surrendered 
to  General  Andrew  Jackson.  When  he  rode  into  camp  he  had  a deer 
on  his  horse  that  he  had  killed  on  the  way.  Bluford  Seale  was 
present  at  his  surrender.  After  the  Indians  were  driven  out,  he 
moved  to  Alabama,  locating  first  near  his  father  in  Green  (now 
Hale)  County,  Alabama.  His  first  wife  was  a Miss  Middle brook, 
second  was  Elizabeth  Lyon,  third  Eliza  Sturdivant,  name  of  the 
fourth  not  given.  His  ten  children,  Elizabeth,  Samantha,  Susan, 
Robert  Lyon,  Thomas  Franklin,  Arnold  2nd,  Littleton,  Carter  H., 
Benjamin  Buford,  and  Frances  who  died  young.  Of  these: 

1- Elizabeth,  married  and  moved  to  Commamch,  Texas. 

2 - Samantha,  married  a Mr.  Chandler.  Some  of  the  descendants 
are  now  living  in  Sumter  County.  Alabama. 

3- Susan  Seale,  b.  1822,  married  a cousin,  Alexander  Seale,  son 
Lewis  Perry  Seale  who  was  born  in  Miss,  later  moved  to  Texas, 
and  a grandson  of  Joshua  Seale  of  N.C.  and  Texas.  They  had 

a son,  Lewis  Bluford  who  was  named  for  both  grandfathers.

6-Arnold  Seale  1st,  son  of  Thomas  Seale  and  first  wife,  Rachel  Baxter, 
born  in  S.  C,,  moved  to  Georgia  with  his  father  where  he  joined  General 
Floyd's  Troops  and  went  to  Alabama  to  help  chase  the  Indians  out.  During 
the  time  he  was  made  Colonel  and  was  later  appointed  by  the  President  to 
assist  in  conducting  the  Indians  to  the  Indian  Territory  (now  Oklahoma). 
After  the  Indians  were  removed  he  moved  his  family  to  Alabama  where  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Married  a Miss  Vann. 

He  was  builder  and  promoter  of  the  Mobile  & Girad  Trunk  Railway  of  Alabama 
and  when  construction  of  the  railroad  tracks  were  completed  as  far  as 
his  home  town,  "Silver  Run"  in  Russell  County,  the  name  of  the  town  was 
changed  to  "Seale"  in  his  honor.  In  appreciation  of  his  services  a silver 
pitcher  was  presented  to  his  family  by  the  citizens.  In  1839  he  served 
in  the  Alabama  Legislature,  During  the  war  of  1861-65,  he  was  too  old 
for  military  service,  but  at  great  expense  of  money  and  time  he  organized 
and  helped  equip  a company  of,  soldiers  from  his  county.  During  his  long 
and  vigorous  life  he  accumulated  much  wealth,  being  most  generous  in 
his  benefactions  to  public  and  private  uses.  Records  make  mention  of 
only  one  child,  a daughter.  Listed  in  Garrett's,  "Public  Men  of  Alabama", 
and  Woodward's  Reminiscences.  Buried  at  Chunnenugee,  seven  miles  East 
of  Union  Springs,  Alabama.

Children  of  Thomas  Seale  by  his  second  wife,  Rachel  Baxter  (one  record 
states  that  she  was  a niece  of  the  first  wife  by  that  name,  while  others 
mention  her  as  no  relation  to  her)  as  furnished  by  Mr.  Jeremiah  James 
Seale,  I Montgomery  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  in  1946.  Thomas 
and  the  second  Rachel  Baxter  had  two  children,  as  follows:

One 
record  shows  that  Betsy  had  a husband  by  the  name  of  Baggott,  by 
whom  she  had  several  children  who  were  killed  in  battles  with 
Indians,  one  of  them  by  the  name  of  Jim  Baggott.  She  probably 
married  two  times. 

9- Jesse  Seale,  son  of  Thomas  and  Rachel  Baxter,  was  born  in  Ga,  in 
1806.  Married  to  Ann  Middlebrooks  who  was  born  in  Ga.  1810.  She 
and  the  first  wife  of  Bluford  Seale  probably  belonged  to  the  same 
family,  as  both  came  from  the  same  place.  They  had  four  children, 
Lydia,  Jerry,  Melinda,  and  Belle,  Of  these:

By  the  fifth  wife,  Lucretia  O'Neal  Thomas  Seale  had  four  children,  Benjamin 
Franklin,  the  eleventh  child;  Andrew  Jackson,  12th  child;  Nancy,  13th  child 
whose  record  follows  that  of  Andrew  Jackson;  and  Mary.  Of  these: 

11- Benjamin  Franklin  Seale,  b.  5-27-1814.  Baptist  minister.  Lived 
most  of  his  life  in  Choctaw  County,  Alabama,  where  he  died  and 
was  buried.  In  his  late  years,  after  he  had  a long  white  beard 
he  visited  the  families  of  his  two  brothers,  Jesse  and  Andrew 
Jackson,  who  lived  in  Miss,  Records  were  made  of  information  he 
gave  them  of  the  early  history  of  the  Seale  families.  These 
records  are  still  in  the  family.

12-Andrew^  the  youngest  son  by  the  fifth  wife,  Lucretia  O'Neal) 
of  Thomas  Seale,  was  born  in  Jones  County,  Ga,,  7-21-1816.  The 
records  of  his  descendants  were  furnished  by  his  daughter,  Mrs. 

A.  J.  (Addie  Heard  Seale)  Vaughn,  Shannon,  Miss.,  in  1946.  It 
was  written  partly  from  memory  of  her  father  and  some  of  his  bro- 
thers, information  from  various  members  of  the  family  connections, 
as  well  as  old  letters,  some  of  which  were  written  during  and 
before  the  war  of  1861-65. 

About  1818  his  father,  Thomas  Seale  moved  from  Ga.  to  Green  County, 
Alabama,  but  the  date  of  Andrew,  and  some  of  his  brothers,  moving 
to  Miss,  is  not  given.  The  1850  census  shows  him  in  Miss,  at 
that  time.  He  was  of  the  same  build  as  his  father,  five  feet,  eleven 
and  one-half  inches  tall,  brown  hair,  blue  eyes;  a farmer,  democrat, 
and  a Baptist  Missionary  Minister;  had  an  academic  and  theological 
education,  having  attended  Howard  College  at  Marion,  Alabama.  His 
older  brother,  Bluford  (See  P.  64)  and  other  settlers  first  located 
in  Green  (now  Hale)  County,  Ala.  not  very  far  from  Greensboro, 
being  joined  later  by  his  father,  Thomas  Seale  (See  P.  6l)  his 
cousin  Jarvis  Seale,  and  others. 

Bluford  was  living  on  a little  hill.  When  he  heard  the  particular 
call  in  the  distance  that  his  father  was  making  on  his  cow  horn 
which  announced  the  arrival  of  his  party,  he  and  his  family  went 
down  the  hill  to  meet  them.  His  brother  Jesse  and  his  fiancee, 

Anna  Middlebrooks , were  in  the  party.  Bluford  and  the  Middle brooks 
were  neighbors. 

The  horns  of  cows  were  used  for  many  things  in  those  days,  as  an 
aid  in  defective  hearing,  by  hunters  to  keep  their  powder  dry,  and 
most  important  of  all,  as  a means  of  sending  messages,  in  case  of 
being  lost  in  the  woods,  or  a family  in  distress  by  sickness  or  the 
approach  of  Indians.  It  was  also  used  to  call  the  men  in  from  their 
work  or  hunting  when  it  was  time  to  eat.  After  the  advent  of  the 
slaves,  the  horn  was  replaced  by  the  more  modern  method  of  a large 
bell  in  the  yard  near  the  house. 

Andrew  Jackson  Seale  fought  in  the  Mexican  War,  first  as  a private, 
later  as  a Lieut.,  being  attached  to  Company  "A**  First  Alabama  Vol- 
unteers, after  the  battles  of  Palo  Alto  and  Rica  del  La  Palma,  be- 
ing mustered  in  5-28-1846  at  Mobile,  Alabama.  Served  part  of  the 
time  as  Commissary  under  Col.  John  R.  Coffee;  one  year  under  Capt. 

A.  L.  Pickins;  sent  with  his  regiment  on  the  steamer,  "Fashion"  to 
the  Island  of  Brajos,  Santiago  but  was  there  only  a short  time 
until  his  regiment  was  sent  to  the  Rio  Grande  for  a suitable  place 
to  drill.  After  Tampico  was  taken  they  were  sent  there  to  hold  it. 
From  there  they  were  sent  with  General  Scott  to  Vera  Cruz,  where 
they  were  present  at  the  surrender,  thence  to  the  following  places, 
Alvarado,  back  to  Vera  Cruz,  Jalapa,  then  to  New  Orleans  where  he 
was  discharged  May  1847.  For  this  service  he  was  awarded  a bounty 
Land  Warrant  issued  1-17-1852  for  160  acres  of  land  described  as 
N.  W.  £ Sec.  8 T.  89  M R 8 W. , 5 Prince  Meridian  and  lies  about 
ten  miles  N.  W.  of  the  City  of  Independence,  in  Buchanan  County, 

Iowa,

In  my  possession  at  this  time  is  a flute  he  used  as  a young  man,  a scabbard 
for  his  sword,  a shot  gourd,  powder  horn  used  during  the  war,  and  a list 
of  all  the  members  of  his  company.  On  2-5-1861  he  was  married  to  Addie, 
the  daughter  of  Henry  Sewell  Ware  and  Martha  Heard.  For  a time  after  the 
civil  war,  they  lived  with  her  mother  in  order  to  help  with  the  farm,  after 
the  death  of  Henry  S.  Ware  and  the  freeing  of  the  slaves.  After  the  death 
of  Henry  Sewell  Ware  his  widow  married,  Dr.  James  A.  Ware, 

On  10-11-1886,  Andrew  Jackson  Seale  died,  after  a useful  life  of  teaching, 
studying  and  preaching  the  Gospel.  Was  buried  in  the  Ware  Cemetery  in 
Pontotoc  County,  Miss.  He  preached  in  the  counties  of  Lee,  Chickasaw, 
and  Pontotoc,  riding  horseback  most  of  the  time.  He  served  his  home  church 
for  eighteen  years,  succeeding  his  step  father-in-law,  Dr.  James  A.  Ware 
who  founded  the  church  and  served  as  its  pastor  for  twenty-three  years. 

The  church  still  retains  memorial  windows  that  were  erected  in  appreciation 
of  their  services.  He  also  served  the  Pleasant  Grove  Church  for  eighteen 
years.  His  eight  children  were:  Thomas,  Martha  Lucretia,  Mary  Anna,  Addie 
Heard,  Nannie,  Andrew  Jackson,  2nd,  James  Benjamin,  Jesse  Joseph.

This  church  has  an  interesting  history.  It  was  established 
about  1793  by  the  Furman  family  and  Wm.

1.  Henry  Seale,  our  early  ancestor,  is  said  to  have  joined  the 
religious  Society  of  Friends  (or  Quakers),  in  spite  of  those 
of  that  faith  being  persecuted  at  that  time  in  England.  For 
so  doing  he  was  disinherited  and  cast  out  of  the  family.  He 
was  married  to  Ann  Grundry,  the  marriage  certificate  being 
dated,  2nd  day  of  1st  month  1702.  They  were  members  of 
Nailsworth  Mo.  Mtg.,  in  Gloucester,  England,  two  miles  from 
Minchinhampton;  the  population  in  1901  was  3028.  Issue. 

2.  Henry  Seale,  Surgeon,  bom  Dec.  13,  1703/04,  which  is  recorded 
by  Nailsworth  Mo.  Mtg.,  Gloucestershire,  England.  He  'was 
married  the  17th  day  of  the  9th  month,  1730,  to  Mary  Early. 

She  was  bom  Oct.  10,  1711*  Parish  of  Whitney,  Oxfordshire, 
England,  and  was  a daughter  of  John  and  Catherine  (Lord)

After  residing  for  a time  in  County  Essex,  they 
moved  to  a home  in  Plaistow,  a suburb  of  London,  which  they 
called  "Plaistow  Lodge",  about  1841.  (Plaistow  Ward,  five 
miles  east  by  north  from  London,  comprises  the  larger  portion 
of  the  surface  of  Vfest  Ham  Parish  in  the  Bishoprick  of  London, 
South  Essex,  Becontree  Hundred,  West  Ham  Union.  It  has 

St.  Maryfs  Church,  also  a Friends  Meeting.  This  was  the 
home  of  the  family  for  nearly  seventy  years.  He  was  a broker 
by  trade,  office  in  London.  For  several  years  he  was  set- 
head  of  the  Quaker  Meeting.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Isaac  and  Mary  (Puplett)  Radley,  5-15-1825.  She  was  bom 
at  Purleigh,  County  Essex,  England,  8-29-1804;  d.  4-21-1890;

Obituary  by  J.  Spencer  Curwin 
in  the  Stratford  Express,  England:  "Miss  Seale,  who  was 
bom  5-21-1826  and  died  at  Plaistow  Lodge,  Balaam  Street 
on  Sept.  28,  1907>  was  the  last  of  the  Plaistow  Quaker- 
> esses".  For  more  than  3ixty  years  3he  had.  lived  in  the 
quiet,  comfortable  house  where  she  died.  Old  inhabitants 
will  remember  her  father,  who  too  lived  there,  and  usually 
walked  to  and  from  his  business  in  London,  and  because  of 
that,  lived  to  a great  age.  Her  brother,  Mr.  J.  B.  Seale, 
(11),  the  youngest  of  the  family  is  now  the  only  one  left 
in  the  house. 

In  this  20th  century,  when  Quakers  accept  peerages,  and 
when  Quakeresses  dress  like  butterflies,  Miss  Seale’s 
consistency  was  all  the  more  marked.  She  spoke  to  every 
one  with  the  "Mr.",  "Mrs."  or  "Miss"  and  her  letters  dealt 
with  "thou"  and  "thee".  'True  to  the  practice  of  the 
Friends,  her  memorial  card  bears  no  black  edge,  stating 
simply  that  she  died  the  28th  of  the  ninth  month,  and  was 
buried  at  Wanstead  on  the  4th  day,  the  second  of  the 
tenth  month. 

Her  Quaker  dress  and  bonnet  were  familiar  on  the  streets 
of  Plaistow.  Her  most  marked  characteristic  was  her  un- 
tiring charity.  All  her  life  she  worked  for  others,  making 
no  fuss  but  rendering  that  quiet  personal  service  by  visit- 
ing the  poor  and  making  friends  with  them,  which  is  the 
simplest  and  best  of  Christian  duties.  The  "Plaistow 
Sick  Poor  Society"  was  founded  in  the  forties  of  the  last 
century  when  Plaistow  was  a small  agricultural  village, 
with  a few  poor  people  who  were  personally  known  to  all 
the  charitable  workers. 

Miss  Seale  was  connected  with  this  society  all  her  life 
and  for  many  years  had  collected  the  subscriptions.  The 
mothers’  meeting  occupied  much  of  her  energy.  There  is  a 
pathetic  note  relating  to  this  in  her  diary:  "On  19th 
Dec.  1904.  Gave  up  my  mothers*  meeting.  I come  into  it 
in  1871  to  assist  Sarah  Anderson.  There  are  4l  members  now. 
They  felt  my  resigning  very  much,  and  I 3hed  tears,  but  I 
think  a younger  person  will  be  best". 
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1827-1914 

The  enormous  growth  of  the  population  and,  alas,  of  poverty 
has  given  rise  to  other  agencies  much  larger,  and  doing 
heneficient  work,  hut  amid  them  all  stood  the  quiet  personal 
influence  of  this  good  woman,  who  seemed,  in  these  hustling 
days,  to  carry  the  atmosphere  of  George  Fox  and  the  17th 
Century,  When  Miss  Seale,  was  young,  Plaistow  was  an  im- 
portant Quaker  Settlement.  And  very  blessed  was  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Upton  Quakers,  Gurneys,  Frys,  Sheppards, 
Harrisons,  Dimsdale,  Lister,  Godless,  etc*,  - with  their 
strong  social  obligations  and  their  wealth,  so  freely  given 
for  education  and  in  the  relief  of  distress." 

(7)  John  Seale,  h.  12-27-1827,  village  of  Stock,  near 
Chelmsford,  County  Essex,  England;  d.  12-19-1914  in 
Whittier,  Calif.;  buried  in  Park  Cemetery  near  Fairmount, 
Grand  County,  Ind.  He  came  from  England  to  America  in  184-9 
on  the  S.S.  Sands  (see  diary)  and  settled  in  Grant  County, 
Indiana,  where  he  purchased  several  large  tracts  of  land 
and  there  made  his  home.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  was 
apprenticed  to  a farmer,  John  Jasper  Bull  and  upon  com- 
pletion of  his  apprenticeship,  returned  to  his  father* 3 
home  at  Plaistow  Lodge,  Essex.  In  1848  John  Jasper  and 
Elizabeth  (Emson)  Bull  came  to  America  and  entered  a home- 
stead. This  homestead  adjoins  Fairmount  corporation  on 
the  west  and  for  many  years  was  the  property  of  Nathan 
Wilson,  later  passing  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Seale. 

While  serving  his  apprenticeship  in  the  Bull  home,  John 
fell  in  love  with  their  only  daughter,  for  whom  he  formed 
an  ardent  affection.  This  attachment  was  increased  by 
separation  when  her  parents  came  to  America.  Upon  reaching 
his  majority,  John  left  his  native  land  and  crossed  the 
Atlantic  on  a sailing  vessel.  Thus  we  seo  why  John  came 
to  America.  In  1906  ho  wont  to  California  where  ho  resided 
until  his  death.  Ho  was  married  three  times,  first  on 
9-23-1852  to  Eliza  Bull,  dau.  of  J.  J.  and  Elizabeth  (Emson) 
Bull,  who  was  b.  IO-IO-I832  in  England  and  d.  7-27-1855  in 
Grant  County,  Ind.;  no  issue.  He  married  the  2nd  time 
12-21-1859  to  Amy  Davidson,  dau.  of  Isaih  and  Sarah  (Rich) 
Davidson  (see  marriage  certificate).  She  was  born  7-23-I836 
in  Hamilton  County,  Ind.;  d.  4-18-1874,  leaving  8 children. 
He  married  the  3rd  time,  9-21-1875 > to  Asnath,  dau.  of 
Miriam  (Newby)  and  Joseph  Rich,  who  was  born  in  Hamilton 
County,  Ind.;  d.

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Diary  Written  by  John  Seale  Concerning  His  Trip 
from  England  to  America  When  He  was  Twenty -two. 


"On  the  29th  of  3rd  month  1849  Left  the  Collingyood  dock 
Liverpool  at  24  min  past  2,  o'clock  P.  M.  in  the  Steam  Ship  Sarah  Sands. 

The  afternoon  turned  out  wet  and  soon  after  leaving  the  shore  a 
rope  was  stretched  across  the  ship,  and  the  passengers  had  to  pass 
separately  before  an  officer  of  the  ship  to  show  the  passage  tickets, 
this  sight  reminded  me  of  counting  sheep  through  a gateway,  whilst 
this  was  going  forward  several  sailors  were  making  or  pretending  to 
make  a vigorous  search.  Notwithstanding  these  precautions  in  an  hour 
or  two  a man  was  found,  who  from  his  appearance 'might  be  supposed  to 
have  come  out  of  the  funnel.  A hand  being  needed  in  the  caboose  he 
was  soon  installed  into  office  among  the  pots  and  pans.  Wo  were 
presently  out  at  sea  and  it  being  the  first  time  I had  seen  the  ocean. 

I  was  on  deck  till  evening  watching  the  rolling  waves.  After  se- 
curing luggage  the  passengers  retired  to  rest,  and  filling  my  little 
berth  (6  feet  by  2)  with  bedbolster  pillows,  etc.,  I did  the  same. 

Slept  comfortable,  in  the  morning  was  a little  sea  sick,  but  felt 
better  directly,  found  that  we  were  taking  the  north  passage.  Saw 
the  coast  of  Scotland.  Fifteen  more  men  found  hid  up;  the  sailors 
call  them  stowaways.  Towards  evening  a Grenoch  schooner  came  with- 
in hale  and  our  captain  bawled  out,  will  you  lay  to?  I did  not  hear 
the  reply  but  saw  that  in  a few  moments  the  little  vessel  had  wheeled 
about  and  both  vessels  were  on  the  same  course,  our  sails  that  had 
been  kept  full  were  idly  flapping  against  the  masts  which  seemed 
quite  a contrast  we  soon  saw  the  cause  for  a boat  soon  left  us  it  con- 
tained the  mate  and  about  half  the  stowaways,  the  boat  and  mate  soon 
returned  for  another  load,  whilst  the  mate  was  showing  them  into  the 
boat  one  said  Mr.  Thompson  (the  captain)  knows  I'm  here,  but  the  mate 
made  him  get  in  for  he  gave  him  a push  saying.  I'll  Thompson  you. 

4th  month  1st.  First  day,  a very  beautiful  day.  A man  died 
last  evening  of  consumption:  at  4 o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  body 
was  committed  to  the  deep.  Saw  a land  bird.  And  one  of  the  sailors 
pointed  to  a small  stream  of  water  which  a whale  was  spouting  up  into 
the  air,  could  see  part  of  the  fishes  body. 

2 — a rough  sea. 

3 — Hear  that  there  is  a hundred  persons  on  board  from  Somer- 
setshire bound  for  Iowa.  One  is  a blacksmith,  two  carpenters  the 
rest  agriculturists.  Very  rough  sea.  Machinery  got  out  of  order 
something  broke  and  fell  with  a great  noise.  The  steam  was  let  off 
immediately.  Great  consternation.  After  I had  retired  to  rest,  at 
night  one  of  our  cabin  passengers  when  he  came  below  informed  us  that 
a poor  seaman  had  fallen  oberboard.  After  a while  the  lot  mate  came 
down  and  inquired  of  us  whether  we  would  prefer  to  return  to  Liver- 
pool or  go  on  to  N.  York  by  sail.  Some  said  one  thing  some  another. 

One  argued  this,  another  that  whereupon  he  called  out  this  aint  what 
I want  to  know,  I want  to  know  how  much  provision  you've  got  and 
turning  to  the  man  in  the  berth  next  to  mine  asked,  How  much  provi- 
sion have  you  got?  and  was  quickly  answered,  none  at  all,  then  said 
he  you're  a pretty  fellow  to  come  to  sea  without  any  provisions.  It 
was  decided  to  proceed  on  our  course. 

4th  mo.  4.  Making  no  way.  Heard  that  the  seaman  who  was 
drowned  fell  off  the  Jib -boon. 

7th  --  Have  made  but  little  head  way  since  the  accident.  There 
is  a report  that  another  man  died  and  that  he  was  buried  in  the  evening. 
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8 — A beautiful  day  the  wind  much  more  favourable.  The  ship's 
crew  consider  we  are  going  8-J  knots  per  hour. 

9 — Very  fine  day,  but  we  are  going  very  slowly.  Saw  two 
porpuses.  Hear  there  are  326  passengers  on  board. 

10  — Sailing  rapidly.  Saw  three  sails  whose  course  was  eastward. 

11  — Nine  o'clock.  Making  loj  knots  per  hour.  In  the  evening 
we  saw  a ship  supposed  to  be  making  for  St*  Johns. 

4 mo.  12.  Great  appearance  of  a storm.  Sails  were  taken  in  but 
it  passed  off.  The  vessel  was  rolling  and  a Scotchman  fell  down  the 
companion  ladder  with  a saucepan  of  hot  rice.  Not  seriously  hurt. 

In  the  evening  a beautiful  rainbow  appeared.  As  we  glided  along  & 

I looked  behind  at  the  splendid  bow,  one  might  imagine  that  we  had 
Just  sailed  under  it. 

13  — Wind  favourable.  In  the  morning  a thunder  storm. 

14  — A ship  passed  us.  In  the  afternoon  we  were  becalmed. 

A party  went  out  for  a row  in  the  boat. 

15  — First  day,  saw  a ship  bound  westward..  We  hoisted  our 
colours  and  they  did  the  same.  Wind  nearly  ahead.  The  cook  & a stow- 
away got  fighting.  The  cook  fell  & hit  his  head  against  the  bulwarks. 
Picked  up  insensible. 

4 mo.  l6  — Fair  wind.  Towards  evening  it  increased,  to  a 3tiff 
breeze, 

17  — Have  had  a stormy  night.  Shipt  some  water  and  at  the 
moment  a package  of  meal  belonging  to  a passenger,  gave  way  and  the 
cabin  being  dark  there  was  a great  out  cry  about  tho  meal.  After- 
noon nearly  becalmed. 

18  — Wind  favourable  but  it  died  away  in  the  afternoon.  A 
ship  in  sight  all  day. 

19  — An  excellent  wind.  Saw  a school  of  flying  porporses.  A 
small  bird  lit.  In  the  afternoon  a storm  which  lasted  all  night. 

20  ---  Hough  morning.  A large  ship  loaded  with  emigrants  came 
so  nigh  that  we  could  hear  them  cheer. 

4 mo.  21  - Drank  tea  with  a neighbour.  Three  ships  in  sight. 

22  — Strong  wind  in  tho  night,  rent  one  of  the  sheets  in 

pieces,  and  snapt  off  the  stunsel  boom.  A man  who  had  been  drinking 
in  the  second  cabin  came  and  made  a great  disturbance. 

24  — Fair  wind.  About  4 o'clock  P.  M.  it  sank  and  the  evening 
turned  out  wet.  Some  of  tho  passengers  sat  up  drinking  rum  till  a 
late  hour.  One  who  slept  in  the  top  berth  had  to  be  shoved  up  into  it. 

25  - — Becalmed.  The  anniversary  of  our  captains  birthday.  The 
cannons  were  fired.  Some  of  the  1st  cabin  passengers  had  a row  in  the 
boat.  Two  ships  in  sight  all  day.  Another  drunken  bout  - they  said 
they  were  keeping  the  captains  birthday. 

26  - — Still  becalmed  & a wet  day.  Was  called  on  deck  to  see  a 
steamer.  Could  only  see  the  smoke  as  the  weather  was  haisey.  Saw 
some  porporses. 

27  — An  Irish  vessel  sailed  very  near  to  us. 

28  - — 4 vessels  in  sight.  Misty  evening. 

29  — First  day.  Wet  morning.  Fine  afternoon.  A fine  looking 
ship  neared  us,  so  the  captain  sent  the  head  engineer  on  board  to  go 
on  to  New  York.  Saw  several  land  birds. 

5 mo.  1 — The  pilot  came  on  board  about  l/2  past  3 A.  M.  Saw 
several  pilot  boats  and  a thick  fog  came  on  shortly  after.  Our  bell 
was  kept  tolling  and  we  could  hear  the  sound  of  another  altho  we 
could  see  nothing.  But  looking  in  the  direction  it  came  from:  an 
enormous  vessel  made  its  appearance,  within  a stones  throw  of  us,  and 
soon  disappeared  in  the  fog.  About  10  o'clock  it  cleared  off.  The 
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sun  shone  out  beautifully.  We  were  in  sight  of  Sandy  Hook  and  a 

light  house,  as  we  entered  the  harbour.  The  scenery  around  us  was 

delightful.  The  shore  which  was  dotted  with  white  houses  was  green 
to  the  waters  edge,  and  white  sails  decked  the  bay.  The  doctor  came 
on  board  to  ascertain  the  state  of  our  health.  He  examined  all  of 
us  (300)  in  a few  minutes.  We  were  soon  on  our  way  again,  being 
towed  by  a steam  tug.  As  we  went  along  I finished  writing  a letter 
to  my  dear  parents,  to  have  in  readiness  to  post  as  soon  as  I landed. 

Landed  in  N.  York  City  between  8 and  9 o'clock  in  the  evening. 
Took  a walk  intending  to  go  to  the  post  office  but  hearing  that  it 
was  some  distance  off,  bought  a loaf  of  new  bread  and  returned  to 
the  vessel  where  I slept  that  night.  Next  morning  posted  letter. 

Took  my  passage  to  Buffalo  for  $5*50  and  started  up  the  Hudson  the 

same  evening  on  steam  boat  for  Albany.  Landed  next  morning  about 

5 o'clock.  Continued  Journey  by  railway.  The  land  appears  to  be 
very  poor,  but  the  farther  west  we  go  the  better  it  appears  to  be, 
altho  in  several  places  covered  with  water. 

5 mo.  U — The  Train  stopped  7 hours  in  the  night.  There  is 
but  one  line  of  rails.  Arrived  at  Buffalo  about  9 o'clock  in  the 
evening.  Slept  at  Hotel. 

5 — Took  passage  to  Toledo,  on  board  the  Troy  which  is  ad- 
vertised to  start  at  9 o'clock  in  the  morning  but  did  not  till  l/2 
past  10  at  night.  Said  to  be  because  the  lake  was  too  rough. 

6 — First  day.  Shaft  of  engine  broke.  We  were  put  on  board 
another  boat.  Drank  some  of  the  water  of  the  lake  which  is  very  good. 

5 mo.  7 — Arrived  at  Toledo.  Agreed  with  captain  of  canal 
boat  to  take  me  to  La  Gro  for  1 cent  per  mile.  Luggage  25  cts.  per 
hundred  weight.  50  lbs.  free. 

11  — Came  to  Lagio.  Got  luggage  on  board  a waggon.  The 
driver  is  a man  from  Jonesboro  and  a very  good  company.  Slept  at 
a small  town  named  America. 

12  — Arrived,  at  Jonesboro  between  3 & 4 o'clock  in  afternoon. 

It  appears  to  be  a well  laid  off  town.  Left  luggage  at  J.  & H. 

Harveys  store  and  walked  with  a neighbour  of  Thomas  Powels  named 
William  Osborn  (who  happened  to  be  in  town)  till  we  came  in  sight 
of  Thomas*  house.  He  has  a very  pretty  farm,  and  his  wife  is  a 
very  pleasant  person.  Spent  a little  time  with  them  very  agreeably, 
and  then  he  walked  with  me  to  J.  J.  Bulls'  who  we  found  planting 
com  (maize).  He  seemed  very  glad  to  see  me,  having  heard  a few 
hours  before  that  the  vessel  I had  sent  word  I intended  to  come  in 
was  wrecked.  The  news  of  our  disaster  having  gained  like  a snow- 
ball. Elizabeth  had  been  very  poorly,  but  was  better. 

5 mo.  - 15  — Wrote  to  England. 

l6  — Went  with  a neighbouring  farmer  (Jesse  Wilson)  and 
fetched  my  boxes  from  Jonesboro. 

6 mo.  - 6 — My  left  arm  has  had  a gathering  on  it  for  some 
time  past.  It  felt  a little  stiff  when  I started  from  England  and 
swelled  considerably  when  on  the  sea.  This  evening  it  discharged 
very  much  and  I concluded  to  rest  it. 

8 mo.  - 27  — Samuel  & Mary  Radley  with  their  b minor  children 
arrived  from  England.  Aunt  Mary  not  well. 

9 mo.  - 12  — Their  baby  boy  died  of  a bowel  complaint. 

9 month  — 28  --  Declared  my  intention  of  naturalization 
before  Judge  Smyth. 

10  mo.  - 5 — J*  J*  B.,  S.  R.  & I wont  onto  the  Indian  reser- 
vation to  pick  me  out  a piece  of  land  with  James  Scot  for  our  guide. 

We  prevented  from  seeing  many  by  rain.  Dined  with  Harrison  Powel 
and  came  home  to  J.  J.  Bs'  with  a wetting. 
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8- — J.  J.  B.  & I wont  and  had  another  look  at  land  and  on 
the  9th  we  started  to  Indianapolis  where  we  arrived  next  day,  and 
lodged  at  Robert  Underhill3.  And  next  day  I entered  70  acres  & 
16/100  of  wood  land  at  two  dollars  per  acre.

"Whereas  John  Seale  of  Grant  County  Indiana  son  of  Elijah  John 
and  Elizabeth  Seale  of  Essex  County  England,  and  Amy  Davidson, 
daughter  of  Isaiah  and  Sarah  Davidson  (the  former  deceased)  of 
Grant  County  Indiana,  having  declared  their  intentions  of  marriage 
with  each  other  before  a monthly  meeting  of  the  religious  society 
of  Friends  held  at  Back  Creek  and  having  consent  of  Parents  their 
proposals  of  marriage  were  allowed  by  the  said  meeting.  These  are 
to  certify  whom  it  may  concern  that  for  the  full  accomplishment  of 
their  said  intentions  this  Twenty-first  day  of  Twelfth  month  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord.  One  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  Fifty  Nine. 

They  the  said  John  Seale  and  Amy  Davidson  appeared  in  a public 
meeting  of  the  said  people  held  at  Fairmount.

Dear  Relations 

Having  this  opportunity  may  inform  you  that  I am  in  health  at 
present  and  my  family  also  thanks  be  to  God  for  it.  Hoping  these 
few  lines  may  find  you  in  ye  same  state  of  Health.  As  for  my  aged 
mother  she  is  in  but  a low  state  of  health  and  seems  to  decline 
fast  she  now  lives  at  her  own  Farm  and  Mills  with  one  of  her 
daughters  who  is  married  to  one  Sam'l  Morton.  As  for  my  brother 
Benjamin  he  is  married  yo  second  wife  after  he  came  from  England 
and.  had  three  children  by  her  and  died  in  October  1781.  I have 
three  sisters  living  who  is  married  tolerable  well,  I have  now 
nine  children  living,  three  daughters  married  to  ray  satisfaction 
and  five  younger  ones,  and  one  son  all  which  lives  with  me  who  all 
seems  happy  hopefull  youths.  I thank  God  I have  beon  happy  in 
meeting  with  a suitable  companion,  a careful  industrious  wife  a 
good  mother  and  a woman  that  is  well  respected  among  her  neighbours. 
I expect  you  have  heard  of  the  decease  of  my  father,  my  Aunt 
Susannah  Rumford  and  her  husband  Jonathan  Rumford  some  time  ago. 

As  for  my  Aunt  Ann  and  daughter  they  are  both  living  in  Wilmington 
in  ye  state  of  Delaware  both  lives  well.  Jonathan  ye  son  I believe 
hath  the  most  houses  and  lots  in  the  said  town  of  any  there  of  his 
age,  and  hath  share  in  several  vessels  now  at  sea  and  seems  in  a 
likely  way  to  procure  something  Handsome  for  his  children  who  he 
hath  plenty  of,  as  for  my  grandfather  Nookes  plantation  that  my 
brother  was  aiming  to  try  for,  by  the  wars  coming  on,  and  him 
missing  getting  his  credentials  in  order  whilst  in  England  prevented 
his  proceedings  and  then  death  seizing  him  put  a stop  to  all,  my 
cousin  Rumford  and  I have  a mind  to  chance  a lawsuit  for  ye  recovery 
of  it  but  are  at  a loss  to  know  where  to  find  ye  credentials  as  he 

had  procured  the  person  whose  name  is Rattan  who  now  posseth 

it  seems  willing  to  leave  ye  matter  to  an  amicable  suit  but  we 
should  not  judge  it  prudence  to  come  to  a tryal  of  that  sort  untill 
we  can  be  better  fortified  with  a further  priority  to  fully  show 
ye  court  our  ancestors  claim  the  plantation,  I believe  would  a 
sold  about  five  years  ago  for  near  or  quite  500  pounds  but  land 
is  fell  since  ye  war  is  over  very  low  a one  reason  is  money  is 
scarce  and  people  is  setling  from  100  to  1000  miles  back  in  ye 
country  where  they  purchase  very  good  land  for  15  pounds  P.C.  acres 
and  some  far  less  on  the  rivers  Alleganie,  Ohio,  Wabash,  and  so 
down  to  Mississippi.  By  which  scarcity  of  cash  and  such  numerous 
movings  land  with  good  buildings  with  good  meadows  and  well  im- 
proved may  now  almost  dailey  be  purchased  from  30/0  P.  acre  to 
5 pounds  our  currency.  I have  purchased  224  acres  of  marsh  on  ye 
river  Delaware  within  50  miles  of  Philadelphia  for  20/shillings  P. 
acre.  I now  intend  this  fall  to  purchase  land  in  the  neighbourhood 
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where  I live  which  is  within  28  miles  of  Philadelphia  and  within 
14  miles  of  Wilmington  where  my  cousins  live.  As  for  Rumford  he 
hath  purchased  17000  acres  of  the  back  land  which  is  patented  at 
7 pounds  10  shillings  P.C.  which  is  about  75  pounds  P.  1000  acres 
the  land  such  as  is  good  now  in  Chester  County  be  bought  in  Plan- 
tation from  100  to  150  and  from  that  to  300  acres  be  purchased  so 
low  that  the  purchaser  may  rent  them  for  more  than  ye  interest  of 
ye  purchase  money  and  ye  tenant  pay  ye  taxes,  and  get  a good  living 
and  ye  industrious  part  of  them  within  a short  time  put  money  to 
interest  and  raise  up  a large  family,  I believe  it  is  ye  best 
time  now  for  people  to  obtain  a good  possession  in  Pennsylvania 
as  it  hath  been  since  my  memory  which  i3  upwards  of  50  years,  for 
ye  industrious  part  of  mankind  may  advance  themselves  fast  and 
procure  somewhat  handsome  for  their  posterity  it’s  true  we  have 
some  neighbors  whose  forefathers  gave  their  sons  veiy extra- 
ordinary farms  with  good  buildings  erected  thereon  with  large 
stocks  of  horses,  cattle  and  sheep  with  plenty  of  good  furniture 
with  a clean  deed  for  their  land  and  in  the  space  of  5 or  6 years 
they  have  spent  ye  whole  estate  and  come  out  of  goal  by  ye  in- 
solvent act  when  some  of  ye  industrious  sort  have  by  renting  those 
farms  from  ye  purchaser  laid  up  so  much  in  a few  years  as  have  paid 
for  a good  plantation  of  upwards  of  200  acres  and  raised  their 
family  in  Credit.  Mr.  Seales  ye  gentleman  I had  the  opportunity 
of  sending  these  lines  by  have  lived  in  my  brothers  family  this 
seven  years  or  upwards,  if  I remember  right,  and  is  capable  of 
giving  as  true  a detail  of  matters  as  most  men  who  have  conducted 
himself  as  a worthy  good  citizen  and  is  respected  in  ye  neighbour- 
hood and  county  where  he  hath  resided.  I expect  he  will  return 
again  when  hi3  business  is  done  by  whom  perhaps  you  may  have 
opportunity  of  writing  to  us  which  I should  be  fond  of  that  we 
may  endeavor  to  retain  somo  remembrance  of  our  ancestors  by  which 
reason  our  posterity  mayn't  forget  relationships  when  we  are  gone. 
Hence  my  mother  desires  to  be  remembered  to  you,  and  is  desirous 
to  hear  from  you  as  often  as  opportunity  serves,  so  with  respect 
to  my  uncle  Moses  my  Aunts  and  each  of  their  bosom  friends,  tho 
to  me  unknown  not  forgetting  their  rising  generations,  who  I hope 
will  become  an  honour  to  their  parents  so  with  ye  greatest  respect 
Remain  your  affectionate  cousin

I may  inform  you  that  Joseph  Keats  from  London  one  of  my  grand- 
father Taylors  relations  came  to  see  us  July  last  who  informs  me 
he  was  raised  under  ye  tuition  of  his  Uncle  Perkins  in  London  who 
follows  clock  varnishing  who  married  a niece  of  my  grandfather 
Taylor  - Isaac  Taylor." 
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(NOTE:  The  following  letter  was  originally  written  to  prove  that 
Ann  Koat  & her  sister,  of  Phila.,  Pa.,  were  the  rightful  and  legal 
heirs  to  thirty  pounds  bequeathed  by  a deceased  cousin  in  England. 

The  "deceased  cousin"  appears  to  have  been  Elizabeth  (Perkins)  Seale, 
who  died  Jan.  13,  1836,  who  was  a second  cousin  to  Joseph  Keat, 
father  of  Ann.  Note  also,  that  the  letter  was  written  about  eight 
months  later.  Elijah  Seale,  only  son  of  Elizabeth,  was  probably 
named  for  Elijah  Keat,  her  mother’s  first  cousin.  Jonathan  Barrett 
may  have  been  an  Administrator  of  Elizabeth  Seale’s  estate.  The 
letter  seems  eventually  to  have  reached  Elijah  John  Seale  (son  of 
Elijah,  and  grandson  of  Elizabeth)  and  later  copied  by  John  Seale 
(great-grandfather  of  William  Perry  Johnson)  who  came  to  America 
in  18^9.  W.P.J.) 


Philadelphia  Sepr  1st  1836 


Dear  Sir 

I have  transcribed  a short  memoir  drawn  up  by  my  father  of  my 
family  not  only  to  prove  my  own  claim  to  my  deceased  cousins  kind 
bequest,  but  to  give  Elijah  Seale  some  information  of  which  he  may 
be  uninformed  of  his  numerous  connections  in  this  country. 

"Abiah  and  Alice  Taylor  were  convinced  friends  rosiding  at 
Didcott,  two  miles  from  Abington  and  about  the  same  from  Wallingford, 
Berkshire.  He  was  a free -hold  farmer,  they  had  two  sons,  Joseph  and 
Benjamin,  and  two  daughters,  Sarah  and  Hannah;  after  the  death  of 
their  parents,  the  two  sons  sold  their  property  and  emigrated  to 
this  country  accompanied  by  many  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
in  this  neighbourhood;  about  twenty  years  after  William  Penn3 
treaty  with  the  Indians. 

They  bought  land  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania  about  thirty 
miles  from  Philadelphia,  and  thirteen  miles  from  the  Delaware. 

They  had  three  sons  Abiah,  Isaac,  and  Benjamin. 

A few  years  before  tho  War  of  Independence,  Benjamin  and.  his 
brother-in-law  Temple  freighted  a vessel  with  flour  to  Lisbon  and 
from  thence  sailed  to  England  to  visit  their  first  cousin,  my  father, 
uncle  and  William  Perkins. 

Isaac  Taylor  when  the  war  broke  out,  took  up  arms,  was  colonel 
of  the  second  regiment  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line,  fought  under 
Washington  in  every  engagement,  from  the  battle  of  Long  Island, 
to  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  York  Town. 

Abiah  Taylor  owned  flour  mills  on  Brandywine  Creek,  near 
Wilmington,  thirty  miles  below  Philadelphia.  Their  descendants 
are  very  numerous  and  wealthy,  the  majority  continued  in  the 
Society  of  Friends. 

Sarah  Taylor,  the  late  Elizabeth  Seale’s  maternal  grandmother 
married  Thomas  Hunt;  she  was  a woman  of  hurculean  size  and  strength, 
possessing  great  personal  courage,  and  uncommon  talent  for  her 
station  in  life.  She  retained  her  memory  unimpaired,  to  the  ad- 
vanced age  of  ninety  four.  Her  only  daughter  married  William 
Perkins.  Hanner  her  sister  married  my  Grandfather  Keat,  they  had 
two  sons,  Williem  and  Elijah.  My  father  married  Ann  Carter  of  Upton, 
near  Harwell,  whero  Sarah  Hunt  and  Hannah  Keat  resided,  with  my  moth- 
er he  had  a small  freehold,  and  the  Manor  of  the  village.  After  his 
mothers  death  who  was  eighty  eight  when  she  died.  He  sold  hi3  pro- 
perty and  removed  to  Reading.  A few  months  after,  the  family  was  at- 
tacked by  smallpox.  My  father  and  my  brother  Francis  diod  within  two 
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days  of  each  other.  My  uncle  Elijah  Keat  who  was  a timber  merchant 
in  London  was  providentially  on  a visit  at  the  time.  My  father 
recommended  me  and  my  two  sisters  to  his  care  and  affection.  His 
answer  was  "Brother  I will  never  marry;  Thy  children  shall  be  mine". 

He  kept  his  promise  faithfully,  superintended  our  education, 
with  parental  solicitude,  and  placed  us  out  to  different  trades. 

I served  my  time  in  a timber-yard,  when  I was  eighteen,  my  uncle 
fell  into  a decline;  and  after  a tedious  illness  died  at  Clapham, 
aged  fifty-three.  He  left  me  and  my  sisters  one  thousand  three 
per  cents  each,  and  appointed  William  Perkins  executor.  I married 
Ann  Barrett  who  had  succeeded  Hannah  Boddington  at  the  Wax  and 
Honey  Warehouse  No.  30  Little  Britain,  whero  we  lived  thirty  five 
years.  We  had  seven  children,  of  whom  only  two  survive,  Martha 
and  Ann,  to  whom  .the  thirty  pounds  is  bequeathed. 

I must  leave  it  to  your  judgement  and  goodness,  to  remit  the 
legacey,  when  I will  return  a receipt. 

We  all  unite  in  kind  regard,  to  Elijah  and  his  mother,  from 
whom  we  should  be  pleased  to  hear.  My  friend  Mrs.  Ju3tin  of  whom 
you  obtained  our  address,  has  forgotten  to  inclose  her  direction 
in  her  last  letter  which  I received  with  yours.  I have  taken  the 
liberty  of  directing  the  answer  to  your  care,  and  should  feel 
obliged,  if  you  could  forward  it  to  her.

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ALLSTON 


The  emigrant  John  Allston,  son  of  William  Allston  and 
Thomasine  Brooke  of  England,  who  settled  in  South  Carolina  . 
and  married  the  widow  Harris,  with  each  generation  of  his 
descendants  has  furnished  many  valuable  and  outstanding 
citizens,  many  of  whom  are  listed  in  Dr.  Groves • history  of 
the  Alstons  (and  Allstons)  and  in  "The  Royal  Ancestry  of 
Lt.  Col.  William  Allston"  by  Mrs.  Zach  W.  Copeland,  Lake 
Forest  Drive,  Elberton,  Georgia. 

One  of  these  was  Col.  Joseph  Allston  (1778-1816),  Governor 
of  South  Carolina  1812-14.  In  1800  he  married  Theodosia, 
dau.  of  Aaron  Burr,  then  at  the  height  of  hi 3 popularity, 
shortly  after  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States.  Her  education,  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  her  father,  had  been  conducted  with  the  utmost 
care.  Thus  with  natural  quickness  of  perception  and  apti- 
tude of  learning,  she  became  one  of  the  most  accomplished 
women  of  the  day.  To  this  was  added  personal  attractiveness, 
rare  ease  and  grace  of  manner,  with  strict  observance  of  the 
proprieties  of  life.  They  had  an  only  son,  Aaron  Burr  Allston, 
who  died  when  he  was  about  ten  years  of  age. 

While  no  excuse  or  Justification  can  be  offered  for  Burr’s 
relentless  pursuit  of  Hamilton,  yet  the  charges  against  him 
of  treason  would  seem  to  sink  into  significance  in  the  light 
of  later  political  corruption  and  combinations  under  the 
sanction  of  legality,  and  surely  his  trial  and  acquital, 
before  a court  over  which  so  patriotic,  profound  and  in- 
corruptable  a Justice  as  John  Marshall  presided,  should  have 
shielded  him  from  the  burden  of  obloquy  which  followed  him 
through  life. 

After  his  trial  and  acquital.  Burr  became  an  exile  from  home 
for  five  years  and  in  1812,  sailing  under  an  assumed  name,  he 
returned  to  New  York.  A small  paragraph  in  a newspaper  an- 
nounced that  he  had  returned  and  resumed  his  law  practice. 

His  daughter,  whose  devotion  to  her  father  had  never  faltered, 
on  learning  of  his  return,  was  determined  upon  going  to  see 
him,  her  son  having  recently  died. 

Instead  of  making  the  trip  by  stage  coach,  she  decided  on  the 
sea  voyage,  leaving  Charleston,  S.  C.,  Dec.  29,  1812,  on  the 
"Patriot",  a small  schooner  bound  for  new  York,  which  was  never 
heard  of  again.  Years  later  an  article  in  the  New  York  Herald 
announced  the  discovery  of  a portrait  in  Elisabeth  City,  N.  C. 
which  had  been  taken  from  a ship  many  years  before,  with  a 
strange  history,  which  led  to  the  belief  that  it  was  of 
Theodosia  Burr  Allston,  and  that  the  Patriot  was  robbed  at 
sea  and  then  run  ashore  under  full  3ail  on  Currituck  Beach, 

N.  C.,  with  no  one  on  board,  passengers  and  crew  having  been 
disposed  of.  This  accords  with  the  reported  confession  of  a 
dying  ex-pirate  who  related  the  capture  of  the  vessel,  all 
passengers  being  made  to  "walk  the  plank",  among  whom  was  a 
lady  of  rare  beauty  and  elegantly  attired,  who  displayed  the 
most  unflinching  fortitudo  and  heroism,  walking  into  the  deep, 
clasping  her  prayer  book  in  her  hands.  Her  husband,  over- 
whelmed with  grief  at  her  loss,  did  not  survive  her  long. 
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Alston 


Joseph  Ashury  Groves,  M.  D. , Selma,  Alabama  states  in  his  history 
of  "Alstons  & Allstons  of  North  and  South  Carolina"  (1901),  that 
John  Alston,  the  first  of  the  name  to  settle  in  North  Carolina 
lived  to  be  very  old,  and  that  his  grandfather,  James  Alston,  who 
was  a grandson  of  John  and  Mary  (Clark)  Alston,  lived  near  his 
grandfather  in  his  early  life.  His  widow  died  in  1845  in  her 
ninty -fourth  year,  remaining  until  the  last  in  full  possession 
of  her  mental  faculties.  Her  mother  had  been  the  widow  of  one  of 
the  sons  of  John  Alston,  her  husband  having  died  comparatively 
young.  Thus  she  had  ample  opportunity  of  being  informed  by  her 
mother  and  her  husband  as  to  the  traditions  and  history  of  the 
family. 

Tradition  is  very  clear  and  emphatic  in  giving  Odell  Castle  as 
the  manorial  seat  of  the  family  in  England,  also  as  to  the  two 
young  cousins  who  immigrated  together,  and  after  reaching  America, 
disagreed  and  parted  - one  settling  in  North  Carolina,  the  other  in 
South  Carolina  adding  an  extra  L to  his  name.  The  exact  date  of 
their  coming  is  not  known,  but  from  some  records  it  would  seem 
that  they  accompanied  John  Archdale  in  1694,  when  he  came  over  to 
act  as  governor  of  Carolina.  They  first  settled  in  Albemerle 
Sound  where  the  Quakers  were  numerous  but  later  the  elder  John 
Alston,  along  with  other  settlers  accompanied  Governor  Archdale  to 
Charleston,  S.  C. 

The  younger  John,  who  was  twenty-one  remained  among  the  Quakers, 
and  later  married  one  of  them,  Mary  Clark.  The  elder  John  was 
about  twenty-eight  when  he  went  to  South  Carolina,  where  he  soon 
became  acquainted  with  a young  widow,  Elizabeth  Harris,  whose  hus- 
band had  died  the  year  before.  She  was  possessed  of  a good  estate, 
settled  in  her  own  home,  without  children  or  encumbrances.  In 
June  l695>  they  were  married,  she  suiting  him  well  in  every  way. 
Living  among  the  relations  of  his  wife,  who  were  people  of  in- 
fluence in  the  colony,  he  soon  made  himself  one  of  them,  and  being 
in  favor  with  Governor  Archdale,  circumstances  were  favorable  for 
his  building  up  a valuable  estate. 

The  Odell  Castle  in  England  is  described  as  Odell,  Woodhill,  for- 
merly Wahull,  a village  situated  northwest  of  Bedford,  about 
eight  miles  distant,  on  the  north  branch  of  the  Ouse,  one  mile 
from  Harold  (named  for  King  Harold. ) The  name  is  characteristic 
of  its  situation  and  comes  from  the  fine  hills  and  woods  near  it. 
The  Barons  of  Wahull  had  a barony  consisting  of  three  hundred 
Knight* s fe©3  in  several  counties,  but  the  castle  which  anciently 
belonged  to  these  Barons  was  nothing  but  strange  ruins  in  Lelend’s 
time,  who  soys  it  was  then  in  the  possession  of  Lord  Bray.  Be- 
fore the  art  of  war  was  so  refined,  it  must  have  been  an  impreg- 
nable fortress,  due  to  its  advantageous  situation,  near  the  river 
of  considerable  height  and  steep  of  ascent. 

Little  remains  of  the  old  works,  yet  the  upper  and  bascourts  are 
very  conspicuous.  The  only  habitable  building  is  where  stood  the 
keep  on  one  area  of  one  half  acre  and  i3  chiefly  modem,  partic- 
ularly the  south  front,  105  feet  long,  built  by  Lady  Wolstenholme, 
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Alston 


while  her  son,  Thomas  Alston  was  on  his  travels.  The  west  is 
older  embattled,  and  tower  about  2k  yards  in  length.  The  east 
end  is  of  the  same  date  as  the  south,  and  only  35  feet.  The 
rooms  within  are  lofty  and  spacious,  the  walls  being  27x23  feet, 
and  19  feet  high.  The  drawing  room  is  21x20 J feet,  13  feet  and 
nine  inches  high.  They  contain  several  good  paintings,  some  of 
which  were  brought  from  Italy  about  1650  by  Sir  Thomas  Alston. 

The  Castle  commands  a delightful  prospect  over  the  river  Ouse, 
whose  beautiful  meander ing3  are  remarkably  striking  about  the 
neighborhood.  Between  it  on  the  north  side  rises  a wide  extend- 
ed hill  covered  by  the  noblest  woods  in  the  country,  containing 
upward  of  a hundred  acres,  known  as  the  "Odell  Great  Woods,"  and 
on  which  are  located  several  mineral  springs,  the  water  having 
mild  cathartic  properties.  The  Alstons,  who  ar$  of  Saxon  origin, 
purchased  Odell  from  the  Chetwoods  in  1640.  Alstan  was  the  Lord 
of  Norfolk  before  the  Conquest,  but  was  dispossessed  by  the 
Normans.  (See  Bloomfiold^  list  of  Norfolk,  vol.I,  p.5^0.) 

The  coat  of  arms  that  has  been  preserved  by  the  families  of  both 
North  and  South  Carolina  is  described  as  follows:  "Arms  Azure, 

Ten  (six  pointed)  Stars,  4,  3>  2,  1.  Crest  on  a wreath,  a half- 
moon  Argent,  charged  with  a star  in  the  arms.  Motto,  Immotus." 
(Most  Noble).  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  old  Saxon  names, 
Aethelstan,  Ealhstan,  Alstan,  Alston,  Alstons,  and  Allston  are 
but  different  renderings  of  the  same  name,  the  last  mentioned 
orthography  being  confined  to  the  Carolina  families.  Alston  of 
"Odell",  Bedfordshire,  England  was  created  a Baronet  June  13,  1642. 
Saxham  Hall  in  Newton  was  anciently  the  seat  of  the  family  for 
hundreds  of  years,  from  whence  the  family  has  spread  to  many 
countries. 

We  find  them  mentioned  as  early  as  the  reign  of  Edward  the  First, 
whom  Vital.  Alston  of  Stisted  in  Essex,  for  want  of  warranty  of 
Brockscroft,  in  Stisted,  did  grant  and  confirm  to  John  D.  Carpen- 
ter of  Naylinghurst  so  much  of  his  better  land  in  Stisted,  except 
his  mansion  house  there.  In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Third,  Sir 
Hugh  Alston  bore  the  same  arms,  which  was  long  before  coat  of 
armor  was  granted  before  patent.  After  some  descents  from  the 
above  William  of  Stisted,  the  lineal  descendant  of  this  family 
was  John  Alston  of  Newton,  in  Suffolk.  The  name  of  wife  not 
given.  Among  his  children  were,  William  of  Newton,  who  married 
Ann,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Simons  (or  Symons).  His  will  dated 
1564.  They  had  at  least  one  son,  Edward  Alston  of  Saxham  Hall, 

Co.  Newton  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Colman,  they 
having  two  sons: 

1 -Thomas  Alston  of  Edwardston,  County  Suffolk.  First  wife, 
Dorothy,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Holmstead  of  Maplestead 
in  Essex.  Name  of  second  wife  not  given,  but  each  had  a 
son,  Edward  and  Thomas.  Thomas  married  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  West  of  London,  and  with  their  son  Thomas, 
that  line  became  extinct.  His  brother,  Edward  of  Edwardston 
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Alston 


Co.  Suffolk  married.  Margarette,  daughter  of  Arthur  Pen- 
ning, Esq.  of  Kettleborough  in  Suffolk,  by  whom  he  had 
Sir  Edward  Alston,  Knight  of  London,  Doctor  of  Physic 
and  president  of  the  College  of  Physicians.  His  brother, 
Sir  Joseph  married  Mary  co-heir  of  Mr.  Cokenbury  of  Ber- 
genop-Zoom,  in  the  province  of  Brabant,  a Dutch  merchant. 

He  was  created  Baronet  in  l68l.  Died  1688.  This  line 
became  extinct  with  the  death  of  Sir  Evelyn  Alston  in 
1783#  he  dying  without  issue.  The  seat  of  this  family 
was  in  Chel3ea,  in  Middlesex.  See  "The  Alston  & Allstons 
of  N.  & S.  Carolina"  by  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Groves,  1901. 

2 -William  Alston  of  Saxham  Hall,  son  of  Edward  and.  Elizabeth 
Colman  was  born  1537  in  Newton.  Buried  same  place  Jan. 

13,  1617.  Married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Hampstead  (of  Halstead)  Co.  Essex.

John  of  the  Inner  Temple  and  of  Parvenham,  County 
Bedford  proved  the  will  of  his  son,  Thomas,  in  1678 
and  was  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  brother,  Sir 
Thomas  Alston  in  1678.  Buried  at  Parvenham,  Aug. 

16,  1687  at  the  age  of  seventy -seven.  Married 
Dorothy  at  Odell  Jan.  4,  1634,  she  being  the  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  John  Temple,  by  his  first  wife,  Dorothy 
Lee.  She  was  buried  at  Parvenham,  Dec.  5>  1668. 

Their  children  were:  William  of  Strixton,  Edward, 
Thomas  who  died  1678,  John  of  Parvenham,  Sarah, 
Dorothy,  Mary,  Elizabeth  and  Francos.  Sons  of  two 
of  these  brothers,  both  named  John  are  the  ones  who 
came  to  America  together.  The  John  who  settled  in 
South  Carolina,  died  in  Berkley  Colony  1719#  was 
the  3on  of  William  of  Strixton,  while  the  one  who 
located  in  North  Carolina  was  the  son  of  John  of 
Parvenham,  who  married  Ann  Wallis.

The  first  mention  we  find  on  record  of  John  Alston  of  North  Carolina 
is  in  a grant  of  land  270  acres  on  tho  northwest  side  of  Bennett* s 
Creek.  This  creek  is  in  what  is  now  Gates  county,  formerly  Chowan, 
and  his  land  was  near  or  immediately  where  Gatoville  now  stands. 

He  subsequently  made  many  entries  and  purchases  in  that  and  other 
counties  and  become  a very  extensive  land  and  slave  holder.  Land 
grant  records  show  several  of  his  30ns  as  land  owners  in  1713*  On 
April  20,  1715  he  served  as  juror  at  court  held  at  the  house  of 
Mr.  Henry  King  and  the  next  was  a grand  juror  at  a general  court  of 
Oyer  and  Terminer  at  the  general  court  house  at  Queen  Anns  in  Chowan 
Precinct,  March  30,  1721,  and  was  continuously  a grand  juror  until 
April  9,  1729,  when  he  was  commissioned  a justice  of  peace,  Oct. 

24,  1724,  he  was  commissioned  assistant  justice  of  the  court  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer,  the  court  being  then  composed  of  the  following: 

Thomas  Pollock,  chief  Justice,  Cullen  Pollock,  Win.  Downing,  Isaac 
Hill,  John  Alston,  and  "Robert  Lloyd.  He  ms  continuously  reappoint- 
ed and  so  served  until  1729 , and  was  afterwards  known  as  Col.  Alston. 
In  1725  he  was  appointed  as  revenue  collector  to  the  King,  Vestryman 
of  St.  Pauls  Parish  1738-1747*  Sheriff  Chowan  county  1746.  Married 
Mary  Clark.  Names  of  their  children  given  in  his  will  which  is 
recorded  in  the  files  of  the  Secretary  of  State: 

1- Joseph  John.  Owned  large  tracts  of  land  in  Edgecombe 
county,  N.  C.  and  later  (1758)  settled  in  the  upper  part 
of  Halifax,  where  he  died  1781  and  was  buried  in  the  family 
grave  yard.  Appointed  Justice  of  Peace  in  1732  by  governor 
George  Burrington,  served  in  General  Assembly  from  Edge- 
combe county  1744-46.  In  1745  was  one  of  a committee  on 
Grievances  that  petitioned  that  no  tax  should  be  levied  on 
wives  of  free  negroes.  By  will  and  otherwise,  he  distri- 
buted among  hi 3 children  and  grand  children  one  hundred  and 
fifty  salves  and  100,000  acres  of  land.  Will  probated  in 
Halifax  Aug.  1731 • By  his  first  wife,  Elisabeth  Chancy  he 
had:

5-James  Alston  who  m.  Christian  dau.  of  George  and  Hannah  Lil- 
lington  about  1741  settled  in  Craven  County  N.  C.  at  or 
near  New  Berne.  He  purchased  an  island  called  Troy  on 
Bennett’s  Creek,  near  his  father.  In  1747  he  sold  640  acres 
of  land  near  New  Berne,  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  his 
wife,  Christian,  by  her  father  George  Lillington.  Was  ap- 
pointed on  the  Commission  of  Peace  for  Chowan  County,  Dec. 

5,  1757.  After  the  death  of  his  father  in  1758,  he  removed 
from  Chowan  to  Orange  county,  where  he  died  on  Elebye  Creek 
in  1761.

2- James,  son  of  James  Alston  and  Christian  Lillington 
was  born  in  Chowan  County,  N.  C . about  1746.  Moved 
to  Orange  County  where  he  married  Grizel  (Gilly) 
Yancy.  After  the  Revolutionary  War  he  and  his 
cousin.  Col.  William  Alston  who  married  his 
sister.  Charity,  moved  to  Elbert  County, 
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Alston 


Georgia  where  they  settled  near  each  other,  on  the  Sa- 
vannah river  and  Beaver  Dam  Creek,  where  both  died  at  an 
advanced  age  - Win.  in  1810,  James  1815*  Near  them  lived 
another  relative,  Ralph  Banks. 

Sometime  after  the  death  of  James,  his  widow  moved  to 
Monroe  County,  Georgia,  about  two  miles  from  Culloden, 
where  she  died  Nov.  8,  1885.  From  settling  in  Monroe 
this  family  wa3  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "Monroe 
Alstons."  In  character  and  widely  spread  influence  she 
was  a most  remarkable  woman.  Her  grandson,  the  Rev.  John 
Joseph  Groves  of  S.  C.,  Ga.  and  Alabama,  wrote  of  her, 

"She  died  in  her  ninty  fourth  year,  her  mental  faculties 
remaining  clear  until  a short  time  before  her  death.  She 
became  religious  in  her  life  in  Carolina  and  was  one 
of  the  first  fruits  of  the  Methodist  ministry  in  that 
state . " 

She  and  her  husband  cast  their  lot  with  them  at  a church 
twenty  miles  away,  but  shortly  afterwards  their  home  be- 
came a place  of  worship,  where  preaching  was  held  and  a 
society  was  formed.  When  they  moved  to  Georgia  they  took 
their  religion  with  them  and  were  among  the  first  Methodists 
in  Elbert  county.  The  venerable  Bishop  Asbury  (for  whom 
Dr.  J.  A.  Groves  was  named)  in  his  travels  through  the 
South,  often  found  a home  in  their  hospitable  dwelling. 

For  thirty  years  she  was  a widow.  Her  last  illness  was  of 
seven  weeks  duration  and  extremely  painful,  yet  she  bore 
it  with  fortitude,  and  died  as  she  had  lived  a true 
Christian.  She  left  more  than  one  hundred  descendants, 
down  to  the  fourth  generation,  most  of  whom  had  reached 
maturity,  all  members  of  the  Methodist  church. 

The  following  incident  of  James,  her  husband,  occurred 
during  the  revolutionary  war.  He  was  an  officer  in  the 
malitia  and  in  an  engagement  with  the  Tories  was  captured, 
together  with  the  fine  horse  ho  was  riding.  Being  very 
fond  of  horses,  he  had  taught  this  one  many  tricks,  one 
of  which  was,  "By  placing  his  hand  on  a certain  spot  of 
the  horse,  he  would  limp  badly.  Then  by  placing  it  else- 
where he  would  instantly  spring  to  hi 3 utmost  and  dash 
away  at  top  speed. " 

After  being  tried  by  court-martial  and  sentenced  to  be 
shot  on  his  horse,  he  was  required  to  ride  to  a designat- 
ed spot  for  execution.  As  he  was  riding  that  distance  he 
made  the  horse  limp  wretchedly,  and  upon  reaching  the  spot, 
when  the  horse  received  the  signal,  he  ran  at  top  speed, 
the  would  be  executioners  in  pursuit.  It  wa3  a lively 
race  but  the  horse  saved  his  life.

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Conner 


The  name  Connor  or  Conner  is  said  by  some  authorities  to  have 
derived  from  the  Irish  O’Conchobhair,  meaning  "endowed  with  strength" 
while  others  claim  that  it  was  given  to  its  first  bearer  because  of 
occupation  as  coiner  of  money.  It  is  found  on  ancient  records  in 
the  various  forms  of  Cunerer,  Cunator,  Cuner,  Connour,  0* Conner, 
O’Connor,  Conner,  Connor,  of  which,  the  last  two  are  most  commonly 
used  in  America.  There  are  two  other  forms,  Conners,  Connors,  which 
have  come  into  use  in  recent  years,  and  are  quite  generally  accepted, 
although  they  are  seldom  found  in  ancient  records. 

Families  bearing  this  name  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates  in  the 
English  counties  of  Cambridge,  Oxford,  Huntington  and  London,  as  well 
as  county  Cork  and  other  parts  of  Ireland,  and  were  for  the  most 
part  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  Great  Britain.  Among  the 
earliest  records  of  the  name  in  Great  Britain  were  those  of  Norman 
le  Cunner  of  Cambridgeshire  about  1273,  Nicholas  le  Cuner  of  Ox- 
fordshire about  the  same  time  and  Sampson  le  Cunerer  of  Bedfordshire 
at  a slightly  later  date. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century  there  was  a Henry 
Conator  of  Huntington  and  a Cornelius  Conner  of  County  Cork  in  Ire- 
land, in  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  of  whom,  the 
last  was  the  father  of  Daniel,  who  in  turn  was  the  father  of  Daniel 
of  Bandon,  William  of  Connerville,  Jane,  Mary,  Hannah,  and  Elizabeth. 
It  is  claimed  by  some  authorities  the  Connor  or  Conners  descended 
from  Apheth  of  the  year  of  3270  B.C.,  who  is  3aid  to  have  been  the 
eleventh  generation  from  Adam.  It  is  thought  by  some  that  the  line 
was  represented  in  the  early  part  of  the  tenth  century  by  one 
O’Conchobhair  or  Connor,  who  was  the  fortieth  Christian  King  of 
Ireland,  and  the  father  of  Charles  O’Conchobhair  or  Connor,  from 
whom  all  the  various  branches  in  Ireland  descended,  most  of  them 
dropping  the  prefix  0. 

It  is  not  definitely  known  from  which  of  the  illustrious  lines  of 
the  family  in  England  the  first  American  immigrant,  but  it  is  goner- 
ally  believed  that  all  Conners  and  Connors  were  of  the  same  ancestry 
at  some  remote  period.  Probably,  the  first  in  America  was  William 
Conner  of  Plymouth,  Mass,  in  1621,  who  came  over  in  the  good  ship 
"Fortune"  but  died  or  removed  to  other  parts  before  1627*  No 
further  record  is  found  of  him  or  his  family.  In  1680  one  Philip 
Connor  or  Conner  came  to  Virginia,  and  at  a later  date  removed  to 
Kent  County,  MD. , where  he  was  extremely  prominent  in  public  af- 
fairs, being  Commissioner  and  Commander  of  Kent.  He  died  1667, 
leaving  among  others,  a son  James  who  married  Elinor  Flannagan  and 
he  was  the  father  of  a son  James.  Sometime  before  1659  one  Cornelius 
Connor  or  Conner  settled  in  Exter,  Mass.,  from  whence  he  moved  to 
Salisbury,  Mass.  By  his  wife  Sarah  he  was  the  father  of  Sarah,  John, 
Samuel,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Rebecca,  Ruth,  Jeremiah,  Ursula,  Cornelius, 
and  Dorothy.  John  the  son  of  the  immigrant  Comleius,  had  by  his 
wife  Elizabeth,  Joseph,  Cornelius,  Dorothy,  George,  and  Gibson. 
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Conner 


Jeremiah,  a younger  son  of  the  immigrant  Cornelius  m.  Anne  Gove 
1696  at  Exter.,  N.  H.  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Jeremiah,  Jonathan, 
(who  made  his  home  in  Haniker,  N.  H.),  Philip,  Samuel,  Hannah, 
Benjamin  and  Cornelius.  The  youngest  son,  Cornelius  of  the  immi- 
grant Cornelius  may  possibly  have  resided  at  Exter  and  had  a son 
Moses  there  in  1707>  but  this  is  not  certain.  About  1700  one 
John  Connor  or  Conner,  said  to  have  been  the  son  of  Donnough 
O'Connor  of  Ireland,  is  believed  to  have  immigrated  to  New  York  City 
and  is  claimed  to  have  been  the  grandfather  of  the  John  Connor 
who  married  Hannah  Baily  in  New  Jersey  about  1700  and  had  issue 
of  John  and  Elizabeth. 

One  Richard  Connor  or  Connor  came  from  Ireland  to  Staten  Island, 

N.  Y.  about  1760  and  to  have  left  issue  there  of  Ann,  Catherine, 
Elizabeth,  Richard  and  probably  others.  John  Connor  or  Conner  of 
Orange  County,  N.  Y.,  is  believed  to  have  immigrated  from  Meath 
County,  Ireland  in  17&7*  and  to  have  m.  Hannah  Denn,  by  whom  he 
had  issue  of  William,  and  others.  Sometime  before  1775  two  bro- 
thers, James  and  Benjamin  O'Conner  came  from  Ireland  to  Sonbomton, 
N.  H.  and  the  first  is  said  to  have  been  the  father  of  at  least 
one  son,  Jeremiah,  and  possibly  others. 

Among  those  who  fought  as  officers  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution 
were  Lt.  Conrad  Connor  of  Penn.,  Lt.  Edward  Conner  of  S.  C.,  Lt. 

Win.  Connor  of  Va. , Lt,  Col.  Morgan  Conner  of  Penn.,  Lt.  Col.  Sam- 
uel Conner  of  N.  H.  One  of  the  many  mombers  of  the  family  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  America  in  more  recent  times  was  Selden 
Connor  of  Maine,  a noted  military  officer  and  public  official,  who 
was  born  1839  and  died  1917* 

Rev.  Furges  O'Connor,  Phd.,  who  was  a Catholic  priest  and  held  po- 
sitions of  importance  in  Ireland,  is  reported  by  tradition  to  have 
had  an  ancestor  roasted  alive  over  a slow  fire  by  the  soldiers  of 
Cromwell.  The  widow  of  the  man  killed,  secreted  a large  quantity 
of  gold  coins  in  her  woolen  under  garments,  then  hid  in  Bandon, 
one  of  the  enemy* s strongholds  in  Ireland  (the  enemy* s stronghold 
is  often  the  safest  place  to  hide.)  There  she  reared  her  son, 
the  first  known  ancestor  of  General  Arthur  O'Conner,  educating 
him  in  English  ideas  and  customs,  teaching  him  to  write  hi3  name 
as  Conner,  leaving  off  the  o. 

Michael  O'Conner  was  quartermaster  of  the  Lewis  Schooner,  Captain 
Stevens,  Trader,  in  command,  July  4,  1779>  vhen  it  was  ordered 
dismantled,  her  crew  and  stores  transferred,  presumably  to  the 
"Brig  Liberty. " Major  Morgan  Conner,  Philadelphia,  a continental 
officer  was  with  Col.  Thompson  during  the  siege  of  Charleston,  S.C. 
in  1777 ♦ Maj.  Terrance  Seymour  Conner,  son  of  Ruper  Seymour  Conner 

and  Kathleen  Maud . Educated  Allhollows  School,  Houtin,  India. 

Bom  Feb.  1895*  In  the  Indian  army  1914.  Served  in  Mesopotamia 
as  a major  1917-18,  and  held  many  other  military  positions  of  im- 
portance, winning  the  King's  decoration. 

Probably  the  most  ancient  and  frequently  used  of  the  several  Coat 
of  Arms  of  the  British  family  of  Conner  (Connor)  is  described  as 
follows : 

ARMS.  "Vert,  a lion  rampant  sinisterway s OR" 

CREST.  "An  arm  embowed,  holding  a sword,  all  proper." 
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Michael  Conner  (1800-1861) 


In  1800  Michael  was'born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa,,  where  he  studied 
law.  The  name  of  his  father  has  not  been  definitely  established, 
but  some  of  his  children  were  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  connect- 
ed with  the  family  of  the  Michael  Conner,  who  was  a seaman  and 
quartermaster  on  the  schooner,  "Lewis’*  in  1777,  Records  show 
that  in  1836  he  was  a member  of  the  Alabama  Malitia,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Shackelford,  and  helped  in  quelling  the  disturb- 
ances caused  by  the  Creek  Indian  Tribe  in  Alabama. 

The  following  account  of  the  trouble  with  the  Indians  in  that  sec- 
tion at  that  time,  is  given  in  "The  Red  Man"  by  F.  W,  Seymour,  a 
member  of  the  Indian  Commission:  "The  blood  of  the  Seminole  Indian 
Tribe,  located  in  South  Alabama,  not  far  from  the  Florida  line, 
was  largely  recruited  from  the  negro  race  but  for  their  leadership 
they  looked  to  Creek  Indians,  the  main  source  of  their  strain. 

The  main  trouble  at  that  time  was  due  to  the  negro  slaves  fleeing 
from  the  plantations  into  the  swampy  territory  of  Florida  and  in 
getting  the  Indians  moved  to  the  reservations  set  aside  for  them 
in  Oklahoma.  No  attempt  was  made  to  interfere  with  the  slaves  who 
sought  refuge  and  intermarried  with  the  Indians, 

The  hospitality  of  the  Indians  toward  the  fleeing  slaves  grew  as 
warm  as  the  climate,  while  the  temper  of  the  planters  threatened 
to  wax  hotter  than  either,  over  the  loss  of  their  slaves.  On 
April  9,  1842,  General  Worth  in  command,  the  last  battle  was  fought 
with  them.  In  his  final  report  to  the  war  department  the  general 
stated  that  during  the  seven  year  round  up  more  than  four  thousand 
Indians  and  slaves  had  been  sent  to  Oklahoma  with  a cost  of  the 
lives  of  fifteen  hundred  soldiers  and  many  million  dollars.  He 
estimated  that  about  three  hundred  were  left  in  places  too  swampy 
to  penetrate,  advising  that  this  number  would  give  no  further 
trouble,  and  that  troops  be  withdrawn.  They  were  assigned  to  a 
location  on  the  South  of  the  Florida  peninsula  and  told  they  might 
remain  there  as  long  as  they  refrained  from  hostilities,  which  they 
did  - there  still  being  two  small  bands  living  in  the  swamps,  their 
contact  with  the  white  man  being  almost  negligible.  1929." 

Michael  Conner  was  mustered  out  of  service  in  Montgomery,  Alabama 
in  1836  and  instead  of  returning  to  his  home  in  Philadelphia,  he 
married  Harriet  Laird,  the  niece  of  one  of  the  plantation  owners 
that  he  had  visited  in  Coffee  County,  Alabama.  They  lived  near 
her  uncle  a few  years,  two  or  three  of  the  children  being  born 
there,  then  located  in  Butler  County,  five  miles  West  of  Green- 
ville, his  property  adjoining  that  of  William  and  Anderson  Seale. 

On  May  8,  1861  he  died  from  pneumonia  and  was  buried  in  the  Liberty 
Church  graveyard,  his  being  the  first  grave  there. 

The  Laird  Family 

The  father  of  Harriet  Laird  was  born  in  Scotland  and  came  to  Amer- 
ica with  his  brother  Henry,  landing  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  where 
they  remained  a few  years  before  settling  in  Coffee  County,  Alabama, 
near  what  is  now  Elba.  Some  of  their  descendants  still  live  in 
that  section.  The  name  of  the  father  of  Harriet  is  not  known,  as 
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Michael  Conner  (1800-1861) 


he  died  when  she  was  small  and  she,  her  sister  Callie,  and  brother 
Jeff,  lived  with  their  uncle,  Henry  Laird,  who  was  a planter  and 
merchant,  his  son  taking  over  his  business  after  his  death,  He 
had  once  been  a seaman  and  was  called  Captain  Laird  as  long  as  he 
lived, 

Henry  Laird  was  connected  with  the  family  of  the  John  Laird,  who 
was  born  in  Greencock,  Scotland,  June  6,  1805  and  died  October  29, 

1874  a-t  Brinkenhead,  on  the  other  side  of  Mersey  from  Liverpool, 
England,  where  his  shipyard  was  located.  For  a long  time  he  was 
the  head  of  the  firm  of  John  Laird  & Sons,  shipbuilders,  and  was 
the  first  builder  of  an  iron  steamship,  building  the  John  Randolph, 
Nemesis,  and  Alabama,  shipping  them  in  pieces  to  Savannah,  Georgia, 
where  they  were  assembled.  Inscribed  on  a tablet  in  the  City  Hall, 
which  is  near  the  water  front  in  Savannah,  is  the  following:  "This 
Tablet  commemorates  the  "John  Randolph",  the  first  iron  vessel  seen 
in  American  waters.  Launched  on  this  water  front  in  1834,  having 
been  made  by  the  John  Laird  Company  Brinkenhead,  England,  for  Gaga- 
way Lamar,  Bankers  and  cotton  merchant  of  Savannah",  Retiring  from 
active  business  in  1861  he  entered  parliament  from  Brinkenhead, 

Jeff,  the  brother  of  Harriet  Laird  was  an  officer  during  the  war 
of  1861-65.  After  the  war  he  lived  in  Geneva,  Alabama,  where  he  was 
a planter  and  practiced  law.  Harriet  Laird  was  born  in  Coffee  County, 
Alabama,  Nov,  17,  1822.  Married  Michael  Conner  Sept.  1837.  Died 
Brewton,  Alabama,  March  19,  1901.  Buried  in  Liberty  Church  Cemetery, 
near  Greenville,  Alabama,  next  to  her  husband,  almost  forty  years 
after  his  death.  She  was  married  at  fifteen,  a widow  at  thirty-nine, 
having  had  thirteen  children,  six  of  whom  were  at  home,  ranging  in 
ages  from  one  to  fourteen  years.  Two  sons  and  two  son-in-laws  were 
in  the  war,  one  or  more  of  their  wives  and  young  children  being 
with  her  much  of  the  time,  but  with  the  help  of  the  boys  at  home  she 
kept  the  farm  going.  When  the  enemy  soldiers  passed  through  during 
the  war  they  either  took  or  destroyed  everything  to  eat,  the  cattle 
and  crops. 

After  a few  such  harrowing  experiences  they  learned  how  to  pass  the 
word  in  advance  of  their  arrival,  "That  the  Yankees  were  coming," 
from  neighbor  to  neighbor,  and  they  hid  their  things  and  turned  the 
cattle  and  chickens  in  the  woods.  Grandmother  had  a hole  in  the 
ground  in  a nearby  thicket  where  she  hid  her  food,  covering  it  with 
a pile  of  rock  and  brush.  After  the  war  her  brother  who  was  a prom- 
inent planter  and  never  married,  insisted  on  her  coming  to  live  with 
him  .so  he  could  give  her  more  help  with  the  children,  but  she  would 
not  consider  it.  In  addition  to  her  own,  she  took  in  several  groups 
of  grandchildren  whose  mothers  died,  and  kept  them  until  their 
fathers  married  again.  During  that  time,  she  built  a new  house,  with 
a well  near  the  kitchen,  and  other  conveniences;  one  of  her  sons 
giving  her  the  first  cooking  stove.  Several  of  her  married  sons 
lived  near  enough  to  be  of  much  help  to  her. 

She  was  the  midwife  for  her  large  family  connections,  and  others  fre- 
quently making  trips  to  the  sick,  alone,  on  her  favorite  horse  over 
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Michael  Conner  (1800-1861) 


cattle  trails  through  swamps  and  over  hills.  In  maternity  cases 
she  remained  with  the  mother  and  baby  until  they  were  well.  If 
it  took  a week,  her  usual  charge  being  two  dollars  and  she  felt 
lucky  if  it  was  paid  in  home  produce,  which  she  took  heme  on  her 
horse.  Hand  woven  cloth  on  the  loom,  a sack  of  potatoes,  corn, 
meal  or  meat  meant  much  more  than  the  money.  Among  her  descend- 
ants are  many  professional  nurses  who  make  salaries  ranging  from 
twenty-five  to  fifty  dollars  a week  and  obstetrical  specialists 
who  charge  one  hundred  dollars  to  deliver  a baby  and  will  take 
only  those  who  go  to  hospitals  where  the  nurses  and  interns  do 
the  work. 

There  being  no  doctor  in  or  near  the  community,  many  died  without 
medical  attention.  A doctor,  who  was  also  an  itinerant  minister 
made  visits,  caring  for  all  who  were  sick,  holding  religious  ser- 
vices from  house  to  house,  helping  to  bury  those  who  died,  remain- 
ing sometimes  for  weeks.  Harriet  never  spent  an  idle  moment  in 
her  life.  After  all  of  her  children  married  and  left  home,  she 
rented  out  her  place  and  spent  her  time  going  from  one  place  to 
another  on  the  train  alone,  where  there  was  sickness  among  members 
of  her  family  connections.  While  on  such  a mission  taking  care  of 
the  sick  motherless  children  of  her  granddaughter,  she  contracted 
pneumonia  which  caused  her  death,  in  less  than  a week.  She  had 
never  been  sick  in  her  life.

4-8-1809;  died  10-6-1889.  Buried  in  his  family  graveyard,  as  were  many 
of  his  family  connections.  Married  Dora  Reinhart,  who  was  born  in 
Germany  8-13-1819;  died  9-3-1904.  From  the  time  of  the  birth  of  their 
first  son,  both  planned  and  saved  so  that  they  could  come  to  America 
before  their  son  became  of  military  age,  which  they  did,  leaving 
Bavaria,  where  both  were  born.  They  sailed  from  Bremen,  and  landed  in 
Pensacola,  Florida  in  1853,  In  their  party  were  other  families, 
neighbors  and  relatives. 

It  took  two  months  to  make  the  trip.  They  brought  their  food  supply 
and  did  their  own  cooking  on  the  boat.  Dora  wore  a vest  under  her 
clothes  all  during  the  trip,  which  had  eleven  hundred  dollars  sewed  into 
it.  A chest,  in  which  they  brought  supplies  is  in  the  family  of  one  of 
their  grandsons,  Henry  Harold,  Brewton.  During  a flood  in  which  houses 
were  covered  with  water  (many  being  washed  away),  several  years  ago,  the 
chest  was  found  miles  away,  and  was  identified  by  the  name  on  it. 

They  remained  with  relatives  in  Pensacola  until  arrangements  could  be 
made  for  the  trip  to  Escambia  County,  where  others  from  Germany  had 
settled.  Among  them  were  Henry’s  brother  George,  Zeppernicks,  John 
Mantel,  Schads,  Bower,  Deitz,  and  others.  Henry  settled  on  a quarter 
section  of  land  located  three  miles  from  what  is  now  Brewton,  Escambia 
County,  Alabama.  Their  nearest  trading  post  was  Milton,  Florida,  which 
was  about  thirty  miles,  where  for  several  years  they  took  their  eggs, 
butter,  meat  and  other  produce  to  market,  exchanging  them  for  supplies. 

He  was  tall,  blonde,  and  had  blue  eyes,  while  she  was  a decided 
brunette,  small,  dainty,  of  poetical  temperament,  very  religious,  and 
of  the  Presbyterian  faith.  They  had  three  or  more  children  when  they 
came  to  America,  one  was  born  a couple  of  months  after  landing,  others 
later.  Among  them  were,  George  C.,  Andrew,  James  Henry,  a son  who 
died  young,  Elizabeth  (lizzie),  Coona,  Margaret,  Lucinda,  two  daughters 
who  died  young,  and  Eva.

(Harold:  The  name  comes  from  the  Latin,  Haroldus.  The  Italian 
is  Araldo,  Aroldo.  French,  Harold  (pronounced  Arold).  Spanish 
and  Swedish,  Harald.  Dutch,  Harold.) 
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Early  Harold  History 


King  Harold  (1022-1666)  was  the  son  of  Godwin,  Earl  of  Wessex,  and 
belonged  to  the  most  powerful  and  noble  family  in  England  during 
the  reign  of  Edward,  the  Confessor,  He  was  a rival  of  William  I, 
the  conqueror.  Through  the  rise  of  the  Godwins  he  was  made  Earl 
of  a part  of  Anglia.  He  gained  more  territory  when  his  brother 
Swey  was  banished  by  exile.  The  fall  of  the  Godwins  in  1051, 
however,  involved  the  whole  family.  Unable  to  gather  a sufficient 
force  to  master  themselves,  all  went  into  exile,  Harold  went  to 
Ireland  where  he  recruited  a strong  force  and  brought  it  to  the 
English  coast. 

In  1053  he  joined  his  brothers  and  father  in  the  expedition  against 
England.  Godwin  recovered  power,  and  Harold  was  restored  to  his  old 
Earldom.  He  was  not  in  as  high  favor  with  the  King  as  his  brother 
Tostig,  but  his  succession  to  the  Earldom  of  Wessex  and  the  great 
estate  he  received  at  his  father’s  death  made  Harold  the  most  power- 
ful man  in  England,  except  the  King.  He  naturally  aspired  to 
become  heir  to  the  throne.  He  obtained  some  glory  by  a campaign 
against  the  Welsh  in  1062,  About  this  time  he  was  on  a ship  in  the 
English  channel,  driven  by  adverse  winds  to  the  coast  of  Ponthieu. 
The  count  of  Ponthieu  seized  him  but  was  as  William's  vessal,  forced 
to  surrender  him  to  William  of  Normandy. 

Harold  was  compelled  by  the  king  to  take  an  oath  that  he  would  sup- 
port William  for  the  English  throne  and  marry  his  daughter.  Return- 
ing to  England,  Harold  renounced  this  oath  as  one  of  coercion  and 
married  the  widow  of  the  Welsh  prince  that  he  had  defeated  previous- 
ly. When  the  Northumbrians  revolted  against  Harold’s  brother  Tos- 
tig and  chose  in  his  place  as  Earl  of  Northumbria,  Morkere,  Harold 
took  Morkere ’s  part.  Thus  the  family  was  divided  when  William 
the  Confessor  died,  so,  Harold  ascended  the  throne.  It  was  then 
that  William  of  Normandy  undertook  to  invade  England.  At  the 
same  time  his  brother  Tostig,  with  Harold  3d,  Haardraade  of  Norway 
invaded  England  from  the  North. 

Harold  went  forth  and  soundly  defeated  them  in  the  battle  of  Stam- 
ford Bridge,  in  which  both  Tostig  and  Harold  Haardraade  were  slain. 
Then,  being  harrassed  from  the  South  by  the  king  of  Normandy 
(William)  who  had  landed  in  England  (see  the  Norman  Conquest)  he 
went  forth  to  battle  with  him.  He  established  his  forces  in  hastily 
built  breastworks  near  Hastings.  His  forces  fought  valiantly  but 
were  finally  put  to  route,  Harold  himself  being  killed  in  battle, 
10-14-1066.  "Battle  Abbey"  was  built  by  King  William,  the  Con- 
queror, and  stands  on  the  sight  of  the  famous  "Battle  of  Hastings." 
The  place  where  Harold  and  his  Danish  warriors  fell  in  battle,  is 
preserved.  The  famous  painting  of  the  "Battle  of  Hastings"  was 
still  in  London,  before  World  War  Two. 

Harold  Blutooth,  King  of  Denmark,  succeeded  his  father,  Gorm  the 
Old  and  tried  to  assert  suzerainty  over  Norway  but  was  defeated 
by  the  Germans,  and  forced  to  accept  Christianity.  Ho  was  killed 
in  battle  with  his  sons  forces. 
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Early  Harold  History 


Harold  Fairhair  (narold  Haarfagre)  or  Harold  I,  first  King  of  Nor- 
way, son  of  Petty  King  Halfdan  after  a series  of  battles  with  other 
kings,  climaxed  by  a great  battle  at  Hafrsjord  (872)  he  was  made 
ruler  of  Norway,  He  conquered  the  Shetland  and  Orkney  Islands.  On 
his  death  his  lands  were  divided  among  his  sons,  Eric  Bloodyax, 
being  made  overlord.  Harold  3d  Haardraade,  King  of  Norway 
(1046-1066)  was  half  brother  to  Olaf  II  (St.  Olaf.)  He  devoted 
himself  to  incessant  warfare  in  1066,  at  the  instigation  of  Tostig 
the  exiled  Earl  of  Northumbria,  invaded  England  and  he  and  Tostig 
were  both  killed  in  the  battle  of  Stamford  Bridge,  while  fighting 
against  Tostig1 s brother,  the  Anglo-Saxon  leader,  Harold.  The 
reign  of  Harold  Harefoot.  King  of  England  1037-1040,  was  one  of 
bloodshed  and  confusion.

William  Finch,  born  South  Carolina  about  1777.  Father  and  mother  died 
when  he  was  small.  He  and  a brother,  Christopher,  and  a sister,  Mary, 
lived  with  foster  parents.  He  left  home  when  he  was  about  fifteen  and 
settled  in  Georgia.  Married  and  some  of  his  children  were  born  there. 
Name  of  his  first  wife  not  given.  After  he  moved  to  Alabama  he  again 
married  to  a Miss  Canada  of  Tallapoosa,  Alabama.  He  died  in  Clay 
County,  Alabama,  at  the  age  of  104.  He  had  several  children,  but  the 
name  of  only  one  is  given: 

Francis  Marion  Finch,  born  Clark  County,  Georgia  1829.  (Son  of  above 
William).  Was  small  when  his  parents  moved  to  Alabama,  where  he  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life.  In  the  mercantile  business  in  Wetumpka,  Alabama 
until  the  war  of  1861-65,  when  he  sold  his  business.  Moved  his  family 
to  a farm  ten  miles  northwest  of  Rockford,  Coosa  County  and  joined  the 
army  on  Feb.  28,  1862,  being  attached  to  Company  A,  46th  Regiment  of 
the  Alabama  Infantry. 

He  was  sick  in  hospital  in  Jackson,  Miss.  Went  home  on  sick  furlough. 
Still  sick  when  he  rejoined  his  outfit  and  died  at  a Wayside  Hospital 
at  Shelby  Springs,  Alabama,  Oct.  19  1863,  buried  same  place.  His 

wife  on  receiving  news  of  his  serious  illness,  started  to  him,  travel- 
ing on  horseback  with  her  eight  year  old  son.  Before  arriving,  she 
met  some  of  her  husband’s  companions,  who  told  him  that  ho  had  died 
and  been  buried.  He  married  Mary  A.,  dau.  of  Dr.  Hugh  Brown,  who  was 
of  Irish  extraction,  and  Flora  King,  of  Scotch  descent,  both  natives 
of  Georgia  but  reared  in  Alabama.  Their  children,  Marcellus  Watson, 
farmer  in  Clay  County;  Eugene  Vivian  Levert,  Methodist  minister; 

James  Crockett,  printer  in  Montgomery,  Alabama;  Thomas  W.,  merchant  in 
Pensacola,  Florida;  one  daughter,  Cornelia  D.,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
22  years.

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Early  Finch  History 


The  name  of  FINCH,  according  to  some  family  historians  was  originally 
used  as  a nickname  and  had  reference  to  some  characteristic  of  its 
bearer  which  called  to  mind  the  bird  of  that  name,  while  others  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  a shortened  form  of  Vincent.  It  is  probable, 
however,  that  neither  of  these  is  correct  and  that  the  family  was 
originally  of  Norman  ancestry.  According  to  this  theory  the  family 
went  into  England  at  an  early  date  and  a descendant  of  the  line  of 
Finch,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  adopted  the  name  of  place  of  residence 
as  surname.  It  is  found  on  ancient  and  early  English  and  American  re- 
cords in  the  various  spellings  of  Vynch,  Fynche,  Finch  and  others  or 
which  the  form  last  mentioned  is  that  most  generally  used  in  America. 

According  to  most  authorities,  the  first  of  the  family  in  England  was 
Herbert  Fitz  Peter,  who  was  a descendant  of  the  Counts  of  Vermandios, 
who  •braced  ■their  ancestry  from  one  Pippen  de  Landen  of  the  sixth 
century  A.D.,  through  eight  generations  to  another  Pippen  or  Pippin, 
Count  of  Vermandios  in  the  ninth  century,  from  whom  the  above  Herbert 
Fitz  Peters  descended  in  the  sixth  generation. 

Herbert  Fitz  (Fitz  meaning  son  of)  Peters  probably  accompanied 
William  the  Conqueror  into  England  in  1066  and  was  the  father  by  his 
wife,  Emman  de  Blois,  of  Herbert  Fitz  Herbert,  who  was  chamberlain  to 
King  Henry  the  First,  about  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  century  and 
left  issue  by  his  wife,  Julia  Corbett,  of  Stephen,  Herbert,  William. 

Of  these,  Herbert  married  Adela  Corbet  and  had  issue  by  her,  of 
Robert,  Henry  and  Herbert  (recorded  as  Fitz  Herbert),  of  whom  the 
last  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Lucia,  the  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Here- 
ford, a son  Peter  Fitz  Herbert,  and  by  the  second  wife,  Matilda,  a 
son  Matthew,  who  became  Lord  of  Warblington  and  Sheriff  of  Sussex  and 
Surrey  and  was  the  father  of  John  and  Herbert. 

This  last  named  Herbert  was  slain  in  1265  and  left  a son,  Herbert 
Fitz  Herbert,  who  married  the  heiress  of  Manor  of  Finch,  and  was  the 
father  of  a son  named  "Vincent”  Finch.  His  descendants  for  several 
generations  used  this  form  of  spelling  of  the  name  which  finally  came 
into  use  in  general  as  the  family  surname.  The  Vincent  Finch,  alias 
Herbert,  married  Salerne  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  John,  Henry  and 
Joan,  of  whom  the  son  Henry  resided  in  Sussex  County  and  was  the 
father  by  his  wife,  Parnell  Allred,  of  Vincent  and  Nicholas.  Of 
these  two  sons,  Vincent  married  Joan  Bassenden  and  was  the  father  of 
Vincent,  who  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Isabelle,  of  William,  John  and 
several  daughters.  The  families  of  William  and  John  will  be  men- 
tioned in  turn. 

William  Finch,  the  Elder  son  of  Vincent  and  Isabel  was  father  by  his 
wife,  Agnes  Row,  of  Henry  and  John,  of  whom  the  first  married  Alice 
Belknap  and  was  the  father  of  Sir  William  Finch  of  the  County  of 
Kent.  Sir  William  was  the  father  by  his  first  wife,  the  widow 
Elizabeth  (nee  Cr owner)  of  Laurence  (who  died  without  issue),  Sir 
Thomas  and  Richard  and  who  had  further  issue  by  his  second  wife, 
Cathereine  Gainsford,  of  Erasmus  and  Vincent.

Sir  Thomas,  the  eldest  surviving  son  of  William  of  Kent  married 
Catherine  Moyle  and  had  issue  by  her  of.  Sir  Moyle,  Sir  Henry  (who 
was  the  father  of.  Sir  John,  Sir  Nathaniel  and  Edward),  Thomas  and 
Jane,  Sir  Moyle  married  Elizabeth  Heneage  and  was  the  father  of  Sir 
Theophilus,  Sir  Thomas,  John  (father  of  William),  William,  Sir  Heneage 
and  Francis.  Sir  Heneage  was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Frances  Bell,  of 
Sir  Heneage,  Frances,  Sir  John  and  Elizabeth,  of  whom  the  first  made 
his  home  in  Middlesex. 

John  Finch,  younger  son  of  Vincent  and  Isabel,  married  Elizabeth 
Sewers,  by  whom  he  had  issue  of,  William  of  the  County  of  Kent,  who 
was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Ellen  Hollingbrooke,  of  John,  who  in  turn 
was  father  by  his  wife,  Agnes  Ellis,  of  Herbert  and  Thomas.  Of  the 
first,  there  were  numerous  issues,  although  records  are  not  complete. 
Thomas  married  Joyce  FINCH,  who  was  the  daughter  of  John  Finch  of  Kent 
and  was  the  father  by  her  of,  Ralph  and  John.  Ralph  married  Bridget 
Potter,  by  whom  he  had  issue  of  Thomas,  Richard  and  Michael.  Of  these, 
Thomas  was  the  father,  about  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century  of  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  Worley,  of  Thomas,  Herbert,  James  and  Elizabeth. 

Richard  was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Mary  TONGUE,  of  William,  Anthony 
and  several  daughters.

Among  the  early  branches  of  the  family  in  England  were  those  of 
William  Finch  of  Hertsf ordshire  about  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  who  was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Alice  Franklin,  of,  among 
others,  John  and  William.  William  had  among  others,  a son  William  who 
married  Isabelle  Mawles  and  was  the  father  of,  William,  Ralph  and 
others.  Of  whom  William  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Baldwin,  of 
John  and  others.  John  Finch  of  Essex  County  in  the  early  sixteenth 
century  was  the  father  of  Anthony  and  William.  William  married 
Benetta  Honywood  and  by  him  she  had  Robert.  Robert  had  by  his  wife, 
Margaret  Bradnex,  Robert.  Richard  Finche  or  Finch  of  County  Surrey 
in  about  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  was  the  father  of 
Samuel.  Samuel  was  the  father,  by  his  first  wife,  Clemence,  of 
Richard  and  others  whoso  names  are  not  given. 

Samuel,  was  the  father,  by  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  Kying  of  Samuel 
(who  died  young),  William,  Clemence,  Richard  and  at  least  one  other 
whose  name  is  not  given.  By  the  second  wife  the  widow  Elizabeth 
Jeninson,  of,  Francis,  Samuel  and  several  daughters.  The  John  Finche 
or  Finch  of  Herts ford shire  in  latter  part  of  the  sixteenth  century 
married  Christian  Peacock  and  had  issu©  of  her  of,  Thomas,  Richard, 
Robert,  William,  Walter,  Frances  and  Anne. 

The  Finches  were  prominent  in  Great  Britain.  Many  were  of  the  landed 
gentry  - some  of  the  nobility  and  they  were  well  represented  among 
the  earliest  British  colonists  in  the  new  world.  According  to  some 
historians,  the  first  of  the  name  in  America  about  1630,  brought 
with  him  at  least  three  sons,  Abraham,  John,  Daniel  and  others. 

Other  writers  state  however,  that  these  three  brothers  and  possibly

another  named  Samuel,  were  the  first  of  the  family  to  emigrate,  they 
coming  in  the  above  mentioned  year,  or  shortly  thereafter.  It  is  ob- 
vious, however,  that  they  were  quite  young  at  the  time,  and  the  first 
theory  seems  more  probable.  Abraham,  who  was  probably  the  oldest  son  of 
Samuel,  first  settled  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  and  later  moved  to  Weatherford, 
Conn. 

John,  the  son  of  the  emigrant  Abraham,  left  issue  of  a son,  Joseph, 

This,  Joseph  settled  in  Stamford,  Conn,,  and  was  the  father,  by  his 
wife  Elizabeth  Austin,  of  Isaac,  Jonathan  and  probably  others, 

Daniel,  another  son  of  the  emigrant,  Abraham,  became  one  of  the  orig- 
inal  settlers  of  Fairfield,  Conn,,  and  was  married  in  1657  to  the 
widow  Eliabeth  Thompson.  They  were  the  parents  of  Nathaniel  and 
possibly  others.  Nathaniel  was  the  father  of  Daniel,  Nathaniel  and 
Samuel.  One  Samuel,  possibly  the  son  of  the  immigrant  Abraham,  was 
living  in  Roxbury  before  1634  and  was  married  in  that  year  to  the  widow 
Judith  Potter,  by  whom  he  had  six  children. 

Henry  Finch,  who  was  living  in  New  England  in  1676  may  have  been  one 
of  these  sons.  The  first  of  the  name  in  Virginia  are  believed  to 
have  been  Francis  Finch,  who  came  to  James  City  County  in  1638,  Mary 
in  1649  and  were  of  the  same  family  and  William  of  Northumberland 
County  in  1654,  The  records  of  the  immediate  families  and  descend- 
ants of  those  early  immigrants  are  not  however,  complete. 

About  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century,  Adam  Finch  came  from 
England  to  Virginia  and  settled  in  Charlotte  County,  He  died  there 
in  1798,  leaving  at  least  three  sons,  James,  Thomas,  Zachariah  and 
possibly  others, 

William  Finch,  whose  ancestry  is  not  known  but  who  may  have  been 
closely  related  to  the  above  mentioned  Adam,  was  living  in  Charles 
City  County,  Virginia  in  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

He  died  1773,  leaving  a wife,  a son  William,  several  daughters,  as 
well  as  a brother. 

Another  immigrant  was  Richard  Finch  who  came  to  America  as  a British 
soldier  in  1775,  but  deserted  and  settled  at  Petersborough,  N.  H. 

By  his  wife,  Hepzibah  Melendy,  he  was  the  father  of,  William,  Fanny, 
Harriet  and  Mary. 

Among  those  who  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War  were:  Lt.  Nathaniel 
Finch  of  New  York;  James,  Wm,  and  Lt . Henry  of  Virginia;  Isaac, 

Jerimiah,  John,  Jonathan,  Samuel  and  others  of  Conn,;  Caesar,  Isaac, 

Pero,  Peter,  Simeon,  William  and  Corporal  Joshua,  of  Mass.,  and 
numerous  others.

Peter  Cheatham,  moved  from  North  Carolina  to  Reddock  Springs,  Butler 
County,  Alabama.  He  had  at  least  one  son:

She 
eloped  when  she  was  fifteen  and  was  hid  for  a week  in  the  home  of  an 
uncle  of  her  husband,  upstairs  where  she  could  not  be  seen,  the 
slaves  taking  food  to  her. 

The  plantation  was  located  on  the  main  road  to  Cahaba,  where  there 
was  much  passing,  by  those  going  to  market.  Her  brothers,  on 
beautiful  fine  horses,  rode  back  and  forth  hunting  for  a trace  of 
her,  while  her  husband,  in  order  to  divert  suspicion  from  himself 
spent  his  time  plowing  in  the  field,  near  the  road  so  they  could 
see  him.  They  settled  near  Maningham,  where  they  reared  a large 
family,  having  fourteen  children.  In  1944  the  house  was  still 
standing.  Dates  of  their  children  as  taken  from  their  family 
Bible:

1801-1894 

Was  horn  in  Burk©  County,  North  Carolina  1801.  Married  1828  to 
Lovrina  Moore,  who  was  horn  1806,  and  died  1852,  at  the  hirth  of  her 
seventeenth  child,  both  being  buried  together.  He  was  married  the 
second  time  to  Margaret  Robinson.  Date  of  her  birth  is  not  given, 
but  she  died  and  he  died  twelve  days  later.  He  and  both 

wives,  some  of  his  children  and  other  family  connections  were  bur- 
ied in  his  graveyard  on  his  property,  near  his  home.  Information 
on  his  family  furnished  by  Mrs.  J.  Henry  Slagle  (Maggie  Gillespie) 
Franklin,  Rural  Route  1,  Macon  County,  N.  C.  1940.  It  was  taken 
from  monuments  in  the  cemetery.  Family  Bibles  and  other  records  in 
possession  of  the  older  members  of  the  family  still  living  there. 

Two  Slagle  men,  Elam  and  Sidney,  married  Crawford  sisters,  Amanda 
and  Elvira.  Maggie’s  husband  was  a brother  to  Elam  and  Sidney, 
and  the  Slagles  were  neighbors  of  the  Crawfords.  She  writes  as 
follows : 

"Uncle  George,  a3  he  was  generally  called  by  most  every  one,  came 
here  as  a youth  from  Burke  County,  N.  C.  He  and  widowed  mother 
settled  near  the  mouth  of  Wahyah  Creek,  where  it  empties  into  the 
Cartoogechaye,  about  six  miles  from  what  is  now  Franklin.  At  that 
time  it  was  Haywood,  but  now  it  is  Macon  County.  He  located  on 
land  secured  by  charter  from  the  government,  where  he  lived  con- 
tinuously, rearing  a large  family  and  died,  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
three.  The  Cherokee  Indians  were  here  when  they  came,  so  most  of 
the  streams  have  Indian  names,  Wahyah  meaning,  "young  wolf",  Car- 
toogechaye, "Bread  beyond." 

My  grandparents  were  also  early  settlers  here,  living  near  them,  and 
while  not  related,  they  were  almost  as  one  family.  I have  known  and 
lived  near  them  since  childhood  and  am  now  living  near  the  old 
Crawford  place  and  in  less  than  half  a mile  from  his  cemetery.  Well 
do  I remember  him.  He  was  a great  man,  good  Christian,  had  much 
horse  sense,  and  a leader  in  the  community.  While  he  was  not  a 
doctor,  he  was  called  to  see  the  sick  and  to  act  as  a surgeon  for 
setting  broken  limbs,  opening  boil3  and  such.  All  of  his  sons  are 
now  dead.  John,  the  eldest  child  who  lived  in  Clay,  the  adjoining 
county,  died  in  1931  at  the  age  of  103  years.  John  has  a grandson, 
Everett  Crawford,  who  is  a teacher  in  Hayesville,  N.  C.,  who  might 
furnish  information  on  the  family.  Two  of  the  daughters-in-law 
still  live  here  near  me  and  from  them  I obtained  much  of  this  infor- 
mation. All  of  the  Crawford  families  wore  and  still  are  the  best 
class  of  citizens,  own  their  homes,  live  well,  most  of  them  giving 
their  children  the  best  education  and  good  home  training.  Dr. 

George  Truett,  the  eminent  Baptist  minister  of  your  State,  Dallas, 
Texas,  is  a product  of  this  community,  hi 3 grandparents  being  among 
the  early  settlers.  He  and  I were  young  folks  together." 

The  parentage  of  George  Washington  Crawford  1st  is  not  definitely 
proven,  but  the  one  below  is  offered  a3  possible,  although  there  are 
some  doubtful  points  that  have  not  been  cleared  up.  He  and  his 
widowed  mother  owned  adjoining  property  in  Haywood  County,  but  she 
must  have  married  again  as  land  records  do  not  show  the  property  as 
sold  by  a Crawford.  If  some  record  could  be  found  that  would  prove 
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George  Washington  Crawford  1st 
1801-1894 

her  name  as  "Sarah  Kirby"  that  would  be  sufficient  evidence  that  her 
husband , who  is  shown  in  deeds  as  Geroge  Washington  Crawford,  Senior, 
(1740-1819)  of  Hogwood  County,  North  Carolina,  was  the  father  of  the  one 
lifted  here  as  George  Washington  Crawford,  1st  (1801-1894)  of  Macon 
County,  North  Carolina,  and  was  married  to  Lovrina  Moore,  they  in  turn 
having  a son  with  the  same  name,  in  full  (1834-1905)  who  married  Susan 
Duggar.  This  makes  three,  in  direct  line  of  descent,  by  the  same  name, 
which  no  doubt  had  its  origin  as  the  result  of  the  friendship  between 
President  Washington  and  Col.  Wm.  Crawford  and  his  brother  Valentine, 
Children  of  Sarah  Kirby  and  George  Washington  Crawford,  Senior:

N.  C.,  but  spent  greater  part  of  hi3  life  in  Clay  County, 
where  he  died.  He  married  a Miss  Ledford,  they  having  five 
sons  and  three  daughters,  names  of  none  are  given.  His 
grandson,  R.  Everett  Crawford,  teacher  at  Hayesville,  Clay 
County,  N.  C.  writes:  "Well  do  I remember  my  grandfather, 
as  I was  closely  associated  with  him  from  my  boyhood,  until 
his  death  in  1931,  at  the  age  of  103.  He  was  a grand  old 
man,  weighed  l4o  pounds,  never  used  tobacco  or  alcoholics  in 
his  life,  very  active,  spending  much  of  his  time  fishing  and 
hunting  and  he  never  worried.  He  served  during  the  war  of 
1861-65  with  the  Confederate  Army,  was  captured  and  imprisoned 
on  Govenors  Island  for  about  two  years.  Was  a Baptist, 
believing  that  once  in  grace,  always  in  grace.  I am  a 
Methodist  and  on  hi&  hundredth  birthday,  I asked  him  if  he 
thought  I might  live  to  be  old.  He  replied:  "No,  for  you 
will  kill  yourself  backsliding."

5 - The  fifth  child,  of  G.  W.  Crawford.,  1st,  and  Lovrina  Moore; 
b.  11-7-1834,  Macon  County,  N.  C.,  about  six  miles  from  what 
is  now  Franklin.  In  his  school  work  he  specialized  in  geometry, 
astronomy,  botany,  and  Latin.  He  taught  school  three  years 
until  several  families  who  were  migrating  to  Arkansas  hired 
him  to  go  along,  where  they  established  a school  for  their 
children.  Teachers  were  scarce  then.  While  there  he  met  a 
Dr.  Jaynes  and  they  became  very  close  friends.  Through  him 
he  became  interested  in  the  study  of  medicine.  He  not  only 
had  access  to  the  doctor's  medical  library,  but  they  studied, 
practiced,  and  lectured  together.  Although  he  never  attended 
medical  school,  he  received  his  license  to  practice. 

All  during  the  War  of  1861-65  he  served  with  the  Confederate 
Army,  acting  as  Quartermaster  Sergeant  to  General  Bragg,  who 
was  a personal  friend.  The  year  after  the  close  of  the  war 
he  married  Mary  Susan,  daughter  of  Daniel  David  Duggar  (of 
Irish  descent)  in  Giles  County,  Tenn.,  in  the  15th  District. 

She  was  bom  10-15-1848;  died  11-24-1905*  He  was  a member  of 
the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  a temperance  organization, 
and  Parent -Teachers  Association.  At  different  times  he  lived 
in  North  Carolina,  Arkansas,  Alabama,  and  Kentucky.  He  was 
killed  in  a railroad  accident,  4-10-1905;  buried,  Elsey 
Cemetery,  four  miles  from  Bardwell,  Ky.

In  the  ’’Early  Ancestors  of  the  Crawfords  in  America",  Mr.  Fred  E. 

Crawford  estimates  that  there  must  be  something  like  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  persons  by  the  name  of  Crawford  in  this  country.  All 
of  which  descended  from  an  ancient  Scottish  family  of  Crawfords  first 
known  by  that  name  in  the  twelfth  century.  The  ancestors  of  many 
came  to  this  country  from  Scotland,  but  it  is  believed  that  a much 
larger  number  were  of  Scotch-Irish  extraction. 

That  is,  while  purely  Scotch,  they  and  their  immediate  forbears  had 
lived  in  north  Ireland  for  a century  or  so.  All  Crawfords  everywhere 
are  probably  descended  from  John  Crawford  (Johanned  de  Crawford)  who 
lived  in  the  middle  of  the  12th  century,  and  all  Scotch-Irish  of  the 
name  are  from  one  of  his  descendants  in  perhaps  the  14th  generation; 
Alexander  Crawford  of  Kilbirny  who  went  to  Ireland  soon  after  1610. 

The  family  was  a prolific  one,  for  in  Scotland  at  the  beginning  of 
the  eighteenth  century  there  were  Crawfords  in  more  than  a score  of 
localities,  and  in  Ireland,  in  a dozen  places. 

With  some  American  families,  like  the  Coolidge,  for  instance,  there 
is  but  one  American  ancestor,  but  not  so  with  the  Crawfords,  as 
there  were  many  who  left  their  homes  and  settled  in  various  parts  of 
this  country.  The  result  is  a family  with  a great  many  branches  which 
unite,  not  in  this  country,  but  further  back  in  Ireland  and  Scotland, 

The  American  genealogy  of  one  branch  may  not  help  to  connect  another. 

The  genealogy  of  descendants  of  John  Crawford  of  Virginia,  who  is 
said  to  have  come  to  this  country  from  Scotland  in  1660,  does  not  help  in 
the  branch  of  my  branch,  whose  first  ancestor  was  James  Crawford  who 
came  to  Massachusetts  from  Ireland  in  1726.  However,  both  James  and 
John  descended  from  some  common  ancestor  in  Scotland. 

All  branches  of  Crawfords  have  somewhere,  either  in  Scotland  or 
Ireland,  a common  ancestry  back  of  which  is  a common  heritage,  a 
common  history  and  traditions.  And  these  are  noble  traditions.  The 
mother  of  Sir.  William  Wallace  was  a Crawford,  as  were  the  ances- 
tresses of  the  noble  house  of  Argyle  and  Douglas.  A Crawford  per- 
formed one  of  the  greatest  warlike  feats  in  all  history  when  Dumbar- 
ton Castle  was  surprised  and  taken;  a Crawford  died  at  Flodden  Field; 
a Crawford  won  the  thanks  of  Bruce  at  Brannockburn.  It  would  take 
volumes  to  catalogue  the  exploits  of  those  of  Scotland,  Ireland  and 
America. 

If  any  Crawford  is  unable  to  connect  his  branch  of  the  family  with 
the  main  stalk,  he  may  be  sure,  nevertheless,  that  the  connection  is 
there,  and  someone,  either  in  this  or  subsequent  generation  may 
happen  on  the  connection.  There  is  always  someone  interested  in 
such  things.  The  name  was  taken  from  a tract  of  land  called  Crawford, 
upon  which  a family  lived  and  was  firmly  seated  about  the  year  of 
1100,  when  people  in  Scotland  began  to  assume  surnames,  that  is  to  say, 
family  names. 
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Crawford 


Previous  to  that,  a man  was  known  by  a given  name  to  which  was  added  a 
name  descriptive  of  some  peculiarity  of  person,  or  of  the  office  he  held , 
or  of  some  act  that  he  had  performed,  by  which  he  was  distinguished  from 
others.  The  Scotch  most  always  took  the  name  of  the  lands  on  which  they 
lived. 

The  name  in  some  way  seems  to  be  connected  with  the  river  Cree,  in  Gal- 
loway about  fifty  miles  southwest  of  the  barony  of  the  Crawfords.  There 
is  a somewhat  romantic  tradition  that  one  Mackorknock,  a younger  son  of 
the  Richmond  family  and  grandson  of  the  Duke  of  Brittany  who  died  1008, 
was  one  day  fighting  on  the  side  of  the  Scotch  on  the  banks  of  the  river 
of  Cree.  Mackornock  discovered  a ford  across  the  Cree  by  means  of  which 
the  Scotch  won  a great  victory  that  day.  For  this  service  Mackornock 
was  given  a grant  of  land  to  which  the  name  of  Creeford  (finally  Crawford) 
was  given  in  memory  of  victory  at  the  ford  of  the  Cree. 

The  conditions  existing  in  Scotland  from  the  middle  of  the  eleventh 
century  on,  make  it  quite  possible  that  this  is  historically  true.  There 
probably  were  battles  along  the  Cree  and  certain  there  were  men  of  rank 
and  blood  from  noble  families  of  Normandy  and  Brittany  at  the  court  of 
the  Scottish  kings  of  that  period.  Whatever  the  origin  of  the  name, 
writers  tell  us  that  the  Richmonds  and  the  Crawfords  had  a common 
origin  in  the  ruling  house  of  Brittany,  and  we  find  a family  related  to 
the  Richmonds  seated,  that  is  to  say,  firmly  established  upon  the  barony 
of  Crawford  in  Clydesdale,  the  Valley  of  the  Clyde,  in  Lanarkshire,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  12th  century. 

Some  antiquarians  claim  that  the  more  probable  derivation  of  the 
name  is  from  the  Celtic  work  "cru"  meaning  bloody,  and  the  word 
"ford",  meaning  a river  crossing  or  pass.  The  fact  that  the  name  was 
often  spelled  "Cruford"  may  seem  to  lend  significance  to  this  opinion. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  name  has  been  spelled  a dozen  different 
ways,  a few  of  which  were  Crafuird,  Crafford,  Crafurd , Crawfurd, 

Cruford,  Croffard,  Crofford,  Crafard,  Crawforth,  Crofut,  Crawfurds, 
Crawforde,  but  the  one  most  commonly  used  in  America  is  Crawford.  Some 
claim  the  name  derived  from  the  Celtic  words,  "Crodh"  and  "port", 
meaning  a sheltered  place.  This  does  not  seem  to  fit  the  territory 
of  Crawford  very  well  as  it  is  hilly  and  by  no  means  shut  in,  as  are 
many  places  in  the  Highlands.  The  Valley  of  the  Clyde  is  broad  and 
the  meadow  farms  are  large  and  level, 

Mr,  Fred  E.  Crawford  visited  Crawford- John  in  the  summer  of  1928  and  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  may  never  be  able  to  do  the  same,  has  given  us 
a splendid  description  of  that  visit.  "Coming  south  from  Glascow  tp 
Carlisle  the  village  of  Crawf ord-John  is  found  about  two  miles  from 
the  main  thoroughfare  running  up  the  Valley  of  Clyde,  It  is  a compact 
hamlet  of  some  twenty  stone  buildings,  with  very  narrow  streets.  The 
ancient  church  building  is  still  standing,  in  which  no  doubt,  some  of  the 
early  Crawford's  attended  service, 
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Crawford 


The  outside  is  intact,  but  later  alterations  have  destroyed  the 
ancient  interior.  The  building  is  now  the  home  of  the  Established 
church  of  the  Parish.  We  looked  for  stones  in  the  churchyard  bearing 
the  none , but  inasmuch  as  the  family  left  this  part  of  Scotland  in 
1528,  we,  of  course,  found  none.  There  is  also  a free  kirk  with  a 
modern  building.  Just  on  the  edge  of  the  village  are  the  ruins  of 
the  castle,  now  a great  heap  of  granite  blocks.  It  must  have  been  a 
formidable  building  in  its  day. 

In  the  school  house  were  about  thirty  pupils,  taught  by  a fine  up- 
standing Scotchman  with  red  hair  and  a university  degree.  His  pred- 
ecessor, who  died  three  years  before,  taught  in  the  same  classroom 
forty-two  years.  There  were  shops  for  the  sale  of  merchandise,  and 
a post  office  with  a motherly  woman  as  postmistress  who  had  lived  in 
the  village  all  her  life  and  knew  much  of  its  history.  North  of  the 
cross-road  leading  to  Crawf ord-John  stretched  for  many  miles  the 
Scottish  moors,  which  are  great,  rounded  hills,  one  after  another, 
with  valleys  more  or  less  deep  between  them,  and  covered  with  nothing 
but  heather  — not  a shrub  or  a tree  anywhere,  Crawf ord-John  was  in 
one  of  these  valleys, 

% 

A stream  of  considerable  size  comes  out  of  the  moors  and  after  meander- 
ing through  the  meadows  near  the  village,  enters  the  Clyde  river.  We 
rode  for  hours  over  the  desolate  moors,  which  seemed  more  desolate 
and  forbidding  because  the  'day  was  rainy.  South  of  Crawf ord-John  the 
land,  both  hills  and  meadows,  is  covered  with  farms,  and  we  saw  no 
more  of  the  moors.  The  nearest  village  is  Crawford,  about  six  miles 
further  south.  The  village  of  Crawford  is  on  the  Clyde  and  has  several 
buildings  in  modern  type.  Across  the  Clyde  can  still  be  seen  the 
ruins  of  the  old  castle  of  Crawford.  Altogether,  the  upper  Clyde 
Valley  and  the  two  ancient  homes  of  the  family  are  beautiful  and  de- 
lightful places  in  which  to  spend  a summer  holiday,  but  must  be  bleak 
and  dreary  in  winter. 

This  ancient  home  of  the  family  is  most  favorably  located.  It  is 
about  halfway  between  the  beautiful  Lake  Region  of  England  and  the 
Highlands  of  Scotland,  places  every  visitor  to  the  British  Isles  wishes 
to  see.  It  is  within  easy  driving  distance  of  Glascow,  Stirling, 
Linlithgow,  and  Edinburgh,  with  Melrose  Abbey  not  far  away.  The  broad 
valley  of  the  Clyde,  the  brook  wandering  through  the  meadows,  and  above 
all  the  mysterious  and  treacherous  moors  stretching  far  to  the  north, 
combine  to  form  a landscape  long  to  be  remembered. 

To  know  the  family  that  has  brought  us  into  being  has  its  roots  firmly 
planted  in  the  distant  past  gives  us  a feeling  of  dignity  and  respect 
for  ourselves,  just  as  a well-rooted  ancient  tree  with  its  trunk  and 
branches  still  sturdily  resisting  the  storms  and  changes  of  time  is  an 
object  of  respect,  and  a thing  of  dignity.  It  should  cause  us  to  very 
humbly  resolve  to  add  to  it  something  worthwhile  to  pass  to  future 
generations*

In  the  College  Of  Arms  in  London,  there  are,  among  other  most  inter- 
esting things,  a half  dozen  coats  of  arms  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
Crawfords,  On  all  of  them,  however,  much  they  might  differ  in  other 
respects,  was  this  band  of  ermine,  a fesse  ermine.  That  was  the  common 
feature  which  stood  for  the  name.  The  coat  of  arms  most  commonly  used 
by  Crawford  families: 

"Quarterly,  first  and  fourth  gules,  a fesse  ermine,  second  and  third 
argent,  anescutcheon  sable,  two  spears  saltire. 

Crest— A phoenix  rising  from  the  flames  gules, 

Supporters-two  stags*  heads  gules, 

Motto-God  Shaw  the  right. " Several  other  mottoes  are  given, 

As  to  colors,  gules  is  red,  sable  is  black,  and  argent,  silver  or  white. 

The  ermine  is  for  Crawford  of  Crawford, 

The  sable  escutcheon  for  Loudoun  of  Loudoun. 

The  spears,  granted  for  service  at  Bannockburn, 

The  stag  heads  were  granted  by  David  I. 

The  motto  usually  given  is 

"God  shaw  the  right". 

Out  of  the  middle  ages,  down  through  the  centuries  comes  the  proud 
custom  and  romantic  tradition  of  ancestral  coat  of  arms.  Devised  in 
remote  days  of  chivalry,  borne  by  knights  in  tournaments  and  on  ancient 
battle  fields,  cherished  by  illustrious  forebears  of  ages  past,  and 
handed  down  from  generation  to  generation  as  sacred  emblems  of  family 
honor,  the  coat  of  arms  is  an  object  of  pride  and  distinction  for  its 
bearer  of  today,  and  an  heirloom  which  should  be  treasured  for  coming 
generations. 

Since  it  is  hereditary,  American  descendants  of  British  and  Continental 
families  have  the  right  to  bear  the  arms  of  their  ancestors.  With  the 
growing  interest  in  pedigree  and  the  increased  interest  in  genealogy 
among  cultured  Americans,  the  subject  is  now  experiencing  a revival  of 
general  attention.  The  origin  of  heraldry  may  be  traced  back  to  the 
dawn  of  history.  Primitive  peoples  painted  and  tatooed  tribal  badges 
on  their  bodies;  the  ancient  Hebrews,  Egyptians,  Chinese,  and  Japanese 
used  symbols,  comparable  with  the  insignia  of  heraldry;  the  Aztecs  of 
Mexico  carried  shields  and  banners  bearing  personal  or  tribal  devices; 
heroes  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome  inscribed  hereditary  insignia  on 
their  shield.  Centuries  later  the  Norman  invaders  of  England  in  1006  bore 
shields  emblazoned  with  crudely  devised  insignia. 

When  an  Iroquois  Indian  revealed  the  sign  of  a beaver,  everybody  in 
Inoiandom  knew  at  once  that  he  was  a member  of  that  clan,  and  treated 
him  as  such.  The  same  idea  exists  when  one  wears  the  insignia  of  a fra- 
ternal organization.  He  is  recognized  as  one  who  is  entitled  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  order.

Fundamentally,  that  was  what  the  coat  of  arms  was  for,  and  on  oc- 
casions it  was  very  important,  for  instance,  when  retainers  went 
into  battle  led  by  their  feudal  lord,  he  like  all  other  leaders 
and  knights,  was  encased  in  armor  and  looked  like  all  the  rest.  It 
was  only  by  the  coat  of  arms  on  the  shields  that  the  common  soldier 
could  pick  out  their  leader.  The  insignia  of  the  various  divisions 
of  the  army  of  the  world  war  one  were  incipient  coat  of  arms,  and 
were  worn  with  as  much  pride  as  did  old  Galfridus  de  Crawford. 

True  heraldry,  in  a sense  of  a svstemized  science  of  hereditary 
bearings,  dates  from  the  early  twelfth  century.  There  is  no  record 
of  the  use  of  such  bearings  during  the  first  crusade  of  1006,  and 
they  were  extremely  rare  in  the  second  crusade  of  1147.  But  by 
1189  a number  of  shields  borne  in  the  third  crusade  were  emblazoned. 
The  great  seal  of  Richard,  the  Lion-Hearted  in  the  same  year  shows 
his  shield  charged  with  a Lion  rampant. 

Three  factors  contributed  to  the  rise  of  heraldry.  First,  man's 
natural  desire  to  enhance  his  personal  appearance,  which  found  ex- 
pression in  the  ornamentation  of  his  military  equipment;  secondly, 
the  need  among  warriors  who  covered  their  heads  and  bodies  with 
armor,  for  identifying  marks  easily  recognizable  in  the  press  of 
battle;  and  thirdly,  the  need,  in  an  age  when  few  could  write  and 
personal  seals  served  instead  of  signatures  on  official  and  private 
papers.  Heraldry  was  the  answer  to  these  requirements  of  the  times, 
and  with  swiftness  it  came  into  use. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  thirteenth  century  princes,  nobles, 
knights,  and  gentry  adopted  the  custom  and  proudly  displayed  their 
arms  in  architectural  and  household  decorations;  in  jewelry,  in 
embroidery  as  well  as  on  war  paraphernalia  from  the  practice  of 
embroidering  the  family  device  on  the  sure oat,  worn  over  the  coat  of 
mail,  comes  the  expression  of  coat  of  arms.  As  the  coat  of  arms  be- 
came more  numerous,  confusion  resulted  from  the  unrestrained  adoption 
or  alteration  of  arms  and  from  the  practice  by  feudal  lords  of  allow- 
ing favorite  followers  to  use  their  bearings.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  fifteenth  century  a proclamation  of  the  king  prohibited  there- 
after in  England  the  assumption  of  arms  except  by  virtue  of  inher- 
itance, or  by  grant  of  the  crown. 

Love  of  ancestry  is  an  instinct  deeply  rooted  in  man’s  nature.  Pride 
of  ancestry  is  an  admirable  trait,  contributing  to  a healthy  self- 
respect  and  the  stirring  ambition  to  add  something  worthwhile  to  the 
line,  for  those  coming  after.  To  those  interested  in  such  matters 
genealogical  research  is  a fascinating  pastime.  An  enthusiasm  is 
aroused  like  that  of  a hunter  or  the  treasure  seeker,  and  success 
in  conquest  gives  great  satisfaction  causing  one  to  feel  that  the 
research  was  worthwhile.

The  following  shows  how  some  of  the  Crawfords  retained  their  old 
Scottish  pugnacity  after  coming  to  America,  From  the  court  records 
of  the  Justice  of  Peace,  in  Watertown,  Mass,;  "Middlesex,  Watertown, 

June  4,  1737  before  Nathaniel  Harris,  Esq,  & C.,  James  Crawford, 
husbandman  of  Newton,  has  complained  of  himself  that  he  broke  the 
King's  Peace  by  striking  one  Obediah  Fisk  of  Newton  on  the  2nd  day 
of  June  Current  and  paid  a fine  of  five  shillings  to  the  King." 

James  was  not  driven  by  conscience  to  come  into  court  and  make  com- 
plaint against  himself.  It  was  the  Scotch  in  him,  for  in  those  days 
the  complainant  received  one-half  of  the  fine. 

It  seems  clear  that  at  the  earliest  time  in  which  there  is  any  record 
of  the  name  there  were  two  families  of  Crawfords,  one  on  the  Barony 
of  Crawford  and  one  on  the  Barony  of  Crawf ord-John,  Just  when  the 
original  Barony  was  divided  is  not  known. 

Galfridus  De  Crawford,  a man  of  mark  and  distinction  in  the  reigns  of 
Malcolm  IV  and  King  William  was  a witness  to  a charter  of  Roger,  3ishop 
of  St.  Andrews,  concerning  the  freedom  and  independency  of  the  monastery 
of  Kelso  in  1187.  He  was  a witness  of  another  charter  of  the  same 
bishop  to  the  Monastery  of  Coldingham,  inter  1189  et  1202.  In  the  time 
of  King  William,  Galfridus  is  found  witnessing  the  pious  deeds  of  this 
prince  to  the  religious  of  Arbroath  and  seems  to  have  had  some  relation 
to  the  Court  under  this  King.

About  this  time  there  was  a Gaulterus  de  Crawford,  who  is  likewise  men- 
tioned in  a charter  of  Roger,  bishop  of  St.  Andrews,  ante  1202.  Whether 
he  was  a brother  to  Galfridus,  or  another  family,  cannot  be  determined. 

It  seems  more  probable  that  he  was  a son  of  Johannes  de  Crawford. 

Sir  Reginald  De  Crawford,  son  of  Galfridus  was  a witness  to  a charter 
of  Richard  le  Bard  of  the  monastery  of  Kelso.  He  had  three  sons,  William, 
Adam,  John,  in  the  year  of  1228.  No  account  is  found  of  William  and 
Adam,  but  he  was  succeeded  by  the  son. 

Sir  John  De  Crawford,  is  mentioned  in  connection  with  donations  to  the- mon- 
astery of  Kelso.  It  is  known  that  this  Sir  John  de  Crawford  was  baron 
of  the  3arony  of  Crawford  in  Lanarkshire,  and  from  the  Chronicle  of 
Melrose  it  may  be  learned  that  he  died  in  1248.  He  left  as  issue  two 
daughters,  Margaret  who  married  Archibald,  Lord  Douglas,  who  acquired 
with  her  part  of  the  lordship  of  Crawford  with  several  other  lands. 

From  her  descended  the  earls  of  Douglas  and  Angus,  so  prominent  in 
the  history  of  Scotland  two  centuries  later.  The  second  daughter 
married  Sir  David  de  Lindsay,  ancestor  of  the  earls  of  Crawford,  who 
acquired  with  her  the  barony  of  Crawford,  which  afterwards  became  the 
chief  title  of  his  family.  Therefore  when  one  meets  in  Scottish, 
and  English  history  the  name  of,  "Earl  of  Crawford",  he  may  know  that 
he  is  a "Lindsay  and  a descendant  of  that  young  woman  of  the  thirteenth 
century  whose  given  name  is  unrecorded.

Sir  John  died  without  male  issue,  in  1248,  in  him  ended  the  male  line 
of  the  first  branch  of  that  ancient  and  noble  family  of  Crawfords.  It 
may  be  added  that  David  de  Lindsay  made  a great  figure  under  King 
William.  This  is  the  David  who  got  the  Barony  of  Crawford  by  marrying 
the  daughter  of  Sir  John  de  Crawford.  Before  the  beginning  of  World 
War  II,  there  were  six  Lindsay  Castles  in  Scotland,  one  in  London,  and 
two  in  Ireland. 

Taking  up  the  other  branch  of  the  family  living  in  Crawford- John,  the 
first  name  in  public  records  is,  Johannes  De  Crawford  in  Clydesdale, 
mentioned  in  the  register  of  Kelso  about  1144.  Thomas  Crawford,  the 
historian  and  antiquary,  writing  about  1660,  thought  that  Johannes  was 
a younger  brother  of  Galfridus,  the  feudal  lord  of  Crawford.  If  this 
is  so,  the  division  of  the  original  barony  into  Crawford  and  Crawford- John 
may  have  been  made  by  them  or  their  immediate  ancestors. 

Galuterus  De  Crawford  flourished  in  the  time  of  William  the  Lion,  and 
was  a contemporary  of  Galfridus.  He  witnessed  a charter  of  Roger,  Bishop 
of  St.  Andrews,  confirming  a donation  to  the  monastery  of  Coldingham, 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

Sir  Reginald  De  Crawford,  who  made  quite  a figure  in  the  reign  of  King 
Alexander  third,  by  whom  he  was  highly  esteemed.  He  was  made  heritable 
Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Ayr,  which  honorable  office  was  long  enjoyed 
by  his  posterity.  Reginald  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  James  de  Louden, 
with  whom  came  lands  and  the  Barony  of  Louden  in  Ayshire,  which  after- 
wards became  the  chief  title  of  the  family.  He  died  about  1250,  leaving 
two  sons,  Hugh  and  John.  See  chart  on  page 

Thomas  Crawford,  on  April  2,  1578,  captured  from  Sir  James  Fleming, 
Dumbarton  Castle,  at  that  time  deemed  impregnable,  and  the  family 
crest  was  put  on  the  wall. 

Kilbirnie  Castle  and  Kirk  were  ancient  possessions  of  the  family. 

The  Kirk  especially  attracts,  because  on  the  front  gallery  are  em- 
blazoned the  armorial  bearings  of  twelve  families  with  whom  the  Craw- 
fords were  allied. 

The  abbeys,  Kelso,  Melrose,  and  others  were  founded  by  King  David, 

Their  magnificent  ruins  stand  about  thirty-five  miles  southeast  of 
Edinburgh.  Several  Crawfords  made  endowments  to  such  foundations. 

Laurence  Crawford  in  1547  settled  upon  his  chapel  in  Drumray,  a liberal 
fund  to  celebrate  divine  service  for  himself,  wife,  and  all  faithful 
deceased. 


In  the  Robert  Burns  Museum  a rent  receipt  is  found  made  out  to  the 
Countess  Cruford  (Crawford)  dated  March  14,  1783  at  Ayr.  This  museum 
is  located  in  the  birthplace  of  Burns  at  Alloway,  Ayshire,  Scotland 
and  contains  many  Burns  relics.  This  shows  that  the  two  families  must 
have  lived  in  the  same  section. 
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Crawford 


Looking  over  the  list  of  those  who  migrated  to  America,  one  might  think 
at  first  glance  that  all  came  here,  but  not  so,  descendants  continue 
to  live  in  the  original  haunts,  and  all  over  the  world.  Physically, 
they  are  recorded  as  having  been  of  large  stature,  strong,  of  considerable 
endurance,  with  a high  moral  sense  and  personal  dignity.  Dr.  N.  H. 
Crawford,  a family  Historian,  refers  to  their  firmness  and  fearlessness. 
Longevity  is  another  of  their  traits.  One  historian  states  that  who 
reached  maturity  lived  to  the  average  age  of  eighty-seven  years.  Many 
have  lived  to  be  more  than  one  hundred. 

Towns  by  the  name  of  Crawford  are  found  in  the  states  of  Colorado,  Georgia, 
Kansas,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Tennessee,  Virginia, 
Florida,  Mississippi,  Washington.  Those  by  the  name  of  Crawf ordsville 
are  found  in  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Indiana,  Oregon.  There  are  eighteen 
counties  by  the  name,  and  any  number  of  streets.  There  is  a long  list  of 
emigrant  Crawfords,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  some  were  among 
the  first  settlers.  Among  the  early  settlers  was  James  Crawford  who 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George  Campbell  of  Londonberry.  He  settled 
in  Mass,  and  is  the  ancestor  of  Fred  E.  Crawford,  A.  B.  of  the  Mass.  Bar, 
the  author  of  "The  Early  Ancestors  of  the  Crawfords  of  America," 

Among  those  who  settled  in  the  South  was  John,  a descendant  of  the  long 
line  of  earls  of  Crawford  of  Kilbirnie,  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  who  was 
born  1600.  With  his  son  David  he  landed  in  Jamestown,  Virginia,  about 
1643.  Deeds  show  that  he  was  an  extensive  land  owner.  He  was  killed 
in  Bacon's  rebellion,  he  being  one  of  the  organizers, 

David,  1st,  son  of  the  above  John,  was  born  in  Scotland  1625  and  came 
to  America  with  his  father  about  1643.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  a 
small  child.  He  owned  extensive  lands  in  the  counties  of  New  Kent 
(Hanover)  and  James  City,  also  many  slaves.  The  land  upon  which  Rich- 
mond was  built  belonged  to  him.  He  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1710. 

The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known  but  church  records  show  his  children 
as: 


1- Elizabeth,  b.  1656;  d.  1762;  m.  Nicholas  Merriweather  in  1673  who 
was  owner  of  vast  tracts  of  land  in  Hanover  and  Albemarle  counties 
in  Virginia.  One  of  the  patents  of  17,952  acres  was  granted  by 
King  George  II. 

2- Judith,  b.  1658;  m.  Robert  Lewis 

3- Angelina,  b.  1660,  d.  1679;  m.  a Mr.  McGuire 

4- David  II,  called  Captain  David,  b,  1662;  d.  1762.  Lived  greater 
part  of  his  life  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  where  he  was  born. 

In  his  late  years  he  lived  in  Amherst  County,  where  he  died,  and 
his  will  was  probated  9-6-1762.  He  was  prominent  in  St.  Peter's 
Parish.  He  married  Elizabeth  Smith,  both  living  to  be  more 
than  one  hundred  years  old.

The if  children:  David  3rd,  b.  1697;  m.  Ann  Anderson,  they  having  13 
children;  James,  b.  1698,  9 children;  John,  b.  1701,  m.  Mary  Duke,  7 
children,  Mary,  b,  1703;  m,  John  Rhodes,  one  child;  Judith,  b.  1705; 
ra.  Joseph  Terry,  8 children;  Michael,  b.  1707;  m.  Elizabeth  Terrell, 
and  settled  on  the  Great  Pedee,  S,  C,,  where  he  reared  a large  family, 
three  sons  settling  in  Georgia, 

Among  the  children  of  Michael  and  Elizabeth  Terrell  was  a Thomas  who 
was  born  1736  and  married  Elizabeth  Alston,  in  1763.  They  lived  in 
Brunswick  county,  Virginia,  where  some  of  their  children  were  born, 

Raleigh,  N.  C.,  Halifax,  then  moved  to  Green  County,  Georgia  in  1794. 

These  families  furnished  to  Georgia,  as  well  as  many  other  places, 
many  substantial  citizens. 

A Thomas  Crawford  from  Scotland  settled  in  Virginia  about  1643.  One  of 
his  descendants,  Joel  Crawford  married  Fannie  Harris  and  by  her  was  the 
father  of  William  Harris  Crawford,  b,  1772;  d.  1834,  of  Virginia  and 
Georgia.  He  was  Lawyer,  Jurist,  Senator,  Minister  to  France,  Secretary 
of  war  in  Madison's  cabinet,  Secretary  of  the  Cabinets  of  Madison  and 
Monroe,  and  presidential  candidate.  He  was  said  to  have  been  a tall 
and  strikingly  handsome  man,  one  whose  head  seemed  to  rise  above  others, 
in  any  crowd.  Appearing  in  Court  as  the  U.  S.  Minister  to  France, 

Napolean  said  that  he  was  the  only  man  that  he  ever  had  the  inclination 
to  bow  to  twice,  which  he  did.  This  was  rare,  if  not  an  unprecedented 
occurrence  at  Napoleon's  Court. 

Dr.  Nathan  Crawford,  (1775-1861)  son  of  Charles  Crawford  and  Jane  Maxwell 
of  Virginia  and  Georgia,  was  the  first  surgeon  to  successfully  perform 
the  operation  of  placing  a silver  plate  in  a broken  skull, 

Frank  Baldwin  Crawford,  Winchester,  Virginia,  was  born  11-15-1864  in 
Frederick  County,  Virginia;  M.  A.  Degree  at  Washington  and  Lee  Universities 
m.  1908  to  Laura  Washington  Gold,  they  having  a daughter  who  is  the  wife 
of  Raleigh  Moore  Engle,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hampton, 
Virginia,  and  two  small  grand  daughters.  He  was  a teacher  at  Shenandoah 
Valley  Military  School,  and  in  1945  furnished  the  following  resume  of 
his  branch  of  the  family  of  Crawfords: 

"In  1728  there  was  living  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  a James  Crawford  who 
patented  156  acres  of  land  in  Cumberland  County,  Pa.  on  which  he  erected 
a log  and  stone  house  on  the  north  bank  of  Yellow  Breeches  Creek,  with 
a water  from  a spring  flowing  through  the  cellar.  This  was  nine  miles 
southwest  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  I have  visited  the  place.  Here  he  died 
in  1776,  after  rearing  a family  of  two  daughters  and  four  sons.  All  of 
the  sons  were  soldiers  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  son  James  studied 
medicine  under  his  father-in-law  in  1789  and  located  in  Strassburg, 
Shenendoah  County,  Virginia.  The  son,  David  J.  became  a merchant  in 
Woodstock,  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia  and  reared  a family  of  four  sons 
and  four  daughters;  William  A.  took  his  degree  at  the  Delaware  college, 
and  later  became  a professor  at  that  institution.  His  brothers  grad- 
uated at  the  same  school  and  the  sisters  were  all  educated  women.  All  of 
these  were  of  good  height,  the  men  being  six  feet  and  over,  and  all  were 
of  the  Presbyterian  faith."

Two  Crawford  brothers,  kinsmen  of  John  and  his  son  David,  came  from 
Lanarkshire,  Scotland  in  1670.  William  settled  in  Delaware  and  married 
a Hougenot  lady  of  a distinguished  family,  their  descendants  locating  in 
Penna.,  Md.  and  Ohio,  while  George  and  his  three  sons,  William,  Alexander, 
John  moved  to  Virginia,  in  Norfolk  Parish. 

Of  these,  William  married  Honoria  Valentine,  a prominent  Virginia  family 
of  French  descent.  He  was  born  1692  in  Delaware  and  died  1736  in 
Frederick  county,  Virginia.  She  was  born  1700  and  died  1780.  They  had 
two  sons,  William  and  Valentine.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  Honoria 
married  a Mr.  Stevenson,  they  having  four  sons, 

William  and  George  Washington  were  born  in  the  same  year,  1732,  and  ap- 
parently were  good  friends.  George  boarded  in  the  home  of  his  mother, 
while  he  was  attending  school.  In  a diary  he  kept  George,  makes  mention 
of  the  six  boys  as  being  big  and  strong  and  how  they  hurt  his  pride  in 
being  his  match  in  wrestling,  jumping  and  what  they  called  the  Indian 
hug. 

The  author,  Dr.  S.  Weir  Mitchell,  M.  D.,  of  "The  Youth  of  Washington", 
used  the  diary  of  George  for  his  book,  in  which  mention  is  made  of 
William  Crawford  having  been  the  one  who  was  burned  by  the  Indians,  and 
he  served  under  him  during  the  war.  He  also  assisted  George  while  he 
was  surveying  Frederick  County,  Virginia.  William  married  Hannah  Voice, 

Valentine , the  brother  to  Col.  William  Crawford,  was  born  1734.  He  was 
about  two  years  old  when  his  father  died;  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War;  voted  for  George  Washington  when  he  was  a candidate  of  the  House 
of  Burgess;  moved  from  Frederick  County,  Virginia  to  North  Carolina; 
had  several  children,  but  Moses  who  was  born  1756  is  only  one  given  in 
records.  The  names  of  none  of  the  children  of  his  brother,  Col.  William, 
have  been  found. 

It  is  probable  that  the  three  George  Washington  Crawfords  of  North  Car- 
olina were  descendants  of  the  above  two  brothers,  since  the  given  name  of 
Valentine  continues  down  the  line,  to  the  present  generation.

The  origin  of  the  name  of  Lindsay:  "The  name  is  an  old  English  one 
denoting,  "Lime  Tree",  of  which  there  were  two:  one  in  Lincoln,  and 
one  in  Essex.  From  the  place  name  came  the  surname,  which  originally 
was  De  Lindsay.  The  family  early  located  in  Scotland  and  was  estab- 
lished there  during  the  time  of  David  I.  Those  known  as  "Lightsome 
Lindsays"  are  about  the  only  ones  who  have  formed  themselves  into  a 
Clan  Society.  This  they  did  in  October  1897,  under  the  presidency  of 
the  Right  Hon.  Earl  of  Crawford,  Chief  of  the  Clan.  To  the  "Clan  Lindsay" 
we  are  indebted  for  the  exouisite  song,  "Auld  Robin  Gray",  which  is  a 
composition  by  Lady  Anne  Lindsay,  eldest  daughter  of  James  Lindsay,  the 
fifth  Earl  of  Balcarres.  She  was  born  1750.  The  headquarters  of  the 
Society  are  in  Edinburgh,  with  a branch  office  in  Glascow,  Scotland. 

Up  to  the  time  of  World  War  Two,  there  were  six  Lindsay  Castles  in 
Scotland,  one  in  London,  and  two  in  Ireland.  See  page  156  for  the  con- 
nection of  Crawf ord-Lindsay."

The  Burning  of  Crawford 

The  frontier  settlements  of  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  had  been  greatly 
harrassed  by  repeated  attacks  of  bands  of  Indians,  under  the  leadership 
of  "Girty"  and  some  of  the  Shawnee  and  Wyndots  Chiefs,  during  the  en- 
tire period  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  the  early  spring  of  1782 
these  savage  invasions  became  so  freauent  and  galling,  that  because  of 
the  common  mode  of  fighting,  when  forced  to  do  so  in  self  defense,  proved 
so  inefficient,  it  was  found  absolutely  necessary  to  carry  the  war  into 
the  country  of  the  enemy. 

For  this  purpose  an  expedition  against  the  Wyndots  on  the  Sandusky  was 
gotten  up  in  May  and  put  under  the  command  of  Col,  Wm.  Crawford,  (P.  151, 
134)  a brave  soldier  of  the  revolution.  This  force,  amounting  to  about 
four  hundred  or  more  volunteers,  began  their  march  through  the  wilder- 
ness, northwest  of  the  Ohio  River,  on  May  25th  and  reached  the  plains 
of  Sandusky  June  5th. 

Much  dissatisfaction  prevailed  among  the  men  during  the  march,  and  on 
one  occasion  a small  body  abandoned  the  expedition,  returning  to  their 
homes.  The  others  continued  on,  and  arriving  at  one  of  the  principle 
towns  of  the  enemy  where  they  expected  to  engage  in  battle,  they  found 
it  deserted.  Yielding  to  the  wishes  of  the  men,  Col.  Crawford  and  his 
officers  called  a council  and  decided  to  abandon  the  trip  if  they  met 
with  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  during  their  march  next  day. 

This  conclusion  had  barely  been  reached  when  Crawford's  scouts  came  in 
with  reports  that  a large  body  of  Indians  were  approaching.  They  made 
preparations  and  engaged  in  fierce  fighting  from  mid  afternoon  until 
dark,  with  heavy  losses  on  both  sides.  During  the  night  Crawford's  men 
slept  on  their  guns,  as  the  enemy  was  being  reinforced  with  other  fight- 
ers. At  the  end  of  the  second  day  of  fighting,  Crawford  and  his  officers 
held  council  and  determined  to  retreat  under  cover  of  night.  About  nine 
the  retreat  began  but  in  a short  time  they  discovered  that  they 
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Crawford 


were  surrounded  by  the  Indians.  A lone  voice  in  the  dark  called 
out  that  their  plans  had  been  discovered  and  that  the  enemy  would 
soon  be  upon  them.  At  the  same  time  the  firing  of  guns  was  heard 
back  of  them,  in  the  direction  of  the  camp  of  the  Indians. 

Instantly  the  cavalry  was  scattered  and,  as  usual,  each  man  en- 
deavored to  save  himself  as  best  he  could.  A prodigious  uproar 
ensued  and  it  was  quickly  communicated  to  the  enemy  that  the  white 
men  had.  routed  themselves  and  that  they  had.  nothing  to  do  but  pick 
up  the  stragglers.  A scene  of  confusion  and  carnage  took  place 
that  beggars  description.  All  that  night  and  the  next  day  the 
hunting  out,  running  down,  and  butchering  of  the  stragglers  con- 
tinued without  intermission.  Among  the  few  prisoners  taken  was 
Col.  Crawford,  and  Dr.  Knight  who  was  from  Pittsburg  and  had 
accompanied  the  expedition  as  a surgeon. 

On  the  tenth  day  of  June  they  were  marched  toward  one  of  the 
principle  towns  of  the  Ityandots  where  they  arrived  the  next  day. 

Here  they  beheld  the  mangled  bodies  of  some  of  their  late  companions 
and  had  to  witness  the  butchering  of  others.  Crawford  was  undressed, 
his  body  painted  black,  and  forced  to  sit  near  a large  blazing  fire. 
In  this  situation  he  was  surrounded  by  the  old  women  and  boys  of 
the  town,  derided,  and  severely  beaten  with  clubs  and  sticks. 

While  this  was  going  on,  the  men  were  busy  sinking  a large  stake 
into  the  ground  in  the  center  of  brush  wood  and  hickory  sticks, 
about  twelve  or  fifteen  feet. 

These  preparations  completed.,  his  hands  were  securely  tied  behind 
his  back  and  he  was  fastened  to  the  stake  by  his  hands.  The  pile 
of  brush  was  fired  in  several  places  and  flames  quickly  curled 
into  the  air.  For  more  than  two  hours  did  this  gallant  soldier 
survive  at  the  flame  girdled  stake  and  during  the  last  half  of  the 
time,  he  was  put  through  every  torture  which  savage  ingenuity 
could  devise  with  hellish  vengeance.  Repeatedly  he  sank  beneath 
the  pain  and  suffocation,  only  to  be  aroused  by  new  tortures. 

Only  once  did  he  utter  a word,  when  he  called  to  Girty,  who  was 
sitting  on  his  horse  calmly  viewing  the  proceedings,  to  shoot  him 
in  the  heart  and  quickly  end  his  agonies.  This  Girty  refused  to  do. 

When  the  vital  spark  of  life  had  fled,  his  body,  black,  swollen 
and  senseless,  lay  at  the  foot  of  the  stake.  Dr.  Knight,  who  had 
bean  forced  to  witness  the  scene,  was  placed  in  charge  of  a Shawnee 
warrior  to  be  taken  to  Chillicothe,  where  ho  was  due  to  share  the 
same  fate  as  his  late  companions.  However,  he  managed  to  effect 
his  escape  and  after  wandering  through  the  wilderness  for  three 
weeks,  in  a state  bordering  on  starvation,  he  2’eached  Pittsburg. 

He  later  published  a Journal  of  the  tragedies  of  the  trip.  From 
this  Journal,  many  accounts  of  the  burning  of  Crawford  have  been 
published.  One  by  Galagar.  (See  Life  of  "Girty".)

It  is  probable  that  the  settle- 
ment of  the  family  on  the  barony 
of  Cravford  was  made  in  this 
reign.

This  king,  Donald,  attempted 
to  drive  out  the  foreign 
gentry,  indicating  that  there 
were  many  there. 

Sometime  in  these  two  reigns 
the  barony  of  Cravford  was 
divided,  the  northerly  part 
becoming  Cravford -John. 

David  was  educated  in  England. 
Some  have  thought  that  the 
founder  of  Crawford  "went 
north"  with  him  when  he  ascend- 
ed the  throne,  but  that  would 
not  give  time  enough  for  the 
occasion  for  a division  to 
arise,  which  was  before  1154. 
Galfridus  de  Crawford  and 
Johannes  de  Crawford -John  were 
both  living  during  this  reign 
and  probably  during  part  of 
the  next. 

Gaulterus  de  Crawford  may  have 
been  bom  during  this  reign. 

Gaulyerus  de  Crawford  flour- 
ished during  this  reign, 
mentioned  II89  to  1202. 

Sir  Reginald  de  Crawford  is 
mentioned  in  1220  and  in  1227 
to  1232.  His  sons  Hugh  and 
John  were  probably  bom  in 
this  reign.

How  the  names 

of  Crawford  and  Lindsay  became 

associated: 

William  was  the  first  of  the  Lindsays  to  become  associated  with  the 
territory  of  Clydesdale.  The  great  mountain  territory  of  Crawford,  or 
Crawf ord-Lindsay , as  it  was  commonly  called,  formed  the  southern  extrem- 
ity of  Lanarkshire,  and  is  the  highest  district  on  the  south  of  Scotland, 
the  water  running  from  it  in  both  directions,  North  and  South.  The 
Lindsays  are  said  to  have  acouired  it  by  the  marriage  of  Sir  David 
Lindsay  (son  of  William)  to  the  daughter  of  Sir  John  Crawford,  about 
1230.  Alexander  de  Lindsay  of  Crawford  (nick  name,  Beard ie,  on  account 
of  the  long  beard  he  wore)  was  given  the  Earldom  of  Crawford  12-14-1615. 

The  Duel  on  London  Bridge 

•'Lord  John  Willes,  a warrior  of  great  celebrity,  having  been  sent  to 
Scotland  as  ambassador  by  Richard  II,  chanced  to  be  carousing  with 
Scottish  nobles  at  a solemn  banquet,  when  he  challenged  Sir  David  Lind- 
say's chivalry  and  valiant  deeds,  naming  London  Bridge  as  the  place  of 
duel.  At  the  appointed  time,  on  the  day  of  the  festival  of  St.  George, 
both  parties  assembled  in  great  state,  dressed  in  armor,  and  on  mighty 
horses.  The  scene  was  splendid.  The  fair  ladies  and  the  knights  of 
Richard's  court  were  all  seated  around  the  king  and  Queen  Anne,  'mid  grand 
decorations.  Sir  David  won  the  victory,  receiving  high  honors  from  the 
King,  and  he  and  Lord  Willes  became  great  friends."

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"HOW  MANY  ANCESTORS  DO  YOU  HAVE?" 


"When  my  dinner  guest,  Alan  Nogle,  a native  of  Bombay,  India,  told 
me  he  was  a direct  descendant  from  Melchoir,  one  of  the  Magi  - the 
"Wise  Men  of  the  East",  who,  more  than  1900  years  ago,  guided  by 
a star,  journeyed  to  Jerusalem  in  search  of  the  Infant  Jesus  in 
order  that  they  might  worship  him,  a strange  feeling  akin  to  that 
of  awe  came  over  me.  Here  was  I,  more  than  nineteen  centuries 
after  the  birth  of  Christ,  actually  facing  and  talking  with  one 
whose  ancestors,  so  many  centuries  ago,  had  seen  and  perhaps 
touched  the  Infant  Jesus,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  describe 
the  feeling  of  proxemity,  of  greater  closeness,  to  the  events  of 
that  first  Christmas  Day,  that  rose  within  me. 

Later,  after  my  guest  had  deported,  I began  to  wonder  how  many 
generations,  approximately,  my  friend  was  removed  from  the  Wise 
Men  of  the  East,  and  with  paper  and  pencil  I began  to  figure  it  out. 
Taking  thirty-four  for  the  approximate  number  of  years  in  one  gen- 
eration, I found  that  he  would  be  removed  thirty-seven  generations. 

I discovered  also  that  he  would  have  had,  in  direct  line  alone, 
144,115 >188, 076, 855>870  ancestors*  The  number  is  staggering,  but 
it  is  correct,  since,  of  course,  he  had  two  parents,  four  grand- 
parents, eight  great-grand,  parents,  sixteen  great-great-grand- 
parents  during  his  last  four  generations,  and  with  each  generation 
the  number  doubles.  And  it  is  equally  staggering  to  think  that 
each  of  us  has  had  an  equal  number  of  ancestors  in  that  length  of 
time.  Oliver  Wiendel  Holmes  once  said,  "Each  of  us  is  an  omnibus 
in  which  all  of  our  ancestors  are  seated".  Just  fancy  that  number 
of  ancestors  in  two  thousand  years* 

Let  us  pursue  the  subject  a little  further.  Supposing  it  were 
possible  to  put  that  number  of  ancestors  on  parade;  more  than 
ninety  million  persons  would  have  to  pass  the  reviewing  stand 
each  second,  marching  continuously  day  and  night  for  fifty  years 
before  the  last  would  have  passed  in  review;  or,  it  would  take 
1,000,000  years  to  review  all  ancestors,  if  they  passed  at  the 
rate  of  16,440,225  per  hour.  It  sounds  fantastic,  but  figure  it 
out  for  yourself  and  if  you  find  anything  wrong  with  my  calcu- 
lations, let  me  hear  from  you."

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Ransom  Seale  2nd: 

"Died  on  Oct,  9,  at  his  home  in  Greenville,  Ransom  Seale,  age  40 
years  (correction,  he  was  born  6-27-1841.  I.  C.  Seale).  Mr.  Seale 
was  born  near  Rocky  Creek,  Butler  County,  Alabama  and  has  been  iden- 
tified by  his  ancestry  and  position  with  the  history  of  the  county. 

His  health  has  been  bad  for  sometime  and  this  announcement  is  not  a 
surprise  to  the  community. 

He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  William  Seale,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  county, 
who  survives  him.  His  mother  was  Rulincy  Seale  erst  Hildon,  a mother 
whose  loss  was  one  of  the  greatest  sorrows  of  his  life  and  whose 
strength  of  mind  was  remarkable.  To  such  parents  he  owed  the  inher- 
itance of  a strong  mind,  a strong  will,  and  an  honest  energy  of 
character  that  made  of  him  a man  of  powerful  executive  ability. 

They  gave  him  every  opportunity  that  the  county  afforded  in  educa- 
tional advantages  and  he  accepted  these  gratefully  and  conscient- 
iously, To  such  careful  training  and  devotion  of  purpose,  he  started 
life  as  a teacher,  displaying  great  aptness  for  the  profession  in 
which  he  labored  successfully  for  several  years. 

It  was  while  he  was  principal  of  the  flourishing  school  at  Monterey 
that  he  received  the  nomination  in  1874  for  the  clerk  of  circuit 
court  and  was  elected  to  that  office  which  he  held  most  ably,  having 
been  re-elected  in  1880,  performing  the  duties  admirably  until  his 
rapid  decline  forced  upon  him  a resignation,  which  only  recently 
took  place. 

His  prominent  characteristics  were  strength  of  will,  honest  con- 
viction, promptness  of  execution.  He  was  painstaking  and  indus- 
trious, He  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Hartsfield  of  Monterey, 

Alabama,  and  leaves  her  widowed  and  sorrow  stricken  with  five  little 
ones  in  the  home  he  so  fondly  loved  and  tenderly  protected.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  "To  Him  who  is  the  best  friend 
to  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  who  gives  to  them  the  richest  promises 
within  the  pages  of  the  Bible,  we  commend  these  bereaved  ones."  From 
the  Greenville  (Ala.)  Advocate  Oct.  14,  1885, 


"Mr.  A,  W,  Metcalf  has  been  appointed  Circuit  Clerk,  to  fill  the 
place  of  Ransom  Seale,  resigned.  The  appointment  was  a good  one, 
and  satisfactory  with  the  people,  he  being  well  fitted  for  the 
position.  He  resigned  the  important  position  as  cashier  in  the 
Messers  Steiner  & Sons  Bank,  Greenville,  to  accept  the  position. 

He  is  a thorough  business  man,  and  will  doubtless  fill  the  position 
as  well  as  his  predecessor,  and  that  is  saying  much,  for  Mr.  Seale 
was  one  of  the  best  clerks  in  the  State,"  From  The  Greenville 
(Ala.)  Advocate. 
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Mrs.  Rulincy  Seale.  See  Page  44: 

"Rulincy,  daughter  of  Aaron  and  Sarah  Hilson,  was  born  in  Milledge- 
ville,  Georgia,  Nov.  15,  1807;  moved  to  Butler  County,  Alabama  in 
1817.  She  was  married  to  William  (Eilly)  Seale  who  was  born  in 
Fairfield  District,  S.  C.,  on  Nov.  16,  1826  at  the  Reuben  Davis 
place,  two  and  one-half  miles  South  Bast  of  Greenville,  and  has 
lived  there  ever  since,  with  the  exception  of  two  years  they  lived 
in  Lowdnes  County,  Alabama,  to  the  time  of  her  death  on  Saturday 
morning  at  nine  o'clock,  Sept.  22,  1883. 

At  this  date  the  descendants  of  this  venerable  couple,  just  separated 
by  death,  was  forty-six  children,  grandchildren,  and  great-grand- 
children. Mrs.  Seale  has  been  gathered  to  her  forefathers  after  a 
long  and  useful  life,  with  a riper  experience  of  many  changing  years. 
She  came  to  Butler  County  at  the  age  of  eleven  years,  with  the  sun- 
light of  childhood  still  upon  her  head,  and  ere  the  opening  bud  had 
scarcely  expanded  into  bloom  of  womanhood  she  was  the  wife  of  a 
pioneer. 

She  was  in  the  Fort  near  Butler  Springs  when  Captain  Butler  was 
killed  by  the  Indians,  and  could  point  to  the  very  spot  where  the 
hero  of  the  hour  held  the  savages  at  bay  until  the  last  unerring 
blow  was  struck;  could  show  the  path  by  which  the  others  escaped, 
and  could  tell  much  of  those  trying  days  that  are  traced  in  blood 
in  our  country's  history,  as  if  it  were  yesterday.  Every  particular 
of  the  F ort  Dale  massacre  was  indelibly  stamped  upon  her  memory. 

Such  a life  passing  over  such  an  eventful  period  furnishes  matter 
of  particular  interest  to  history,  and  food  for  reflection  to  every 
mind.  What  mighty  changes  have  been  wrought  since  the  eleven  year 
old  girl  watched  like  a fawn  for  the  Indian  arrow*.  The  steam  engine 
now  rushes  over  the  soots  where  colonists  clustered  together  in  the 
rude  forts  to  fight  and  live,  or  fight  and  die.  Brave  men  ®ere 
those  pioneers,  and  grand  were  their  wives l 

Great  events  were  enacted  then  as  now;  there  were  sweet  romances  of 
love  and  death.  The  whisper  of  love,  as  well  as  the  poisoned 
arrow,  broke  the  silence  of  the  primeval  forest.  And  thus  we  trace 
her  life  through  girlhood  to  womanhood,  to  the  holy  estate  of  mat- 
rimony. Her  character  was  such  as  might  be  expected  from  such  a 
broad  experience,  full  of  heroic  endurance,  perseverance  and  courage, 
and  yet,  she  was  one  of  those  keepers  of  homes,  whose  circle  was 
rounded  about  her  children  and  neighbors,  like  the  arm  of  an  affec- 
tionate mother. 

Her  life  was  that  of  a Christian,  although  with  characteristic  hu- 
mility, she  did  not  unite  with  the  church  until  late  in  life,  but 
her  deeds  had  gone  up  before  her  as  a memorial  that  was  sweet  to 
Him  who  walketh  among  the  lillies.  Duty  was  the  high  principle  of 
her  actions,  and  duty  was  sweet  to  her  as  long  as  she  lived. 
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She  was  reticent,  said  little,  worked  much,  loved  devotedly,  quiet, 
kind  and  charitable  to  all.  About  six  months  prior  to  her  death 
the  track  of  that  fearful  foe  to  human  life,  called  cancer,  was  dis- 
covered on  her  patient  face. 

Everything  that  devoted  children  and  husband  could  do,  was  done  to 
stay  its  course,  but  the  die  was  cast.  She  realized  her  condition 
and  expressed  her  willingness  to  go  at  God's  command.  Her  suffer- 
ings were  too  painful  to  recount,  too  painful  to  remember.  Let  the 
hand  of  time  hide  them  soon.  But  the  example  of  this  good  woman 
will  remain  forever,  Saturday  morning  the  pages  of  her  life  closed, 
and  the  precious  volume  of  her  life  handed  back  to  God. 

To  him  who  had  sowed  and  reaped  with  this  dear  one  by  his  side  these 
forty-seven  years,  to  him  who  climbed  the  hill  and  tottered  down 
with  her,  the  road  will  be  lonely  until  they  "sleep  together"  at 
the  foot  of  the  hill.  (Their  home  was  situated  on  top  of  a hill, 
their  private  burial  ground  at  the  bottom.  I.  C.  Seale) 

Her  children,  her  children's  children,  will  wish  that  the  old  arm 
chair  held  mother  as  long  as  they  have  need  of  sympathy  in  this 
world.  She  has  emigrated  once  more  where  there  is  no  deadly  foe  in 
that  beautiful  land  and  mother  is  well,  young,  strong,  and  happy  in 
heaven.

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Lye  Soap  Recipe 


This  recipe  was  used  by  Mrs.  Rulincy  (Hilson)  Seale  (and  other  pioneer 
women),  wife  of  William  (Billy)  Seale,  a copy  of  which  is  in  possession 
of  her  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Jesse  A.  Cheatham,  Greenville,  Alabama,  and 
is  given  here  with  her  permission  in  1944. 

“The  soap  was  made  at  the  spring  of  the  old  homestead,  the  neighbor 
Indian  squaws  being  most  friendly  and  kind  to  this  pioneer  family  helped 
with  the  soap  making  for  all  family  uses.  It  was  boiled  in  the  same 
iron  pot  that  was  used  for  boiling  the  family  wash.  The  soap  making 
method  was  primitive  and  tedious,  but  that  was  characteristic  of  pioneer 
times. 

The  ingredients,  rain,  spring  or  well  water,  fats  of  all  kind,  oak  or 
any  hard  wood  ashes,  were  plentiful  and  easily  obtained,  and  all  that 
was  necessary  was  the  will  to  work.  The  lye  was  obtained  thusly: 

Save  hardwood  ashes  and  keep  in  a dry  place  until  ready  to  fill  the 
hopper.  The  ash  hopper  was  made  by  boring  auger  in  the  bottom  of  a 
large  barrel,  which  was  then  placed  on  a tilting  platform,  larger  than 
the  bottom  of  the  barrel.  The  platform  had  large  grooves  in  it,  through 
which  the  lye  dripped  into  vessels  placed  below. 

The  barrel  was  prepared  by  placing  a layer  of  straw  or  corn  shucks  in 
the  bottom.  Over  this  about  two  pounds  of  slacked  lime  was  scattered; 
on  this  two  pecks  of  the  ashes,  another  layer  of  straw  or  shucks,  then 
more  layers  alternately  until  the  barrel  is  almost  full,  leaving  a 
hole  in  the  center  that  will  hold  about  two  gallons  of  boiling  water. 
After  the  water  drips  through,  which  might  take  a couple  of  days,  add 
more  boiling  water.  After  it  has  dripped  through,  .continue  by  pouring 
the  drippings  through  until  contents  have  the  color  of  dark  tea.  The 
darker  it  is,  the  stronger  will  be  the  lye. 

Prepare  fats  as  follows:  Place  all  waste  kitchen  grease,  tallow,  fats 
from  hog  killings,  soup  bones,  discarded  parts  of  bear,  deer,  fish, 
fowl,  beef,  and  etc.  in  a pot  and  boil  until  grease  is  clear,  then 
strain.  Use  one  pound  of  grease  to  one  gallon  of  the  lye.  Fill  pot 
only  half  full  and  keep  fire  on  one  side  of  the  pot  to  prevent  con* 
tents  from  boiling  over.  Stir  constantly  until  soap  is  soft  and 
reached  the  thick  molasses  stage,  which  may  take  several  hours.  After 
it  has  cooled  it  may  be  sliced  into  cakes  the  desired  size, 

This  soap  was  used  for  all  purposes.  Did  not  injure  the  skin,  but 
really  had  healing  qualities.  It  could  be  used  for  laundering  laces 
and  fine  fabrics  with  perfect  safety.  Old  bed  coverlets  in  my  family, 
products  of  our  ancestors  were  laundered  with  lye  soap,  and  they  are 
well  preserved.”

Thomas  Seal: 

An  article  with  the  above  heading  appeared  in  the  Readers  Digest, 
concerning  one  Thomas  Seal  and  written  by  Henry  Seidel  Canbv , who 
was  founder  and  author  of  Saturday  Review  of  Literature,  author  of 
a biography  of  the  life  of  Henry  David  Thoreau  in  1939,  and  other 
works.  His  working  hours  are  spent  in  writing  and  literary  crit- 
icisms. His  leisure  spent  in  hunting  rare  birds,  with  field  glasses, 
and  hunting  rare  crystals. 

Of  this  unforgetable  character  Mr.  Canby  wrote,  "My  first  contact 
with  this  Thomas  Seal,  Quaker  and  Naturalist  in  the  Pennsylvania 
hills,  was  while  collecting  bird  eggs  as  a boy.  Thomas  Seal  lived 
alone  in  a brick  house  that  was  a mansion  set  in  a fine  planting  of 
shrubs  and  trees  on  a hill  above  the  Brandywine  Valley,  a show  place; 
though  the  house  itself  was  a plain  square  box,  as  plain  as  the  owner's 
clothes.  He  was  gaunt,  grey  in  hi3  Quaker  clothing,  but  he  had  an 
eye  that  warmed  at  the  sight  of  children. 

I sometimes  wondered  where  he  got  those  scarecrow  clothes,  and  that 
low  loose  collar  out  of  which  his  scrawny  neck  and  long  fo.ce  rose 
like  the  head  of  an  amiable  stork.  When  his  hired  man  told  me  he 
was  rich,  I wondered  what  money  could  mean  to  him.  We  tramped  the 
woods  for  bird  eggs,  never  taking  more  than  one  from  a nest,  and 
rode  in  the  old  horse  drawn  buggy  searching  for  minerals. 

After  that  first  visit  he  wrote  me  often,  I still  have  some  of  the 
letters,  none  of  which  ever  contained  a hint  of  smug  piety,  but  of 
things  that  gave  me  a sense  of  something  powerful,  mysterious,  and 
orderly  in  the  universe,  which  made  me  reverent.  While  away  at 
school,  I became  an  eager  student  and  collector,  each  year  taking  my 
new  finds  and  new  knowledge  to  the  brick  house  on  the  hill. 

On  the  last  visit,  when  he  was  eighty  five,  I found  him  sitting  alone 
under  his  fir  trees.  He  was  greyer,  gaunter,  his  neck  sunk  lower  in 
his  collar.  He  did  not  get  up  but  pointed  to  a chair,  saying  "that  he 
was  blind,  but  quite  happy  as  the  older  he  became  the  stronger  grew 
his  inner  light  and  hope  of  soon  finding  another  world  to  study,  where 
nature  may  be  more  wonderful,"

James  Greer,  born  in  Scotland,  transported  to  Maryland  11-2-1675,  by 
Samuel  Gibbon  who  received  4500  acres  of  land  for  bringing  over  ninety 
persons  (From  Early  Settlers  Book,  18,  folio  152).  He  married  Ann,  the 
daughter  of  Arthur  Taylor,  who  was  born  in  Baltimore  County,  Md.  Arthur 
Taylor,  a very  large  land  owner,  deeded  to  James  Greer  and  wife  Ann 
Taylor  Greer,  75  acres  of  land  on  Gunpowder  River,  Baltimore  County,  Md., 
on  6-6-1687,  The  father  of  Arthur  Taylor  was  John,  who  arrived  in  this 
country  in  1659,  On  4-22-1663  he  was  granted  150  acres  of  land.  His 

wife  was  Margaret — , and  his  will  was  probated  4-5-1676.  The  name 

of  only  one  of  their  children  is  given;

The  following  early  Seale  history  was  furnished  by  Jerimiah  J.  Seale,  1 
Montgomery  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  in  1946.  Also,  records  of 
the  descendants  of  his  great  grandfather,  Jesse  Seale  (page  69),  which 
came  to  him  from  older  members  of  his  family  connections,  and  other  sources. 

Of  the  early  Seale  history  he  wrote,  the  family  traces  its  origin  back  to 
the  third  century  in  Brittany  (Northern  France) . In  the  seventh  century, 
Solomon  Seale  crossed  the  English  Channel  into  England,  during  the  reign 
of  Alfred  The  Great,  who  was  considerably  impressed  with  him.  Apparently, 
the  family  spread  to  all  parts,  over  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  as  well 
as  the  many  who  came  to  America,  at  different  times. 

My  emigrant  ancestor,  Thomas  Seale,  and  his  two  brothers  Joseph  and  William 
were  loyal  to  the  King  and  fought  valiantly  under  the  banner  of  Prince 
Rupert  against  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  sometime  after  the  overthrow  of  the 
Crown,  they  thought  it  best  to  put  the  Atlantic  ocean  between  them  and 
Cromwell,  so  they  came  to  America.  Thomas  brought  with  him  two  sons, 

James,  and  Thomas  2nd,  locating  in  South  Carolina.  Talley* s Warrants 
for  Lands  of  South  Carolina,  1692-1711,  show  that  Governor  Joseph  West  of 
S.  C.  ordered  a lot  "laid  out"  for  him  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  on  November 
17,  1681, 

Being  interested  in  genealogy  I was  able,  during  various  times  from  1941- 
1944,  to  search  through  the  National  Archives  in  Washington,  D.  C.  During 
the  limited  time  I was  able  to  gather  only  the  following,  which  is  the 
result  of  my  findings  in  the  Archives,  as  well  as  conversations  held  with 
Leonard  Wilson,  a genealogist  of  San  Francisco,  "The  ancient  family  of 
Seale  took  its  name  from  a village  and  Parish  of  the  same  designation  in 
the  county  of  Surrey  in  England,  in  which  the  family  lived  in  the  early 
days.  Th$  name  itself  is  derived  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  term  "Sel",  meaning 
a family  seat,  that  is  hall,  manor  house,  or  mansion.  This  village  of 
Seale  is  situated  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  Tongham  station  on  the 
London  and  Southwestern  Railway  and  about  four  miles  from  Farnham  where  its 
post  and  telegraph  stations  are  located. 

Seale  house  is  one  of  the  principle  residences  of  the  community.  It  has 
a population  of  about  one  thousand  souls  and  the  Parish  church  is  an 
ancient  structure,  which,  however,  ms  restored  in  1861,  and  again  in 
1873.  The  records  of  the  parish  date  from  1539  and,  doubtless,  these 
registers  contain  various  entries  relating  to  baptisms,  marriages,  and 
burials  of  members  of  the  Seale  families  for  generations  past.  While  the 
history  of  the  family  has  not  been  compiled,  information  concerning  it  is 
to  be  found  in  the  records  of  the  Island  of  Jersey,  those  of  landed  gentry, 
and  in  other  documents  of  record. 

The  Directories  of  Great  Britain  show  that  there  are  several  descendants 
of  this  stock  still  resident  in  the  city  of  London,  but  the  late  head  of 
the  family  in  England  was  Sir  Henry  Seale,  Baronet,  of  the  county  of  Devon, 
Barrister-at-Law.  He  was  the  only  son  of  Sir  Henry  Paul  Seale,  Baronet, 
by  his  wife,  Emily,  youngest  daughter  of  Colonel  J.  R.  Hartman  of  the 
Coldstream  Guards.  Another  branch  is  represented  by  the  Right  Honorable 
Charles  Seale,  Privy  Councillor  and  Justice  of  Peace  for  the  counties  of 
Devon  and  Middlesexj  a member  of  Parliament  for  mid-Devon;  Paymaster 
General  1892-95,  and  a Barrister-at-Law  at  Lincoln's  Inn.  His  seat  is  at 
Kingswear  Castle,  County  Devon,  and  he  also  has  a residence  in  London, 
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The  records  from  which  this  was  taken  continues  in  part,  "this  is  an 
ancient  Northumberland  family,  directly  descended  by  marriage  with  the 
elder  sister  of  John  de  Carteret,  Earl  Granville,  Governor  of  the  Isle 
of  Guernsey  and  Jersey  and  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland  1724-30.  The  first 
Baronet  sat  as  a member  of  Parliament  for  Dartmouth  1834-44,  and  the 
second  Mayor  of  the  Borough  sixteen  times  between  1832  and  1882,” 

The  Blazon  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  and  Crests  granted  to  members  of  this  fam- 
ily as  hereditary  badges  of  honor,  is  thus  described  in  the  official 
records: 


ARMS:  Or  two  barrulets  azure  between  three  wolves'  heads 

erased  sable  in  the  fesse  points  a mural  crown  gules* 

CREST:  Out  of  a crown  vallery  or  a wolf's  head  argent  the 
neck  encircled  with  a wreath  of  oak  vert. 

MOTTO:  En  Coelo  Salus.  (In  Heaven  Salvation) 

The  Barrulet  is  a diminutive  of  the  Bar,  which  in  turn,  is  a diminutive 
of  the  fesse,  which  is  the  origin  of  the  present  day  military  waist-belt. 

It  is  a most  ancient  and  honorable  device  and  was  granted  in  recognition 
of  especially  meritorious  service  rendered.  It  is  therefore,  justly  es- 
teemed as  a Belt  of  Honor.  The  term  Fesse,  of  which  the  Barrulet  is  a dimin- 
utive, being  narrower  is  an  old  French  word  signifying  "The  Loynes  of  Man", 
and  its  symbolism  in  heraldry  is  that  its  bearer,  "must  always  be  ready  to 
undergo  the  business  of  the  public  weal." 

The  wolf  was  one  of  the  oldest  military  ensigns  of  Rome  in  reference 
to  the  fabulous  history  of  that  city.  "It  denoteth  those  valiant  Captains 
that  do  in  the  end  gain  their  attempts  after  long  siege  and  hard  enter- 
prise." It  is  said  that  Macedon,  the  grandson  of  Noah,  bore  this  ensign, 
and  the  city  of  Lycopolis  derived  its  name  from  the  veneration  in  which 
the  wolf  was  held.  On  the  shield  of  the  Seale  family  this  device  is  borne 
in  triplicate  in  reverant  allusion  to  the  Holy  Trinity.  The  head  is  the 
most  honorable  part  of  any  animal,  in  either  man  or  beast,  because  it  is 
the  seat  of  intelligence. 

The  Mural  Crown  has  battlements  on  the  edge  of  its  circle  and  was  given 
by  the  Romans  to  him  who  first  mounted  the  walls  of  a besieged  town  or 
city  and  fixed  the  standard  belonging  to  the  army.  It  is  therefore  a 
token  of  valiant  and  military  service  in  siege  and  warfare. 

The  Crown  Vailary  was  made  of  gold,  with  raised  pales  or  stakes,  given  by 
the  general  army  to  those  who  first  enfranchised  the  enemys  camp  and  so 
forced  the  palisade.  Its  a symbol  of  great  distinction.  The  Oak  Wreath 
is  of  great  antiquity  and  honor.  It  is  termed  also  Civic  Wreath,  and  was 
given  to  him  who  saved  a brother  citizen's  life.  It  is  therefore,  a mark 
of  heroism.  The  livery  colors  of  the  family  are  Gold  and  Blue.  As  gold 
is  the  finest  of  metals,  he  who  bears  gold  upon  his  shield  should  endeavor 
to  excel  all  others  in  virtue  and  honor.  Blue  is  the  emblem  of  loyalty 
and  truth.  It  represents  the  Clear  Canopy  of  Heaven  when  all  the  clouds 
are  exiled  and  has  long  been  held  to  bring  a special  benediction  from 
Heaven  to  the  wearer."

The  records  of  the  old  government  Cahaba  lands  are  now  filed  in 
the  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  the  State  of  Alabama,  in 
Montgomery.  This  James  Seal  was  my  great  grandfather  of  Butler 
County,  Alabama.  See  Page  14.  (Ida  Carrie  Seale,  1S46), 
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Gen,  Carl  H.  Seale  was  released  from  prison  in  Manchuria  at  the  close 
of  the  war  in  the  Pacific  (1945)  following  a three  and  one-half  year 
imprisonment,  and  returned  to  Washington  and  Birmingham.  He  was  Ad- 
jutant to  Gen,  Douglas  McArthur,  Was  taken  prisoner  after  the  fall  of 
Corregidor,  along  with  his  wife  and  seven  nurses.  The  plane  in  which 
they  were  being  evacuated  was  forced  down  on  Mindanao  in  1942,  He  and 
his  wife,  Margaret  Bvrode  were  separated,  she  being  sent  to  Santo  Tomas 
internment  camp,  where  she  remained  until  liberated  by  McArthur's  troops. 
Arriving  in  San  Francisco  on  a hospital  ship  she  was  quite  ill  and  was 
flown  to  Walter  Reed  hospital  in  Washington,  where  she  died  a few  days 
later,  being  buried  in  Arlington  cemetery.  Both  were  former  residents 
of  Birmingham,  he  being  connected  with  banking,  real  estate,  insurance 
business,  and  a native  of  Eufala,  Ala.

Adeline  (Margaret  Allison)  Seale,  d,  2-8-1942  at  the  home  of  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Perrin,  510  Sixth  Street,  Birmingham,  Ala.,  having  had  two 
hundred  sixty-three  descendents.  Three  months  prior  to  her  death  she 
celebrated  her  eighty-fourth  birthday,  with  many  of  her  clan  gathered 
for  the  occasion.  The  enormous  cake  bore  the  traditional  number  of 
candles.  Tine  Seale  was  born  near  Cook  Springs,  St.  Clair  County, 

Alabama  in  1853  and  died  at  the  same  place  1926,  Adeline  was  born  near- 
by about  four  years  later,  and  was  only  fifteen  when  they  married.  His 
father  (name  not  given)  was  among  the  early  settlers  of  Alabama,  bought 
the  place  in  1855,  and  died  1903.  After  his  death  Tine  purchased  the 
interest  of  the  other  heirs  in  the  old  home  place,  and  it  was  here  their 
fourteen  children  were  reared,  all  of  whom  are  God  Fearing,  church  going, 
hard  working  people,  only  one  having -to  go  to  jail,  and  that  was  one  of 
the  sons  of  Adeline,  Shame  on  the  gentleman  for  spoiling  the  family 
record.

Was  bom  in  South  Carolina  in  1777*  Moved  to  Mississippi  before  I8l6.  In 
that  year  he  was  listed  as  a tax  payer  in  Marlon  County.  On  the  same  list 
was  his  brother  Joshua  who  located  later  in  Texas,  and  three  children  of 
his  brother  Thomas,  Littleton,  Eli,  and  Moses,  who  also  settled  in  Texas. 

All  must  have  gone  to  Miss,  about  the  same  time.  Daniel  must  have  died  be- 
fore 1870  a3  he  was  listed  in  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1850  and  i860,  but  not  in 
1870.  During  the  War  of  1861-65  he  served  a3  captain  of  Company  "C",  38th 
Miss.  Cavalry,  C.  S.  A.,  which  was  known  as  the  Hancock  Rebels  from  Hancock 
County,  it  being  organized  March  8,  1862 ► The  records  in  the  Archives  and 
History  of  Miss.,  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  show  that  there  were  sixteen  other  men 
by  the  name  of  Seale  in  the  same  company. 

Judging  from  records  and  old  letters  he  had  as  brothers,  Thomas  of  Green 
County,  Alabama;  James  of  Butler  County,  Alabama;  Elijah;  Enoch  who  with  his 
wife  Mary  lived  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  between  1875  and  1892;  Joshua  of  Miss, 
and  Texas,  all  of  whom  were  born  in  North  or  South  Carolina.  Their  father  was 

Thomas  who  lived  in  both  of  the  Carolines . He  married  Rebeca  , who  was 

bom  in  S.  C.  1775*  and  died  in  Miss,  between  1850  and  i860.  With  the  rest 
of  the  family  she  was  listed  in  the  census  of  I85O,  but  not  in  i860.  Records 
show  only  two  of  their  children:
